REPORT OF LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Griswold Memorial Library: 


Herewith is submitted the report of the Librarian 
for the year ending December 31, 1938. 


During the past year 70 new books have been added 
to the Library, and 12 magazine subscriptions have been 
renewed, also 65 books, mostly juvenile, have been re- 
bound, and 392 worn books have been discarded. 


The total circulation of books and magazines has 
been 9,569, adult 6,717, juvenile 2,852. The largest 
circulation was in March, and, during the eight Library 
days of that month, 1,010 books were charged to the 
borrowers. 


There has been a marked increase in the reading 
of the school children of the town, 96 five-book State 
Reading Certificates and 14 Honor or twenty-book Cer- 
tificates having been awarded to them during the last 
twelve months. The teachers co-operate by obtaining 
book deposits for their schools, and, in cases where the 
distance isn’t too great, they have required the children 
to come for their books in order that they might become 
accustomed to using the Library. 


The two new book cases which have been bought 
this year have necessitated the shifting of all the books 
in the Library, but the increased shelf room has added 
greatly to the convenience of the work.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Colrain for the year ending 
December 31, 1938, made in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Chapter 44, General Laws. This is in the 
form of a report made to me by Mr. Edward H. Fenton, 
Chief Accountant of this Division.

Sir: 

In accordance with your request I have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the town of Colrain 
for the year ending December 31, 1933, and submit the 
following report thereon: 

The financial transactions, as recorded on the books 
of the departments receiving or disbursing money for 
the town or sending out bills for collection, were ex- 
amined, checked, and verified. 

The surety bonds of the town clerk, treasurer, and 
collector for the faithful performance of their duties 
were examined and found to be in proper form. 

The recorded receipts for licenses granted by the 
selectmen were compared with the records of licenses 
issued, and the payments to the treasurer were verified 
by a comparison with the treasurer’s cash book. 

The books and accounts of the treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked in detail. The receipts, as re- 
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corded, were compared with the records in the depart- 
ments collecting money for the town and with the other 
sources from which money was paid into the town 
treasury, while the payments were checked with the 
warrants of the selectmen authorizing them. The cash 
book additions were verified, and the cash balance was 
proved by a reconciliation of statements received from 
the banks and by an actual count of the cash on hand. 

The savings bank book representing the investment 
of the Davenport Relief Fund in the custody of the 
treasurer was personally examined and listed, and the 
transactions were found to be as reported. 

The books and accounts in the office of the tax 
collector were examined and checked. The tax accounts 
outstanding at the time of the previous examination 
were audited, and the commitment lists of all town and 
fire district taxes were added and reconciled with the 
assessors’ commitment warrants, the 1933 motor vehicle 
excise tax commitment list being found to be $1.40 in 
excess of the warrant. The collections recorded on the 
cash book were checked, the payments to the town and 
fire district treasurers were verified, the abatements, as 
recorded, were checked with the assessors’ abatement 
records, and the outstanding accounts were listed and 
proved. The outstanding accounts were further verified 
by mailing notices to a number of persons whose names 
appeared on the books as owing money to the town, the 
replies received thereto indicating that the accounts, as 
listed, are correct. 

The financial records of the town clerk were 
checked by comparing the recorded receipts for dog and 
sporting licenses with the records of licenses issued. 
The payments to the county treasurer and to the Division 
of Fisheries and Game were verified. 

It was noted that the receipts for dog licenses were 
paid by the town clerk to the county treasurer, in which 
connection attention is called to the provisions of Chap- 
ter 289, Acts of 1932, which requires that receipts from 
dog licenses be paid to the town treasurer monthly or 
oftener. : 

The tax title deed for property taken by the town 
was examined, it being noted that the amount for which 
the tax sale was held includes a personal property tax 
as well as real estate taxes, and that the costs of the 
sale included items which are not included in Section 15, 
Chapter 60, General Laws. It is recommended that the 
tax title be disclaimed under the provisions of Section 
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84, Chapter 60, General Laws, and that, if necessary, 
there be a second sale held in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Chapter 60, General Laws, as amended by 
Chapter 325, Acts of 1938. 

The accounts of the treasurer of the Griswold 
Memorial Library were examined and checked. The 
receipts, which comprise the appropriation from the 
town and trust fund income, were checked, and the pay- 
ments were verified by comparing the cancelled checks 
with library orders and vouchers on file. The cash 
balance was verified by proving the bank balance with 
a statement received from the bank. 

The securities and savings bank books representing 
the investments of the Griswold Memorial Fund in the 
custody of the library treasurer were examined and 
listed. The income was proved and the payments were 
verified. 

The recorded receipts for sealing and adjusting 
weights and measures were compared with the records 
of work done and the cash on hand was verified by an 
actual count. 

The accounts receivable of the public welfare and 
the school departments were listed and checked. The 
payments to the treasurer were verified, the abatements 
were checked, and the outstanding accounts were listed 
and proved. 

Ledger accounts were compiled and analyzed, and 
a balance sheet, which is appended to this report, was 
prepared showing the financial condition of the town 
on December 31, 19338. The excellent financial condi- 
tion of the town has been maintained and careful and 
accurate work in all departments, especially in those 
of the town clerk, treasurer, and tax collector, facili- 
tated the process of the audit. 

Appended to this report, in addition to the balance 
sheet, are tables showing a reconciliation of the treas-: © 
urer’s cash, summaries of the tax and departmental ac- 
counts, as well as tables showing the transactions and 
condition of the trust funds. 

For the co-operation received from all town officials 
while engaged in making the audit, I wish, on behalf 
of my assistants and for myself, to express appreciation.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committees and Citizens of Buckland, 
Colrain and Shelburne: 


My thirteenth annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools is presented herewith, it being the forty-first im 
the series of such reports since the establishment of this 
school union in 1892. 

Since with this report I am concluding my term of 
service of over twelve years in the schools of this union it 
seems desirable to record here certain facts that may have 
some historical value relative to the schools since the es- 
tablishment of a supervisory district for Buckland, Oe 
rain and Shelburne in 1892. a 

During the forty-two years that have elie since 
that time therehave been but seven school superintendents. 
Their terms of office have varied from one year, in the case 
of the first superintendent, Mr. Adelbert L. Safford, to 
fourteen years in the case of Mr. Charles P. Hall. The 
‘entire list with their terms of service follows:

It is a matter of regret that there is not available, 
and on file, a complete set of the annual school reports 
during this period. 


There are on file in the town office of Shelburne cer- 
tain manuscript reports of the Shelburne schools dating 
back to 1840, at which time the law required the town 
school committee—which was a visiting committee for all 
of the schools of the town—to make a written report of 
the schools of the town for the year preceding, the same to 
be read in town meeting. Many of these manuscript re- 
ports for the Town of Shelburne have been preserved and 
are invaluable but certain of these reports, as well as 
many of the printed documents, are missing. 


The report of the first superintendent, Mr. Safford, 
however is available. This report is interesting as it indi- 
cates the pioneer work which had to be done to establish 
the schools of the town and union on a systematic and co- 
ordinating basis. It would be interesting and historically 
valuable could such a file of complete printed reports be 
obtained and preserved. Even a casual perusal of these 
early reports shows at once the contrast that exists be- 
tween the enriched curriculum now provided for the ele- 
mentary schools and that which was offered in the early 
days. 

The course of study in those days included little be- 
yond the proverbial “three R’s,” while today, the teaching 
of reading, writing, spelling and arithmetic are stressed as 
much as formerly; but in addition to these subjects we 
have an enriched curriculum embracing art, music, health 
training, citizenship and character development, while 
history and geography are taught from an entirely new 
standpoint. This enriched curriculum has of necessity 
changed the method of procedure in the schoolroom from 
that of “school keeping” to the art of “school teaching” 
which is a vastly different thing. Only from skilled teach- 
ers can it be expected that the best results will obtain in 
the modern school. 3 

1921—19383 

A brief statement of some of the outstanding feat- 
ures that have characterized the work of the past twelve 
years may not be out of place. 
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Perhaps the most significant fact is that pertaining 
to the advance made in the training and qualifications of 
the teachers in the schools of this union during this period. 
In 1921 there were but three teachers in our elementary 
schools who were graduates of normal schools. In 1983 
twenty-three of the thirty-three teachers in the elemen- 
tary schools of this union are graduates of normal schools 
or colleges. The ten remaining teachers are among our 
most successful and progressive instructors, who have ob- 
tained their training from an experience of many years in 
the classroom. It may safely be asserted that we have no 
teachers in our schools today who are, in any sense, un- 
trained or unfitted for their work. 


SCHOOL MANUAL: Doubtless the most helpful contri- 
bution to school progress that has been made during the 
past twelve years was the issuance in printed form of the 
“School Manual” containing the course of study for the 
schools and the rules and regulations adopted by the joint 
school committee. ‘This printed manual—the first of its 
kind—was first brought out in 1924. After being used by 
the teachers for six years it was carefully revised and re- 
printed in 1930. This course of study has, more than 
anything else, been the means of uniting the schools of the 
three towns into one system. I doubt if there can be 
found in the state a “School Union” where the work of 
the schools is more closely coordinated and blended into 
one united system than prevails today in the Buckland- 


Colrain-Shelburne School Union. 
STUDY PROGRAM: Another step toward better re- 


sults in the school room has been obtained by the introduc- 
tion of a carefully planned study program for the pupils. 
Formerly it was considered quite sufficient if the teacher 
formulated a program for her classes. In other words a 
recitation program. Little thought was given to the ne- 
cessity of a definitely arranged study program for the 
children. It was considered quite sufficient if the pupils 
could in some way “get ready” to “recite.” The new pro- 
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cedure treats the “Recitation,” so called, as the teacher’s 
opportunity for not only testing the pupils on previous 
preparation, but, what is by far the more important 
thing, by skillful assignment of the new lesson, preparing 
the children for study. Naturally the study period for 
the preparation of the new lesson immediately follows the 
recitation period, when the new lesson is fresh in the minds 
of the children, and, if it has been properly presented by 
the teacher an interest has been created and a desire to 
continue the preparation has been aroused. This type of 
program has been in use for many years in the schools of 
this union and I believe has been productive of greatly im- 


proved study habits on the part of the pupils. 


SCHOOL COMMITTEES: Whatever of success and 
progress has resulted in the schools during the past. 
twelve years can be attributed in no small measure to the 
hearty cooperation and skillful administration of the three 
school committees comprising this union. It is interesting 
to note that many of these committee members have served 
for terms varying in length from three to fourteen or 
more years. It is a significant fact that efficient school 


board members have been retained for a period of years in 
each town and this in no small measure has constituted a 
stabilizing influence for sound school management. 


SCHOOL ENROLLMENT: The following tabulation 
gives the enrollment in the schools of the three towns of 
the union for the years 1921 and 1932, respectively, with 
the net change for the period of twelve years. It will be 
noticed that in Buckland and Colrain there has been a loss 
in the total enrollment during this period while in Shel- 
burne there is a decided increase both in the elementary 


and high schools. The table follows:

SCHOOL COSTS: The table that follows presents at a 
glance the total expenditure and the net cost of the 
schools to each town together with the total increase and 
the net change for the period of twelve years from 1921 
to 19382. It will be observed that while the gross increase 
for each town appears to be a sizeable sum the net in- 
crease is but $2,881 for Buckland, $2,589 for Colrain 
while for Shelburne there is an actual decrease in net cost 
to the town during this period of $6,776. In the case of 
the latter town it will be observed that while the appro- 
priations for schools during this period have increased by 
a total of $10,215, the reimbursements, due to increased 
tuitions and from other sources, have been sufficient to re- 
duce the net cost to the town from $24,998 in 1921 to 
$18,217 in 1982. This is due to two facts. First, the 
tuition rate was formerly below actual cost per pupil but 
in recent years has been based on actual cost; and second, 
the decided increase in the number of tuition pupils from 
adjoming towns during this period. The following is the 
tabulation :

GRAMMAR SCHOOL GRADUATES: It is interesting 
to note here that the total number of pupils graduating 
from the grammar schools of the three towns during the 
past thirteen years has not varied greatly notwithstand- 
ing a decrease in school enrollment in Buckland and Col- 
rain. The largest class, numbering seventy-eight, gradu- 
ated in 1933. ‘The smallest number in any one year was 
in 1930 when there were but forty-nine in the class. The 
median number for this entire period is sixty-six. What 
is of more importance is the fact that a very large per- 
centage—over 90% for the entire period—of the number 
graduating, entered and continued their studies in high 
school, which indicates that nothing short of graduation 
from high school is today considered the minimum essen- 
tial in education for every boy and girl. 


THE WORK OF THE PAST YEAR 


The school work of the past year has continued along 
the same lines as indicated heretofore. On the whole it has 
been one of pronounced success in all the schools. We 
have been free from epidemics, except in one or two cases, 
so that the school work has been less interrupted during 
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the past year than for several years previous. I have 
only words of high praise and commendation for the earn- 
est, conscientious, painstaking work of the teachers in our 
schools. The towns are fortunate indeed in having re- 
tained so efficient a group of teachers and it is worthy of 
note that, with few exceptions, the same corps of teachers 
will be continued for the ensuing year. I am sure that I 
do not need to say here that upon the teacher depends the 
success or failure of the school. 


TESTS AND MEASUREMENTS: We have continued 
the use of various standard tests and measurements in our 
schools with gratifying results. The results obtained from 
the use of the Clapp-Young Self-Marking Tests used in 
English and Arithmetic are especially noteworthy. The 
English Test, Form A, was given in March, 1933. This 
was given in grades five to eight in the elementary schools 
and to the junior and senior classes in high school, or, to 
a total of 374 pupils. The average results obtained in 
this test this year were much better than the correspond- 
ing averages for 1932. Of the total number taking the 
test an “Honor Roll” was prepared listing the names of 
all pupils scoring five or more points above the standard 
score set for the respective grade, with the following re- 
sults: Grade V had 23 names or 32.8 per cent of the 
group; grade VI, 10, or 15.8 per cent; grade VII, 21, or 
25.9 per cent; grade VIII, 17, or 23.9 per cent; grade 
XI, junior class, 6, or 12.2 per cent; grade XII, senior 
class, 17, or 42.5 per cent. A total of 71 pupils in the 
elementary schools and 23 in high school, or 92 in all 
scoring five or more points above standard score. In the 
senior class 6 or the 17 had perfect scores. Eight had a 
score of 99 and 3 a score of 98. 

In the Arithmetic Test, which was given the first of 
April, the results were equally gratifying. This test was 
given in grades five to eight inclusive to 283 pupils; 12 
of these pupils had perfect scores while 32 scored 96 or 
over. ‘The “Honor Roll’ in connection with this test con- 
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tained the names of all pupils scoring 8 or more points 
above the standard score set for the respective grade. The 
number of names on this roll for each grade was as fol- 
lows: Grade V, 30 pupils; grade VI, 28 pupils; grade 
VII, 34 pupils; grade VIII, 32 pupils, or a total of 124 
out of the 283 taking the test who scored eight or more 


oints above the standard score for each grade. 


The Horn-Ashbaugh Spelling Test, which we have 
used with great success for many years, was given in Jan- 
uary, 1938, with excellent results. This test was not 
given in June owing to a failure of the publishers to fur- 


nish us with a copy of the test. 


In addition to the above tests we have continued 
using the “Standard Graduation Examination.” ‘This 
year Form D was used and was given to all pupils in the 
eighth grade. The number of pupils taking the test was 
80. A perfect score for this test—which, of course, no 


one was expected to attain, the test being a very compre- 
hensive examination in ten different subjects and occupy- 
ing three hours—was 273. The three pupils having the 


highest scores, one from each town, were the following: 


Colrain, Sherman Smith, Center School, 233 
Buckland, George Mirick, Crittenden School, 202 
Shelburne, Carl Maines, Baker School, 193 


Comparing the results obtained with the standard 
score established by the makers of the test our results 
were very commendable. For instance our median score 
was 158, the standard score being 130; 95% of our pupils 
had a score of 195 or below. The corresponding figures 
for the standard score is 187. Again, 90% of our pupils 
had a scorae of 190 or below as compared with 174 for 
the standard score. A similar comparison made _ for 
other percentages show a very gratifying standard on the 
part of our pupils taking the test this year. 
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ARMS ACADEMY OR SHELBURNE HIGH SCHOOL 


As indicated in my report of one year ago the enroll- 
ment at Arms Academy has practically reached the max- 
imum capacity of the school. The school has made a 
steady growth during the past twelve years from an en- 
rollment of 179 in 1921 to 273 in 1932, a gain of 94 in 
the twelve years. During this time but two additional 
teachers have been added to the faculty. I have only 
words of highest commendation for the entire corps of 
teachers from Mr. Froberger down, who are carrying on 
the work of a modern up-to-date high school, not only, but 
are stressing in an unusual and effective way the more im- 
portant things of character building and citizenship of a 
high order. A careful perusal of Principal Froberger’s 
report will give you more complete and detailed informa- 
tion concerning the work of the past year. 


ART AND MUSIC 


The school union is indeed fortunate in having two 
such efficient teachers and supervisors of art and music as 
represented by Mr. MacLean and Mr. Brigham. They 
have both been in the schools long enough to have built 
up strong departments in each subject. A thoughtful 
reading of their reports, which follow on a later page, will 
give a glimpse of the thorough going program carried out 
by each during the year. 


HEALTH 


No more important work is being done in the schools 
today than that of health instruction. This work is car- 
ried on in a threefold manner. First, a regular course in 
health instruction, with text books for the pupils’ use is 
provided. Second, the employment of school physicians 
and school nurses, whose duty it is to make regular exami- 
nations of every child enrolled in the schools. Third, the 
follow-up work both in school and home. This latter part 
is the work particularly of the school nurses and I wish 
here to give due credit to the thorough, painstaking char-

acter of this phase of the work. I have found both the 
school physicians and school nurses ever responsive and 
ready to cooperate in every way possible for the benefit of 
the children in the schools. 

Special mention should be made of the Health Day 
Program which was carried out in Colrain on May nine- 
teenth. This was organized and developed by the teach- 
ers under the able direction of Miss Sommer, the school 
and district nurse for the town. A splendid program, in 
which every school had a part, was given in Memorial Hall 
in the morning and in the afternoon a field day program 
was carried out in excellent manner. This was well attend- 
ed not only by the school children but by many of the pa- 
rents as well. | 

In conclusion I wish to express again my apprecia- 
tion to the members of the school committees, parents and 
especially to the teachers and pupils, as well as to all 
others who in any way have contributed toward the suc- 
cess of the year.

REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


Mr. Frank P. Davison, Superintendent of Schools 
My dear Mr. Davison: 


My third annual report as Principal of Arms Acad- 
emy (Shelburne High School) is submitted herein. 


The total enrollment of the school for the year 1952- 
1933 was 264; 129 boys and 135 girls. This is nine less 
than the previous year. However, when it is noted that a 
class of sixty was graduated last year, it shows that more 
pupils are entering and returning to school each year. 
From all indications, it would appear that the enrollment 
for next year will be over 270. This means that we will 
again be somewhat crowded. Hib elvan 


wae 


I am glad to report that the average attendance for 
this year was much higher than for last year. Perhaps 
one reason for this is that the frequent epidemics were not 
experienced during the winter months. With due regard 
for all conditions, the average attendance and punctuality 
should be considered very satisfactory for the year just 
completed. 


During the past year it has been rather difficult to 
obtain thoroughness in scholastic effort. In my opinion, 
this condition may have been quite directly caused by the 
period of economic stress through which we were passing. 
From our own experience all of us realize the importance 
of the relationship between home conditions and successful 
school work. However, the high scholastic standards of 
the school have been maintained. 


Our Agricultural Department had the usual success- 
ful accomplishments of the past. Many awards in judg- 
ing were won by the boys of the department at the various 
fairs. With the experience gained their work in this field 
should be outstanding next year. 
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It is fine that more girls are taking advantage of the 
opportunities offered in the Household Arts Department. 
Fifteen girls of the incoming class have registered in this 
department. Fine work has been done during the past 
year. As an added service to the school, all of the two- 
colored felt letters and emblems awarded for the many 
extra-curricula activities were made by the girls of the de- 
partment. 


The significant progress made in the Commercial De- 
partment has been well demonstrated durmg the year by 
the efficient services, in the school office, of the seniors of 
the department. Several minor changes are being consid- 
ered for the immediate future. 


The spirit of willing cooperation—the fundamental 
basis of the real school spirit—has reached a high plane 
at Arms Academy. I sincerely thank the class of 1933 
for its fine leadership in this matter. To learn how to co- 
operate willingly with one’s fellowmen is as important in 
a democracy as it is to learn the subject matter of any 
curriculum. In the days to come, I venture to suggest 
that it may be more important. 

I am not yet satisfied with the athletic spirit within 
the school. The proper athletic spirit includes an under- 
standing of the purposes of athletics in a public high 
school. This means that athletics are justified solely be- 
cause they are a powerful educational force in preparing 
boys and girls for the greatest contest—life. Let it be un- 
derstood that the true athletic spirit will not prohibit vic- 
tories in athletic contests; in fact, it will increase them. 
This matter will be given a major consideration next year. 

The support that the student-body has given to the 
Arms Students’ Association deserves favorable mention. 
This is indicated by the fact that nearly four-fifths of the 
entire membership paid their dues to this organization for 
the whole year. Whereas in every activity the receipts 
failed to support the activity, and the money fromthe dues 
paid by the pupils has been necessary to balance the ac- 
count, it will be appreciated that the student-body has 
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almost wholly financed its extra-curricula activities. When 
the books were closed and audited last week, a favorable 
balance remained. A great deal of credit should go to our 
young people for this accomplishment. 

The following events are significant in the year’s 
work. A large number of parents and friends visited the 
school on Parent’s Night, which was again observed as a 
part of our Education Week program. For the second 
year, the annual Senior Play was successfully staged 
using two different casts. Miss Emerson is to be again 
congratulated for her success in this difficult project. 
Debating was resumed after a lapse of several years. Our 
debating team did very well in their victory over Green- 
field High. Miss Flaherty, assisted by Miss Fisher, de- 
veloped our successful debating team. This worthwhile 
activity will be continued next year. The participants in 
the annual Prize-Speaking Contest did very creditable 
work. For the second year the Arms Sentinel, a project 
of the Arms Student Board, earned a prominent place 
among the helpful agencies of the school. In my opinion, 
the 1938 edition of the Arms Student ranks with the out- 
standing numbers of that publication. Visitation and 
Registration Day resulted in the enrollment of eighty- 
three freshmen. Creditable work in music and drawing 
was done during the year. Chiefly because of the econom- 
ic conditions, no public musical program was attempted 
this year. Lastly, the class of 19384 voted to endorse the 
fine action of the classes of 1932 and 1933 in making the 
annual Senior Reception an outstanding social event 
rather than a contest of some sort. 

The assembly programs of the year merit special 
mention. ‘These were given on an average of one a week. 
All of them were educational and entertaining, and showed 
the result of careful planning. A large percentage of the 
school participated. An interesting account of these fine 
and varied programs may be found in the 1933 Arms 
Student. I congratulate and thank the faculty commit- 
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tee, headed by Miss Ward, who was in charge of this im- 
portant part of our school life. 

A copy of the graduation exercises is attached to 
this report. 

Physical education continues to be our major prob- 
lem. The boys’ locker room and the room which contains 
the showers are both too small for our large classes. All 
classes held indoors must be handicapped by the location 
of the gymnasium. However, in the face of these handi- 
caps, I feel that a worthwhile program was carried out 
under the direction of Mr. Frude and Miss Flaherty. 

For keeping faith and for carrying on in spite of the 
perplexing conditions caused for the most part by the 
troublesome social and economic problems of the hour, I 
commend highly the members of the faculty. I extend to 
them my sincere thanks for their loyalty and efficiency in 
our accomplishments. 

As I conclude this my last report to you, Mr. Davi- 
son, permit me to express my sincere thanks for all kind 
considerations of the past. You may rest assured that 
the very best wishes of the entire Arms faculty goes for- 
ward with you. 

I am proud of and thankful for the fine spirit of co- 
operation of the student-body. I am grateful and appre- 
ciative for the help given by the School Committee and all, 
who, in any way, have helped to make Arms a better and 
more serviceable school during the last school year.

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Report Of Supervisor Of Drawing 


Mr. Frank P. Davison, Superintendent of Schools. 
My dear Mr. Davison: 


I herewith submit my seventh annual report for the 
school year ending June, 1933. 


I have found this year’s work very profitable. I have 
continued to stress the creative work of the pupil. Having 
no exhibition to plan for this year I devoted my time try- 
ing to get each pupil to understand why he was working 
on a certain problem and the many ways the same idea 
could be applied to other kinds of work. 


The teaching of design produced many interesting 
problems and the results were gratifying and successful. 
Technique and the “finishing up” of a lesson were empha- 
sized. 


Picture study was continued, developing knowledge of 
the artist and his work, thereby gaining a fuller appreci- 
ation of some of the recognized masterpieces. 


At Christmas time we constructed many useful and 
ornamental gifts. 


This year fifteen schools of this Union entered the 
annual poster contest of the Massachusetts Society for 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. Medals, finished in 
bronze and red and silver and red, were offered for first 
and second prizes respectively. In addition to the above 
prizes a year’s subscription to the Society’s magazine, 
“Dumb Animals,” was offered to those receiving honorable 
mention. In Buckland four schools submitted posters and 
received four first and five second prizes and seven received 
honorable mention. In Shelburne four schools submitted 
posters and received one first and five second prizes and 
five received honorable mention. In Colrain six schools 
submitted posters and received four first and four second 
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prizes and six received honorable mention. The posters 
were exceptionally good this year and keen interest was 
manifested by the pupils who worked on this project. 

Last year I reported the Washington frieze done by 
Miss Woodard’s class at the Crittenden School. This vear 
her classes have completed two friezes in correlation with 
history and geography. Grade V depicted some of the 
principal occupations in the United States and Grade VI 
the background knowledge of the immigrants who have 
come to our country. The frieze called for the individual 
pupil’s work in planning, drawing and coloring figures and 
objects and the assembling on the large backgrounds. 
Lettering was nicely arranged describing each scene. The 
classes enjoyed this work and I believe each one derived 
* valuable experience from working on it. 

It is gratifying to me to see how well the different pu- 
pils have been able to assist their teachers in planning and 
making properties for their plays and entertainments. 
This experience shows the application of their art study 
to a definite end. 7 

The high school students have been allowed to follow 
that particular phase of the work that appeals to them 
most. I feel that the students who have talent and would 
like more time other than one period on Thursdays should 
be allowed to give more time to work in art study. Not 
much work can be done in one period a week. 

I wish to thank Mr. Davison, members of the School 
Committees, teachers, pupils and parents for their contin- 
ued kindness and cooperation.

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Report Of Supervisor Of Music 


Mr. Frank P. Davison, Superintendent of Schools. 
Dear Sir: 


I herewith present for your consideration my fifth 
annual report as Supervisor of Music for the towns of 


Buckland, Colrain and Shelburne. 


My former reports have outlined quite clearly what 
is being striven for; the methods used as well as the goal 
for which we are working; namely, the rudiments of music, 
sound, pitch, rhythm, marks of shading and expression, 
tempo, phrasing, music appreciation, history of music, 
history of the composers, operas, instrumentation, the 
names and study of all the instruments used in a modern 
symphony orchestra or band, and countless other detailed 
work too numerous to outline. 


To accomplish the above we employ games for little 
people, which teach them to imitate pitch; rhythm bands, 
harmonicas, victrola records, and a set of rules including 
those used for chromatics. 

Most of the text books used for this purpose were 
loaned from my own library altho many teachers have 
books that have been helpful. Owing to economic condi- 
tions it has not been possible for me to obtain the equip- 
ment necessary to accomplish the above through your 
office. 

Jn many cases throughout the school system we are 
in need of new text books especially at Arms Academy 
where we need books for Girls’ Glee Club, Boys’ Glee Club 
and Chorus. For this reason and because I did not think 
it prudent to take any funds from the public in the way 
of admission fees, we did not attempt any public concerts 
this vear. After all it’s the actual teaching that really 
brings results. Again I urge all those interested to visit 
_ classes and-not to judge by outward display. 
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The High School. organizations have accomplished 
much this year in spite of the lack of material above men- 
tioned. 

The School Band is steadily improving, new members 
being added from time to time to replace those that grad- 
uate each year. 

The High School Orchestra with a larger personnel 
also shows marked improvement. 

In conclusion I wish to publicly thank all those who 
have helped me in my department for without them I could 
not succeed. | 

I am very sorry that you are leaving as it has been 
a real pleasure to have served under your superintend- 
ency. I wish you health and happiness in your retire- 
ment.

Report Of School Physician For Buckland and 
Shelburne 


Superintendent of Schools: 
Dear Sir: 


It is with pleasure I make this report of the health 
of the Buckland-Shelburne school children. It is brief be- 
cause the health of these children has been unusually good 
the past year. There have been no epidemics and only a 
scattered case of the usual child’s disease. 

The toxin-antitoxin immunization has been carried 
out as heretofore with a large percentage of the first- 
graders having the inoculations. | 

The one big improvement this year is the very small 
number of children who now require having their tonsils 
removed. This is due largely to the fact that there is a 
free tonsil clinic at the Franklin County Hospital every 
month. This makes it possible for many children to be 
helped who otherwise would be unable to get them re- 
moved. Many children now are cared for in this way be- 
fore entering school. 

There has been less sickness and more general im- 
provement this year than any time since I became school 
physician.

With the assistance of our school nurse we made a 
careful physical examination of the pupils during the 
month of September. 


We found the physical condition of nearly all of the 
pupils to be very satisfactory and an improvement over 
the general conditions of the previous year. 

Most of the cases of bad tonsils have been treated by 
operation with an improvement in health following the 
operation. 

There has been but little disturbance of schools from 
contagious disease during this school year.

Report Of Schoo! Nurse Of Buckland and Shelburne 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The health program in the schools began in Septem- 
ber with the general physical examination by Dr. Marble 
and myself. Six hundred ninety-seven children were ex- 
amined. The usual defects were found; poor teeth, ton- 
sils and adenoids, few heart murmurs, skin infection and a 


few showed marked thyroid glands. 


The Schick test was given to thirty-seven pupils. 
Thirty-six were negative leaving only one to take the 
toxin-anti-toxin over again. Forty-one pupils in the 
first grades received the toxin-anti-toxin treatment. 


Again this year we have been very fortunate to have~ 
the tonsil clinics at the Franklin County Hospital. Ten 
children have had the operation this spring. The P. T. A. 
have again helped to finance some of the cases. The pa- 
rents of the others were able to pay the small fee charged. 
Two children were helped to secure glasses. Two others 
were examined but found not in need of glasses. 
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The great problem of dental work still seems to be 
a big stumbling block. Although on the whole there is a 
big improvement in this respect over one year ago. 

Instruction was given during. the school year in the 
elementary schools on general health habits, special 
emphasis being placed on cleanliness and good posture as 
important factors in building a sound body. 

Again this year courses were given at Arms Acad- 
emy in home hygiene and care of the body as well as in- 
fant care and feeding.

Report Of School Nurse For Colrain 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Soon after the schools opened in September the usual 
physical examniations were made by Dr. Cram and myself. 
A total of two hundred and thirty-three children were ex- 
amined. The number of defects found, necessitating no- 
tices to be sent to parents, totaled thirty-six, sixteen less 
than the year previous. It was indeed gratifying to find 
in the majority of schools a general improvement in the 


physical condition of the children. 

During the school year five cases of scarlet fever were 
reported, two at the Griswold school, and three at the 
Christian Hill school. With the exception of the scarlet 
fever cases we were free from contagious diseases. 

Throughout the school year minor health projects 
were carried out. The majority of the schools having 
the daily inspection of hands, nails, teeth, etc. This is 
done by the children under the direction of the teacher. 
Health talks were given during the year, emphasis being 
placed on ‘How each child could help in the prevention of 
contagious diseases.” 

In May the usual check-up was made on the general 
physical condition of each child. The majority of child- 
ren were found to have gained in weight; and due to the 
splendid cooperation of the parents several defects had 
been corrected. 

On May nimeteenth “Child Health Day” was. ob- 
served. In the morning a health program, each school 
participating, was given at the Memorial Hall, Colrain 
Center. Dr. Walter Lee of North Adams, “District 
Health Officer,” gave a short address. In the afternoon 
an inter-school athletic meet was held at the Buckwheat 
flat. The Griswold school received the highest score, and 
won the silver cup. 
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On June tenth, due to the cooperation of Dr. Lee and 
Dr. Cram, our school physician, ninety-six children were 
given the Schick test. It is hoped that this will be fol- 
lowed by the taxin-anti-toxin treatments in the fall. 

We are most fortunate in again obtaining the servi- 
ces of Dr. G. A. Hall, D. D.S., from the Hampden Coun- 
ty Red Cross Chapter, who plans to conduct a dental 
clinic under the auspices of the Franklin County Red 
Cross Chapter early in July. It is hoped that many will 
take advantage of this opportunity. 

In conclusion I wish to express my sincere apprecia- 
tion and gratitude to Mr. Davison for his many kind acts 
and help during my three years in Colrain. I also wish to 
thank the school committee, teachers, parents and pupils 
for their splendid cooperation in making the school health 
program possible.

To the Trustees of the Griswold Memorial Library: 


Herewith is submitted the report of the Librarian for the 
year ending December 31, 1934. 

The total circulation of books and magazines for the past 
year has been 9,589, adult 6,621, juvenile 2,968, a slight increase 
over last year and a juvenile increase of 116. The largest cir- 
culation for one day was 178. 

Fifty-three five-book State Certificates and four honor or 
twenty-book Certificates have been given to the children of the 
grades for books read on the required Reading List. Schools 
inaccessible to the Library have had book deposits charged for 
six weeks. | 

Our magazine subscriptions have all been renewed and, dur- 
ing the year, we have added 221 books to the Library. Of these 
109 were for the juvenile department. Particular attention has 
been paid to the selection of books for the younger children, es- 
pecially grades one to four, as our supply of books of this type 
was too limited to meet the increasing demand that we have had 
for primary supplementary reading.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Townspeople of Colrain: 


It may be of interest to many to know of some of the ac- 
tivities of your school committee during the past year, also some 
of the requirements that are very apt to have to be met in the 
future. 


Of the nine one room and three two room school buildings 
in use in various parts of the town, seven were redecorated in- 
side, one was painted one coat outside, and a new roof was laid 
on one side of another, funds being furnished by the C. W. A. 
for all of the labor and one half of the material. The work was 
done by local workmen appointed by the C. W. A. adminis- 
trator. 


The furnace at the Griswold School gave out shortly after 
the opening of the fall term and had to be replaced, and thermo- 
static controls have been installed on this furnace with the hope 
of saving fuel. A bulk-head entrance to the basement of this 
building was required by the state inspectors. The cost was 


$668.05. 


In order to keep within the town appropriation for schools, 
two of the one room schools, having a small number of pupils, 
were not opened and the pupils were transported to the schools 
which were considered the best for the pupils. 


Inspectors from the state board of education have made the 
following remarks in regard to’some of our school buildings and 
grounds. Some of the school buildings have very poor natural 
lighting due to location of building and should be corrected. 


Toilets at several schools are not in a sanitary location. 


Playgrounds at many of our schools are inadequate and too 
near or in the highway. 


The only drinking water near two of our schools will prob- 
ably be condemned by the state health inspector. 


In addition to the above requirements some of our school 
buildings need painting outside. | 


Quite a number of the buildings are equipped with stoves 
that have seen many years of service and will soon have to be 
replaced. 


These are some of the problems that the school committee 
have to face. Wouldn’t the answer to many of them be a new 
modern school building centrally located and one that would take 
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care of all pupils on the main highway from Shattuckville to 
Elm Grove. Think it over. 

I should like to take this opportunity to commend our 
teachers and supervisors on their efficiency and interest shown 
in the schools, especially Mr. Brigham, our music instructor, 
who has given so freely of his time and talent to pupils (outside 
of school hours) who are interested in instrumental music. 

In Supt. W. H. Buker we have a man who is well qualified 
for the position as supervisor of our schools, a man who is really 
happy to render any assistance or advice to any individual pupil 
inside or outside of school. 

As members of our school committee, Mrs. Brown, Mr. 
Donelson and myself wish to take this opportunity to express 
our appreciation for the cooperation given us by all concerned 

- during the school year just ended.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Colrain: 


I present my first report, covering the period July 15, 1933 
to December 31, 1934. 
Before discussing the present condition of our schools, I 
wish to mention the excellent scholastic standing in which I 
found the schools on September 1, 1933. This I attribute largely 
to the excellent work done by Supt. Frank P. Davison. You 
have lost a very efficient superintendent of schools, because of 
his retirement. I trust we may continue to hold up this high 
scholastic standing. | 

It was the vote of the joint committee of the school union 
that the superintendent’s report be printed with the financial re- 
port of your committee instead of publishing a separate school 
union report. 


Instruction 


We have twelve teachers and two supervisors; 11 are nor- 
mal graduates, one is partially normal trained and the two super- 
visors have had special training for their work. Two of these 
teachers have had more than ten years of experience; five have 
had between five and ten years and seven, less than five years. 
Six of these teachers took a teachers’ course this fall. Such 
courses increase the teaching efficiency of the staff. 


Secondary Education 

During the present school year we have registered in Arms 
Academy and Greenfield High School 80 pupils. At Arms 17 
are taking the College Curriculum, 19 the Commercial, 20 the 
General, 10 the Agricultural and 4 Household Arts. 

The straight tuition rate at Arms Academy is $107 per 
school year. The agricultural rate is $153.50 and the household 
arts rate is $98.50. At Greeenfield High School the rate is $90.00 
per year. 

Since the supervision of the instruction at Arms Academy 
is under-the direction of the superintendent of schools, the work 
of the Colrain pupils is closely supervised throughout their high 
school course. 


Tests and Checks 


During this period several standardized tests and our own 
self-made tests have been given. The results have been very sat- 
isfactory. Several other checks have been made from time to 
- time. 
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Consolidation 


It has seemed wise to close the Churchill and Bardwell 
Schools because of the small number of pupils. The Churchill 
pupils are. transported to the Foundry School building. One 
pupil in grade eight is transported to the Center School. These — 
pupils are transported for $1.90 per school day by Walter 
Brown. 


The pupils of the first six grades of the Bardwell district 
are transported to the Brick School building and the pupils of 
grades seven and eight of the Bardwell and Four Corners dis- 
tricts are carried to the. South School building. Mr. Fred Hall 
transports from the Four Corners district and Mr. Frederick 
Sessler from the Bardwell. The former receives $3.90 per school 
day and the latter $1.75 per school day. The amounts paid these 
transporters were determined by sealed bids. 


Health 


Miss Leneita Sommer and Dr. Cram report that physical 
‘examinations, immunizations, vaccinations, T. B. and dental 
clinics, weighing and measuring of children have been carried 
out. Several dental and optical treatments have been given. 
Parents and the State Board of Health have cooperated in 
remedying many defects found by the health workers. Health 
Day was observed in June under the supervision of the school 
nurse. Miss Sommer also states that throughout the year in- 
spections and health talks have been given in the schools. 


Music 


The-report of the music supervisor, Mr. Warren Brigham, 
shows that he has visited weekly each school. He states that 
eight private instrumental lessons are given each school week 
and twelve pupils are participating in the school bands. New 
music textbooks have been purchased, thereby increasing the 
efficiency of the mstruction. 


Art 


Mr. George W. MacLean, the art supervisor for the past 
eight years, reports that he has this year visited weekly each 
school. He states that lessons have been given in Pictorial In- 
struction and Representation, Construction, Design, Color, Let- 
tering and Poster Making, Nature Drawing, Painting and Pic- 
ture Appreciation. Mr. MacLean said, “It has been my aim to 
develop in the pupils’ minds the power of appreciation and ob- 
servation.” 


The complete reports of the special instructors have been 
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presented to the school committee and from time to time parts 


of these reports will be published in the press.

Sir: : 

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of the 
books and accounts of the town of Colrain for the year ending December 
31, 1934, and submit the following report thereon: . 

The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the de- 
partments receiving or disbursing money for the town were examined, 
checked and verified. 

Ledger accounts were compiled and analyzed, and a balance sheet, 
which is appended to this report, was prepared showing the financial 
condition of the town on December 31, 1934. The balance sheet shows that 
the town is in very good financial condition. 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and 
checked in detail. The recorded receipts were compared with the ac- 
counts in the departments collecting money for the town and with the other 
sources from which money was paid into the town treasury, while the 
payments were checked with the selectmen’s orders authorizing the 
treasurer to disburse town funds. The cash book was footed, and the cash 
balance on December 31, 1934 was verified by an actual count of the cash 
on hand and by proving the bank balance with a statement received from 
the bank of deposit. 

Tax title deeds representing liens on property taken for non-pay- 
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ment of taxes were examined and it was noted that five deeds were not 
duly recorded as required by law. It is therefore recommended that an- 
other sale of the property be held and that the deeds be recorded within 
sixty days from the date of the sale, as required by Sections 48 and 55. 
Chapter 60, General Laws. 

The surety bonds of the town clerk, treasurer and collector for 
the faithful performance of their duties were examined and found to be 
in proper form. 

The computation of the tax rate by the assessors was checked 
and it was noted that the amount estimated by the assessors to be received 
from sources other than taxation and loans and used by them as a 
deduction from the amount to be raised by taxation in 1934 exceeded the 
amount actually collected in that year by $1,679.41. Care should be taken 
by the assessors in estimating receipts from sources other than taxation, 
for a deficit in the estimated receipts account reduces the surplus revenue 
of the town. 

The books and accounts of the tax collector were checked. The 
taxes outstanding at the time of the previous examination were audited 
and all subsequent commitment lists were added and reconciled with the 
commitment warrants of the assessors. The recorded collections were 
checked with the commitment lists, the payments to the treasurer were 
verified by a comparison with the cash books of the town and district 
treasurers. The recorded abatements were checked with the assessors’ 
record of abatements, and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 

A further verification of the outstanding accounts was obtained by 
mailing notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the books 
aS Owing money to the town, the replies received thereto indicating that 
the accounts as listed are correct. 

The accounts of the treasurer of the Griswold Memorial Library 
were examined and checked. The recorded receipts from the trust fund and 
the town appropriation were checked, the disbursements as recorded were 
verified by a comparison with the library orders and cancelled checks on 
file, and the cash balance was proved by reconciling the bank balance with 
a statement received from the bank. 

The financial accounts of the town clerk were examined and 
checked. The receipts for dog licenses issued on behalf of the county and 
for sporting licenses, the proceeds of which are paid to the Division of 
Fisheries and Game, were checked with the records of licenses issued. 
The payments to the town and the Division of Fisheries and Game were 
verified. 

The recorded receipts for licenses issued by the selectmen were 
checked with the record of licenses granted, and the payments to the 
treasurer were verified. 

The accounts of the sealer of weights and measures were checked. 
The recorded receipts were compared with the records of work done, and 
the payments to the treasurer were verified. 

The accounts of the public welfare, old age assistance, and school 
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departments for bills sent out for collection were examined and checked. 
The recorded receipts were compared with the payments to the treasurer 
and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 

The securities and savings bank accounts representing the in- 
vestment of the Griswold Memorial Library Fund in custody of the library 
treasurer, and of the Davenport Relief Fund in custody of the town treasurer 
were examined and listed. The income was proved and the payments were 
verified. . 

Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are 
tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, summaries of the 
tax and departmental accounts, as well as tables showing the transactions 
and condition of the trust funds. 

The books and accounts in all departments were found to have 
been carefully and accurately kept. 

During the process of the audit, co-operation was received from all 
town officials, for which, on behalf of my assistants and for myself, I 
wish to express appreciation.

To the Trustees of the Griswold Memorial Library: 


Herewith is submitted the report of the Librarian for the 
year ending December 31, 1935. 

During the past year 197 books, 109 adult and 88 juven- 
ile, have been added to the Library, 31 books have been re- 
bound and 12 magazine renewals have been ordered. Thirty- 
two five-book State Reading Certificates and two Honor Cer- 
tificates have been given to the children for completing required 
reading. 

The total circulation for the year has been 9,673; adult 
6856 and juvenile 2,817. The largest circulation was during 
the months of January and March, which was 1142 and 1,001 
respectively.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Townspeople of Colrain: 


During the school year just closed the following repairs 
and installations have been made to the several school build- 
angs and school properties in Colrain. 


The water supply for the Griswoldville school came from 
the water system of the Kendall Company. Due to a change in 
water mains by them, it was necessary for the committee to lay 
about two hundred feet of newly located pipe (copper tubing 
being used), which should last almost indefinitely. 


The natural lighting conditions being poor especially on 
dark days (and also recommended by the state inspector), the 
South school has been wired for electric lights and electric 
lights installed. 


After the opening of schools last September, due to a 
crowded condition at the Center school which had to be re- 
lieved, the vacant room at the Foundry school was re-decorated 
and re-opened. 


At the recommendation of the state health representative, 
repairs were made on a spring from which comes the water sup- 
ply for the Brick School. 


It was necessary to lay a new floor at the Spur School. 


A new fence had to be installed to replace the old board 
fence, at the Center School. 


The roadway and playground at the South School had to be 
graveled, due to being badly washed by heavy rains. 


The flag pole at the Brick School had to be replaced, also 
the iron flag pole at the Griswold School had to be scraped and 
painted. 


Many minor repairs on the several school buildings have 
also been made. 


During the present school year the Griswold, Center and 
Christian Hill school buildings should be painted outside. This 
should be done in addition to the regular repairs that it is neces- 
sary to make every year. 


Some of the sources of water supply for the schools (ac- 
cording to the state health inspector) must be put in a more 
sanitary condition. 


We should like at this time to commend our teachers and 
supervisors on their good work and interest taken in the schools, 


Oz 


many of the school rooms being made very attractive, mostly 
due to the efforts of the teacher and pupils. 


Everyone interested in our schools should surely make the 
acquaintance of Supt. W. H. Buker, a man who is giving us his 
best and doing a fine piece of work in our schools, and will meet 
anyone more than half way in the interest of better schools. 


As members of your school board Mrs. Brown, Mr. Donel- 
son and myself wish to take this opportunity to express our ap- 
preciation for the support and co-operation given us by all dur- 
ing the past school year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Colrain: 
This annual report is divided into twelve main parts. 


Teachers 


There have been several changes, the past year, because of 
resignations and transfers. 

Miss Margaret MacLeod, Shattuckville School, resigned to 
accept the principalship of the Shelburne Consolidated School. 

Miss Esther Sevelius, Griswoldville School, resigned to be 
married. Miss Irma Waaraner, Spur School, left to accept a 
position in her home town (Gardner). 

Miss Iva Turner was elected to the Spur School; Miss Olive 
Wright was transferred from the Christian Hill to the Griswold- 
ville School; Miss Florence Duke, from the Brick to the Chris- 
tian Hill School; Miss Miriam Austin from the Wilson Hill to 
the Brick; Miss Helen Gould, from the Adamsville to the Shat- 
tuckville, and Miss Bertha Ellis was elected to the Adamsville 
School. 

The other room at the Foundry School was opened and 
Miss Olive Hosford was elected to this position. 

The teachers elected this year have been four-year Teach- 
ers’ College graduates. Two teachers have had ten or more 
years’ teaching experience. 

Four teachers have had five or more years teaching expe- 
rienece. Six teachers have had less than five years’ teaching 
experience. 


Transportation 


The pupils from the Four Corners and East districts are 
transported by Fred Hall to the Brick and South schools. The 
seventh and eighth grade pupils from the Four Corners, East 
and Brick districts attend the South School. 

Walter Brown transports the pupils from the Churchill 
district to the Foundry. George Purington transports several 
of the pupils from the Wilson Hill district to the Foundry 
School and Daniel Herzig carries others from this section to 
the Christian Hill School. 

W. A. and R. E. Thompson and several parents transport 
the High school pupils.

School Buildings 


The town is using nine school buildings. The condition of 
the buildings and the repairs recently made will be found in the 
- report of the Chairman of the School Committee. 


Textbooks and Supplies 


The cost per elementary pupil (average Membership) for 
textbooks and supplies for 1935 was $3.90. During the year we 
have replaced many old editions of books and several pupils’ 
workbooks have been added. Up-to-date textbooks and suffi- 
cient supplies are very essential in any school system. 


Tests and Checks 


During the year tests have been given by the superintend- 
ent in arithmetic, English, spelling, penmanship and reading. 
The results of these tests have been helpful in raising the effi- 
ciency of instruction. Several other supervisory checks and 
helps have been used to assist the pupils and teachers. 


State Aid 


Colrain receives from the state the following monies to 
assist the town in supporting its schools. 


High School Tuition: The high school tuition is based 
upon the average cost of high school instruction in the town 
where the pupils attend high school. This is $96 per pupil at 
Arms Academy, and at Greenfield $92 per pupil. Anything above 
this sum that a town may charge, Colrain is obliged to pay the 
difference. The amount received from the state for tuition was 
$3,262.37. The town paid $4,020.81. 

High school transportation: 

. The state pays the entire High school transportation up to 
forty cents per day and three-fourths the amount from forty to 
eighty cents per day. The amount received from the state in 
1935 was $4,335.40. The net cost to the town was $173.50. 
This latter cost comes from four of the pupils who attend 
Greenfield High School and are allowed eighty cents per day. 


Tuition and Transportation of State Wards 


Toward educating these children, the town receives from 
the state the average cost per pupil. We have had ten children 
attending the elementary schools and one at Arms Academy. 
The state paid $774.28 to the town under this item. 
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General School Fund 


Part | of this fund is based upon the salaries, qualifications, 
and experience of the teaching staff, the pupil membership, 
the valuation of the town, and the proportional amount of State 
tax per pupil. The amount received from the state is $100, $150, 
or $200 per teacher. The amount received under Part I in 1935 
was $3,616.58. Part II of this fund is based upon salaries, op- 
erating expenses, and the transportation of the children. The 
amount received in 1935 was $1,609.36. 

The Allen Fund is the income received from money de- 
posited by Quintus Allen for educational EEO cs: The income 
amounts to $150 per year. 


Superintendent of Schools 


The state reimburses the town for the salary and travel- 
ing expenses of the superintendent. This was $632.79 for the 


past year. The total salary and traveling expenses of the super- 
intendent were $1,194.06. 


Vocational Education 


The state reimburses the town for the tuition of pupils who 
take Household Arts or Agriculture Courses to the extent of 
fifty per cent. The amount received in 1935 for Agriculture was 
$646.00 and Household Arts $106.26. Total $752.26. 


Music 


Warren Brigham, who had been music supervisor for six 
and one-half years, resigned in August. Mr. Brigham had 
served the schools very efficiently during his term of. office. 
Colin B. Richmond, a man of several years’ experience was 
elected to fill the vacancy. Mr. Richmond in his report to the 
superintendent of schools states: 


“Entering upon my work in September I found all of the 
pupils, second grade and above, in all of the schools well es- 
tablished in musical groundwork. Unison singing in the lower 
grades and three-part singing in the upper grades showed care- 
ful preparation. 

My approach therefor, has been accordingly directed at the 
individual student, particularly the girl or boy who may be re- 
tarded musically for one cause or another. My desire has been ° 
to get as close as possible to each pupil and I have personally 
tested every child from the first grade through the eighth in 
each school. I-have tested each child four times (once each 
month) and have kept a carefully graded record of each pupil’s 
movement, a total number of approximately twenty-six hundred 
individual tests. 
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The teachers, every one of them, are cooperative and loyal, 
and each responds to the best of her ability. I find some of the 
teachers taking an especial interest in music and the children 
under their instruction show splendid musical development. 


The course of study being followed is one introduced by 
Mr. Brigham, my predecessor, it is the “Music Education 
Series” approved by the State and adopted by the Music Super- 
visors’ National Conference. 


There is a very real and healthy interest being taken by the 
pupils in the elementary schools in private instruction in band 
and orchestral instruments. At the present time I have rather 
better than fifty students under individual instruction on band 
or orchestral instruments, others would become engaged in 
study were there instruments available for them to use.” 


Arts and Penmanship 


George MacLean has since September taught penmanship 
one week and the following week Art in the schools. It is 
hoped that the penmanship in the schools may be improved by 
having Mr. MacLean supervise this subject. 


Mr. MacLean reports: “The work in Art has been carried 
out as in previous years. All pupils above the third grade were 
given an opportunity to enter the annual poster contest of- 
fered by the Society for Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. In 
penmanship my efforts have centered principally about the in- 
dividual pupil, helping him to acquire the correct arm move- 
ments in order to develop a good writing technique. The re- 
sults have been most satisfactory and the cooperation of the 
teachers and pupils has been excellent and greatly appreciated 
by me.” 


School Nurse 


Miss Leneita E. Sommer has carried on very efficiently the 
health work in the schools. During the first few months of the 
year, Mrs. John Gebo substituted for Miss Sommer. Miss 
Sommer reports: 


“The mixed pneumococcii-skeptococci infection, which 
affected twenty-five families and caused the death of one school 
and three pre-school children, began early in March. With 
the exception of a few cases this epidemic fortunately was con- 
fined to Griswoldville and Shattuckville. 


Several cases of German measles were reported and a few 
cases of pediculosis, scabies and impetigo have been found. Two 
cases of mumps and one case of whooping cough have been re- 
ported. The school clinics under the auspices of the Franklin 
County Chapter American Red Cross, were held in July. The 
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dental examinations were done by Dr. Hall. At this time there 
were one hundred and eighty-five dental operations. 


In October three children had their tonsils removed at the 
Franklin County Hospital. Health Day was observed on June 
13. <A fitting program dedicated in memory of Dr. Cram was 
held at this time. Since September seventy-one school visits, 
and one hundred and thirty-five home visits have been made.” 


School Physician 


The town met a great loss in April, upon the death of 
Dr. John W. Cram. Dr. Cram had served the children and 
teachers in the Colrain schools for many years. Dr. Cram was 
far more than a school physician—he was a friend, a counselor 
and a teacher. Dr. F. A. Oakes was appointed in April to fill 
the vacancy. Dr. Oakes reports as follows: 


“In June, physical examinations (heart and lungs) of all 
the pupils of Griswoldville School were made as a follow-up due 
to the epidemic in that section of the town. In October a com- 
plete physical examination of the children in all the schools was 
made, Miss Sommer, the schoolnurse, assisting both in June 
and October. Necessary vaccinations have been given from 
time to time, but no immunizations have been given thus far 
this year. Dental clinics were held and other health work has 
been carried out as in the past.”

Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and ac- 
counts of the town of Colrain for the year ending December 31, 1935, 
and submit the following report thereon: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the de- 
partments receiving or disbursing money for the town, were examined 
and checked. 


The surety bonds of the town clerk, treasurer, and tax collector 
for the faithful performance of their duties were examined and found 
to be in proper form. 


The records of licenses issued by the selectmen were checked 
with the selectmen’s records of licenses granted and the payments to 
the treasurer were verified. 
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The books and accounts of the treasurer were examined and 
checked in detail. The receipts, as recorded, were checked with the 
records in the departments collecting money for the town and with the 
other sources from which money was paid into the town treasury, while 
the payments were checked with the selectmen’s orders. 


The cash book additions were verified and the cash balance on 
December 31, 1935, was proved by reconciling the checking account with 
a statement received from the bank. 


The savings bank book representing the investment of the Daven- 
port Relief Fund in the custody of the treasurer was examined and the 
income was proved. 


The books and accounts of the collector were checked. The 
taxes outstanding at the time of the previous examination were audited, 
and all subsequent commitment lists of poll, personal, real estate, motor 
vehicle excise, and fire district taxes were added and proved with the 
warrants of the assessors committing them. The collections, as recorded, 
were checked with the payments to the town and district treasurers, the 
abatements were checked with the assessors’ record of abatements, and 
the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 


Verification of the outstanding accounts was obtained by mailing 
notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the books as 
owing money to the town, the replies received thereto indicating that 
the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The receipts of the town clerk for dog and sporting licen'ses 
were checked with the records of licenses issued. The payments to the 
State and the town treasurer were verified, and the cash on hand was 
proved by actual count. 


The records of bills sent out for collection by the public welfare 
and old age assistance were examined. The recorded charges and col- 
lections were checked, the payments to the treasurer were verified by a 
comparison with the treasurer’s cash book, and the outstanding acounts 
were listed and proved. 


The recorded receipts of the sealer of weights and measures 
were checked with the records of fees charged and the payments to the 
treasurer were verified. 


The accounts of the treasurer of the Griswold Memorial Library 


were examined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts from the 
trust fund and the town appropriation were verified, while the payments 


were verified by checking the library orders with the cancelled checks 
on file. The cash balance was proved by reconciling the bank account 
with a statement received from the bank. 


The securities, including savings bank books, representing the 
investment of the Griswold Memorial Library Fund in the custody of 
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the library treasurer were examined and listed. The income was proved 
and the payments were verified. 


The clerical work of all departments was found to have been 
performed in an accurate manner. 


Ledger accounts were compiled and a balance sheet, which is 
appended to this report, was prepared showing the financial condition 
of the town on December 31, 1935. As may be seen from the balance 
sheet, the town is in very good financial condition. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are 
tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, summaries of 
the tax and departmental accounts, as well as tables showing the trans- 
actions and condition of the trust funds. 


For the co-operation received from the several town officials while 
engaged in making the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and for 
myself, to express appreciation.

REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH 


I hereby submit my annual report as agent of the Board of 
Health of Colrain. 


The Town of Colrain became a part of the Franklin County 
Health District when the Board of Health appointed Walter W. 
Lee, M. D., Agent, and Paul Doneilo, Milk Inspector. Thus the 
facilities of the Franklin County Health District became avail- 
able to the town of Colrain. 


A list of children living in the town and born since 1929 has 
been compiled. Letters are sent to the parents of these children 
as they become six months of age, or as soon as possible after, 
urging the parents to have them immunized against diphtheria. 
According to our records, out of a total of one hundred and 
thirty-seven children born since 1929, sixty-seven have not been 
immunized. An effort should be made in 1937 to have as many of 
these children immunized as possible. 


There were sixty-six cases of communicable diseases reported 
during the year. There were forty-six cases of mumps, twelve 
of chicken pox, fifteen of whooping cough and one each of lobar 
pneumonia, meningitis and dog bite. 


Miss Juliet A. Whitteker, Consultant in Public Health 
Nursing, spent considerable time in the town assisting the new 
nurse, Miss Madeline Lawson, to establish hereself in her work 
in the town. She was also able to get a scholarship through the 
Social Security Funds to enable Miss Lawson to attend a four 
months course in Public Health Nursing at Simmons College. 


Miss Lois Terwilliger, Dental Hygienist for the Franklin 
County Health District, has inspected the school children in part 
of the town and will complete the inspection shortly after New 
Years. At the time of writing she has examined eighty-five child- 
ren with the following findings: 


52 children had 238 defects in permanent teeth. 
42 children had 118 defects in deciduous or first teeth. 
14 children had 42 abcessed teeth needing extraction. 


Parents of these children are notified that dental defects are 
found and are urged to see their family dentist for dental cor- 
rection. Where necessary, the dental hygienist will make home 
visits in an effort to show the parents the need for dental care 
and discuss with them dental nutrition in its relation to care of 
the teeth. 
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Mr. Paul Doneilo made a sanitary inspection of milk dealers 
and producers. All were found to meet the regulations for the 
production of a clean wholesome milk supply. 


There are three milk dealers in the town, two of which pas- 
teurize their supply. One new plant for the pasteurization of 
milk has been installed in the town during the past month. 


Seventy-eight samples of milk were collected for examina- 
tion at the Franklin County Health District laboratory with the 
following results: :

Raw milk before pasteurization 
Bacteria count — highest 250,000 
lowest 2,000 


The laboratory facilities are available to the citizens of the 
town for the examination of private water supplies and to the 
dairyman for milk examination without charge, upon their 
request.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Townspeople of Colrain: . 


The school year just closed has, on the whole, been very 
successful. 


During the year an unexpected sum of money was received 
from the Quintus Allen fund, which could be used only for the 
improvement of district school properties in Colrain. The select- 
men and school authorities considered very carefully where this 
money could be used, for the purpose specified, to the best ad- 
vantage, and decided, as has been done, to consolidate the Brick 
and South Schools by building an addition on the South school, 
making a two room building with a small kitchen and necessary 
hallway and toilets, and to enlarge the school room in Adams- 
ville which was inadequate for the usual attendance. 


The consolidation of the schools in the east part 
of the town was not a move to economize, but to improve 
the schools and give the pupils better accommodations and ad- 
vantages making the school much more interesting and inviting 
to pupils. 


Much more can be done to make the New South School an 
ideal school, and it is the purpose of the schoolboard, (as 
finances permit) to improve this property; a piano would be a 
great asset and is one of the most valuable fixtures in any school. 
The schoolboard wish to convey to pupils and parents, that the 
New South School is yours, to get the very best and all possible 
good out of it, and will give of their best to make this school 
one of the best. It is not the purpose of the committee to inflict 
any unnecessary hardships on parents or pupils, but sometimes 
it requires a little more effort to get something better. 


The school properties on the whole are in very good repair, 
some of them have been recently painted inside and out, but in 
order to meet state requirements, some changes in the layout and 
equipment of schools will have to be made in the near future. 


Due to the increase in the number of pupils to enter high 
school the coming year and other increases in school expenses 
a larger school appropriation will be asked for from the town 
for the coming year. 


We should like at this time, to commend our teachers and 
supervisors as a whole on their efficiency in school work and 
interest taken to improve and make school properties attractive. 
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Supt. W. H. Buker with his untiring efforts for better schools 
and communities, is bringing good results, not only in Colrain, 
but throughout the school union. 


As members of your schoolboard, Mrs. Brown, Mr. Donelson 
and myself wish to take this opportunity to express our ap- 
preciation for the loyal support and cooperation extended us by 
all during the school year just ended.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Colrain: 


This report is divided into two major parts, (1) the im- 
portant events of the past year, (2) the plans for the 
coming year. 


Teachers 


During the past year we have had the following changes in 
the teaching staff: 


Miss Iva I. Turner at the Spur School resigned in June to 
be married. The position was filled by Miss Florence Duke who 
had been teaching at the Christian Hill School. At the Brick 
School Miss Mariam Austin resigned having been elected to a 
position at Lanesboro. Miss Kathryn Scott, a graduate of the 
Worcester Teachers’ College, was elected to fill the vacancy. 
Miss Helen Gould resigned at the Shattuckville School to accept 
a position at the Shelburne Consolidated School. Miss Mildred 
Jacob, a graduate of Bridgewater Teachers’ College, was elected 
to take the Shattuckville School. At the Center School Miss 
Spring resigned to be married and Miss Ruth Pittsinger, a 
graduate of the North Adams Teachers’ College, was elected to 
fill the vacancy. 


In September it was decided to engage an experienced sub- 
stitute teacher for three months at the Christian Hill School. 
Mrs. Hazel Richmond, a former teacher in Colrain, efficiently 
carried on this work for that period. In December Miss Pearl 
Heyworth, a graduate of Bridgewater Teachers’ College, was 
_ elected for the remainder of the school year. On December 23 

Miss Pittsinger asked to be relieved from her position at the 
Center School and Miss Rebecca Faunce, a graduate of Bridge- 
water Teachers’ College, has taken over this position. 


Repairs 


The unexpected gift from the Quintus Allen Fund amount- 
ing to $4,300, provided funds to add another room to the South 
School building and to enlarge the Adamsville School building. 


From the regular school appropriation, the School Com- 
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mittee has painted the exterior of the Griswoldville, Center, and 
Christian Hill School buildings. 


Minor repairs were made upon the Shattuckville, Foundry, 
and Spur buildings. 


Our school buildings are now in the best condition that they 
have been for several years. 


Tuition Pupils 
We had on December 23, 74 pupils at Arms Academy, 7 at 


Greenfield High School, and one at the Smith School at 
Northampton. 


In September we are anticipating that the number of tuition 
pupils will be nearly one hundred. This item alone will increase 
our budget for 1937 about $1,200. 


Lighting 
The artificial lighting in our school rooms should be in- 
creased to conform With the standard lighting requirements now 
established for classroom work. Each pupil should have at least 
20 foot candles of light in order to do efficient school work and 
eliminate eyestrain.

School Lunches 


The parents and teachers of the Foundry School are provid- 
ing the pupils, who remain during the noon recess, with a hot 
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dish to supplement the regular basket lunch. The parents and 
teachers of the South School are planning to do the same for 
their pupils beginning January 4. This service is very beneficial 
to the pupils. At the Center School some arrangement should 
be made to provide a similar dish. 


Health Instruction 


In addition to the regular hygiene and physical training in- 
struction which the teachers give in the schools, the school nurse 
and the school physician are assisting in this type of instruction. 


For several years Colrain has had the services of Miss 
Leneita Sommers as its school nurse. Miss Sommers resigned in 
June to accept a position in Maine. Miss Madeline Lawson has 
been engaged to carry on this work. 


Dr. Oakes, the school physician, has made the following re- 
port: 


“In September, assisted by Miss Lawson, a physical exam- 
ination of all the children was made. Many defects of teeth, 
tonsils and adenoids were found. 


Mumps has been quite prevalent this fall and no child, on 
this account, has been allowed to return to school without the 
proper certificate required by the school physician or the local 
Board of Health. 


Numerous cases of impetigo have been kept out of the 
schools, and in some cases, when the school physician had reason 
to believe these children were not receiving medical treatment, 
he has checked on them in their homes.” 


Miss Madeline Lawson, the school nurse, supplements the 
school physician’s report as follows: 


“The total number of children examined by Dr. Oakes and 
myself were two hundred and fifty four. We found that 4 child- 
ren had a scalp disease, 49 with defective teeth, 13 with heart 
murmurs, 82 with enlarged tonsils and adenoids, 17 malnutrition 
cases, and 5 overweight. Notifications were sent to the parents 
and some of these defects have already been corrected. Two 
children have secured glasses. 


Since the opening of schools in September, twenty-four 
school visits have been made. Follow up work has been done 
in twenty homes.” 


Transportation 


The pupils from the Four Corners, Bardwell, and Brick 
districts are transported by Fred Hall to the South School. 
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Walter Brown transports the pupils from the Adamsville 
section to the Foundry and Center School. 


George Purington carries his children and two state wards 
from the Wilson Hill district to the Foundry School. 


During the fall months Arthur Fish carried five Harris 
children, residing on Wilson Hill to the Christian Hill School. 
This route was discontinued November 25, as the Harris’ moved 
to Vermont. 


Art and Penmanship 


Mr. George W. MacLean states: 


“The year’s result of our work was on display in June. It 
was representative of both the individual and class projects. 


The work consists of freehand drawing and construction 
from paper, wood, and cloth. The illustrative work is done in 
different mediums ; pencil, charcoal, crayon and watercolors. 


In penmanship the work continues very satisfactory and the 
results show a keener interest in the subject. It is suprising and 
eratiying to see how many children have conscientiously tried 
to master the technique.” 


Mr. MacLean visits the classrooms once a week and out- 
lines the work for the regular teachers. 


Music 
Mr. Colin B. Richmond, supervisor of music, states: 


“In those schools where consolidation has been made pos- 
sible the stimulus that naturally comes from pupil association in 
larger groups has shown itself in a certain grade acceleration 
in music. 


A very careful check has been kept on the progress of each 
pupil by oral tests.” 


Mr. Richmond visits each room once a week and plans out 
the work for the regular teachers.

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of 


the books and accounts of the town of Colrain for the year ending 
December 31, 1936, and submit the following report thereon: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the sev- 
eral departments receiving or disbursing money for the town or sending 
out bills for collection, were examined, checked, and verified. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer were examined and 
checked in detail. The recorded receipts were compared with the records 
in the departments collecting money for the town and with the other 
sources from which money was paid into the town treasury, while the 
payments were checked with the orders of the selectmen authorizing 
them. The cash book was footed and the cash balance on December 31, 
1936 was proved by actual count of the cash on hand and by reconcilia- 
tion of the bank balances with statements received from the bank of 
deposit. 

The tax title deeds in the custody of the treasurer were listed 
and proved with the accounts of the treasurer and the collector. 


The recorded receipts of the sealer of weights and measures 
were checked with the record of work done, the payments to the treasurer 
were verified, and the cash on hand proved by actual count. 
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The records of accounts receivable in the public welfare depart- 
ment were examined. The recorded collections were compared with the 
treasurer’s record of receipts, and the outstanding accounts were listed 
and proved. 


The securities, incluring savings bank books representing the 
investment of the Davenport Relief Fund, in the custody of the town 
treasurer, and the Griswold Memorial Library Fund in the custody of 
the library treasurer, were examined and listed. The income from in- 
vestments was proved and the payments were verified. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer of the Griswold Mem- 
orial Library were examined and checked. The receipts from the trust 
fund and the town were verified, while the payments were compared with 
receipted vouchers on file and with the library orders authorizing them. 
The cash balance was proved by a reconciliation of the bank balance 
with a statement furnished by the bank of deposit. 


Ledger accounts were compiled, and a balance sheet, which is ap- 
pended to this report, was prepared showing the financial condition of 
the town on December 31, 1936. , 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked in detail. The town and district taxes outstanding at the time 
of the previous audit were examined, and all subsequent commitments 
of town and district taxes were added and proved with the assessors’ 
warrants. The recorded collections were checked, the payments to the 
town and district treasurers were verified, the abatements as recorded 
were compared with the assessors’ record of abatements granted, and the 
outstanding accounts were listed and proved. The cash on hand De- 
cember 31, 1936, was proved by actual count. 


The outstanding accounts were verified by mailing notices to a num- 
ber of persons whose names appeared on the books as owing money to 
the town, the replies received thereto indicating that the accounts, as 
listed, are correct. 


The records of licenses issued by the selectmen were checked with 
the selectmen’s record of licenses granted, and the payments to the treas- 
urer were verified. 


The financial accounts of the town clerk were examined. The re- 
ceipts for dog and sporting licenses were checked with the records of li- 
censes issued, the payments to the Division of Fisheries and Game and to 
the county and town treasurers were verified, and the cash on hand De- 
cember 31, 1936, was proved by actual count. 


The surety bonds of the treasurer, tax collector, and town clerk for 
the faithful performance of their duties were examined and found to be 
in proper form. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are tables 
showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax 
and departmental accounts, as well as tables showing the transactions 
and condition of the trust funds. 
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While engaged in making the audit, co-operation was received from 
all the town officials, for which, on behalf of my assistants and for my- 
self, I wish to express appreciation.

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REPORT OF LIBRARTAN 


To the Trustees of the Griswold Memorial Library: 


Herewith is submitted the report of the Librarian for the 
year ending December 31, 1937. 


The total circulation for the year ee been 9,377, adult 5,925 
and juvenile 3,452. Sixty-three five-book State Reading Cer- 
tificates and four Honor Certificates have been issued.. This 
means that the school children have read and reported on 315 
books of required reading. 


Fourteen different magazines can be found on the Library 
tables and fifty-six new books have been added by purchase. We 
have not been able to| buy as many books as usual this year, 
owing to lack of funds. When Mr. Joseph Griswold endowed the 
Library he planned for an income which, with an appropriation 
from the town, would be sufficient to maintain the Library and 
provide for its needs, but, in the Library, as elsewhere, invest- 
ments have depreciated in value so that the present income is in- 
adequate to meet the demands. 


There is an increasing call among the High School pupils 
for books of reference and non-fiction, and this, with the general 
reading of the public, means that there is a need of more money 
to be used for books. No definite sum is specified for this pur- 
pose, as the running expenses of the Library have to be paid first, 
and the uncertain balance can then be used for books. 


We have recently received an offer from Miss E. Louise 
Jones, State Library Adviser of Division of Public Libraries, of 
a three month’s loan of about twenty-five books of up-to-date 
non-fiction. This is in addition to loans for individual borrowers. 
Miss Jones tries to help solve the problems of the small Library, 
and conducts the Round Table at the meetings of the Connecti- 
cut Valley Library Club. The Librarian attended the meeting of 
this Club held last October in Greenfield. |

REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH 


The Board of Health reappointed Walter W. Lee, M. D. as 
agent, and Paul Doneilo as Milk Inspector. 


During the year there were three cases of mumps, four of 
lobar pneumonia, seven of measles and nine of scarlet fever. The 
agent was called in several times to see cases of suspicious ill- 
ness and to establish a diagnosis for the Board of Health. On 
one occasion the agent inspected the children in one of the 
schools to see if there were any sore throats after a case of scar- 
let fever had been found in the school. 


Diphtheria immunization was offered. The local nurse, Mrs. 
Gebo, who was serving during Miss Lawson’s leave of absence, 
made a personal call in each family where there were unimmun- 
ized children. Letters were sent to the parents of all children 
born since 1929 who had not been immunized. Postal cards were 
sent to each parent also one week before each clinic. There was 
a very disappointing response on the part of the parents. It 
seems increditable in this day and age that so many parents in 
the town of Colrain should fail to give their children the pro- 
tection against diphtheria that every person recognizes as es- 
sential. There were only twenty children under six years of age 
immunized this year, thirty-six had been done prior to 1937 and 
there were fifty-nine children under six years not immunized. 
Thus but forty-nine percent of the children under six years are 
protected. There are only two towns in the Franklin County 
Health District with a lower percentage and there are six towns 
with from seventy-five to ninety percent of children under six 
years of age immunized. It is to be hoped that something sub- 
stantial can be done in 1938 to bring that percentage somewhere 
above seventy-five percent. 


The tuberculin test was offered to all children over six 
months of age. 150 children were tested and ten of these found 
positive to the test. The positive children were X-rayed at Charle- 
mont on November 29th and those who will be found positive by 
X-ray and physical examination will be notified and appropriate 
recommendations made. 


The agent was called in by the local physician to see a 
family with gastro-enteritis. No other case developed and the 
family was isolated until we saw no epidemic had started.

A sanitary inspection of milk dealers and producers -selling 
milk at retail in Colrain is made at frequent intervals. There is 
one pasteurization plant in the town. 


Following is the average of raw milk to be pasteurized: the 
average bacteria count per cubic centimeter is 32,000; of pas- 
teurized milk 9,000 per cubic centimeter and 4.80 percent butter 
fat; of raw milk sold as such 19,000 per cubic centimeter and the 
average butter fat 4.15 percent. 


Nine private water supplies were examined. Three were 
found to be safe water supplies and six were found to be polluted 
and not adequately protected. Recommendations to insure a safe 
water supply were made. Most of these water supplies have been 
corrected.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Townspeople of Colrain: 


During the school year just closed very few changes in 
school properties have been made, outside of the necessary re- 
pairs. 


The following school buildings which apparently will not 
be used again for school purposes namely the Elm Grove, Brick 
and Bardwell, have been turned over to the selectmen for their 
disposal. 


The Christian Hill school (there being only three pupils) is 
closed and the pupils are being transported to the Spur School 
for the present. 


In a recent survey of the Colrain schools made by the state 
supervisor of elementary education much stress was placed on 
the consolidation of the schools in Shattucksville, Griswoldville, 
Foundry Village and Colrain Center in a modern school building 
with its assembly room, gymnasum, etc. in the near future. Much 
thought and consideration should be given to this. 


Sanitary conditions of some of the above mentioned schools 
are not too good according to state inspectors and adequate, safe 
playgrounds are entirely missing. Unless something of this kind 
happens, extensive changes in the Foundry school will be re- 
quired. 


Colrain is providing high school education to the largest 
class in its history, there being ninety-one scholars enrolled in 
high or secondary schools at the present time. Due to this in- 
crease a larger appropriation will be asked for from the town, 
for the coming year. Of the $34,000 apropriation by the town for 
high school and elementary school expenses for 1937 a refund of 
$1,118.13 will be made to the town. The appropriation for voca- 
tional education of $1,400 shows a deficit of $298.74. 


The following appropriations will be required to meet the 
school expenses for the coming year. 


High and elementary schools $32,800.00 
Vocational education 3,100.00 


In the passing of Mrs. Elsie L. Brown, a member of the 
Colrain School Board, we have met with a great loss. Mrs. 
Brown gave lavishly of her time and talent to her office on the 
board, and gave much thought to the betterment of schools and 
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is greatly missed by all associated with her in the affairs of 
school and town. 


To fill the vacancy on the board Mrs. Agnes C. Purington 
was appointed by the selectmen for the remainder of the term of 
office. 


We wish to commend our teachers and instructors as a 
whole for their efficiency in school and for their efforts for the 
welfare of the pupils. 


Much credit is due the Parent Teachers Association, Com- 
munity Clubs, etc. for their interest and activities in school and 
scholars and betterment of school properties. 


Supt. W. H. Buker, one of the most progressive superinten- 
dents we have had, is ready and willing to contact any one who 
is interested in or has a constructive suggestion in regard to our 
schools or community. 


As members of your school board, Mrs. Purington, Mr. 
Donelson, and myself, wish to express our appreciation for your 
co-operation and support during the school year just closed.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Colrain: 


I present in this report the major activities which have been 
accomplished in 1937 and the more important activities 
which should be carried out in 1938. 


Public Education 


The National Policy Commission has recently set up several 
outstanding policies as to public education. Briefly stated they 
are as follows: 


1. American public education should be free from early 
childhood through adult life. 


2. Local units of school administration should provide pro- 
fessional leadership and a diversified curricula at a reason- 
able cost. 


3. Schools must cooperate with other agencies in serving 
human needs. 


4. State responsibility in education involves the equaliza- 
tion of the burden of school support. 


5. The national interest in educated citizenship requires 
greater federal participation in school support. 


6. Legislation for federal support of education should 
specifically forbid and prevent federal control and admin- 
istration of education. 


It is gratifying to note that Massachusetts has gone much 
farther than many states in carrying out the above principles. 
Colrain is endeavoring to provide in its educational system many 
of the criteria set up by the Commission. 


School Instruction 


During the past year continued emphases have been placed 
upon the fundamentals, such as, reading, which includes Eng- 
lish in all its phases, arithmetic and health. In December a visual 
education machine was purchased in conjunction with Buckland 
and Shelburne. During the years to come this will supplement 
the instruction especially in science, history and geography. The 
type of work in art, penmanship and music is given under the 
reports of the supervisors. 
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Several supplementary and up-to-date Hygiene books have 
been purchased. Also the public library has been of great assist- 
ance to many of the pupils and teachers. 


Standardized tests have been given and many constructive 
suggestions were received from these tests. By the use of such 
tests we can measure the quality of our work and compare it with 
other towns and cities. 


The monthly teachers’ meetings have proven to be helpful. 
Also the Teachers’ Club directed by the teachers has been a 
positive asset to the school system. 


School Expenditures 


Colrain has the largest number of pupils attending second- 
ary schools that it has ever had. This number (91) has probably 
reached its peak, for the elementary enrollment seems to be 
dropping. 


The cost of secondary education for the past year has been 
$13,533.64, or 41.5% of the budget. Our reimbursements from 
the state cover nearly the entire transportation cost and about 
50% of the tuition and vocational costs. 


In most towns teachers’ salaries comprise 70% of the school 
budget. This is not the situation in Colrain. On the contrary 
nearly 70% of the school budget goes to other items than 
teachers’ salaries. In Colrain sixty-five citizens benefit from this 
amount. 


Due to the increased number of pupils electing the Gen- 
eral Vocational Curriculum there is a deficit of $298.74, although 
there was an overlay of $1401.92 in the main part of the budget. 
The state regulations are such that it will be necessary to make 
a special appropriation for the vocational deficit at the 1938 
town meeting. 

The cost per pupil for textbooks is $1.42, for supplies $2.00 
or about nine cents per school week. 

The average salaries of our teachers is less than in towns of 
Group IV as listed by the State Department of Education. Our 
teaching load is less than the average load for teachers in Group 
IV. This is due to the fact that four of the schools have an en- 
rollment under twenty pupils. 


The reimbursements for 1937 from the state and other 
sources were $15,454.50. 
Repairs 
1. The Spurr School was painted by John Galvin. 


2. Several window screens were placed on the Center, South 
and Griswoldville buildings. 
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3. Several minor repairs were made during the summer months 
by Fred Ware and Jesse Purrington on all the buildings. 


The coming year additional screens should be made and 
with the assistance of the Quintus Allen Fund the heating and 
toilet facilities at the Foundry building should be changed. The 
Foundry school repairs should be extended over two years, as 
the State requirements are such that it would be rather too costly 
to carry them out in entirety in 1938. 


4. The Center School building needs increased lighting units 
to meet the requirements of a standard lighted school building. 


Transportation 


Pupils are being transported from the Churchill and Adams- 
ville districts to the Foundry School. Walter Brown is the driver 
for this section. From the Adamsville section only the seventh 
and eight grade pupils are transported. George Purington carries 
the children from Wilson Hill to the Foundry School. Ned 
Galvin transports two pupils from Christian Hill and one from 
Wilson Hill to the Spurr School. Fred Hall conveys the pupils 
from the Bardwell, Brick and Four Corner districts to the South 
School. The Thompson brothers transport pupils( grade V- 
VIII) from the Shattuckville and Griswoldville sections to the 
Griswoldville and Center schools. The total number of element- 
ary pupils transported is 67, while the Thompson brothers carry 
79 secondary pupils to Arms Academy. Several parents also 
carry pupils to Arms Academy and Greenfield High School. 


Changes in the Teaching Staff 


At the Spurr School Miss Edith Fiske, a graduate of Bridge- 
water Teachers’ College, replaced Miss Florence Duke. Miss 
Duke secured a position in Connecticut. At the South School 
Miss Kathryn Scott resigned to accept a position at Granville, 
Mass. and Miss Muriel Sherman, a graduate of North Adams 
Teachers’ College was elected to fill this vacancy. 

The general policy carried out for the past few years in 
filling teaching vacancies has been to employ graduates from the 
four year Teachers’ Colleges or teachers with equivalent train- 
ing. Such a policy has given Colrain a better trained group of 
teachers than could otherwise have been secured. 


Transfer of School Buildings 


During the year the Brick, Bardwell and Elm Grove build- 
ings have been transferred to the selectmen of the town. There 
has been an informal request from a group of citizens in the 
Churchill District to purchase the Churchill building. As yet no 
action has been taken by the school committee concerning this 
building.

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Consolidation 


The State Department of Education has made three build- 
ing surveys of the Colrain schools during the past ten years. A 
preliminary survey in October was made by Miss Florence Gay, 
Supervisor of Elementary Education. Miss Gay recommends 
that a local committee be appointed to study the problem of con- 
solidation for the valley section of the town. 

At Adamsville, I believe, we should maintain a school for 
the younger children as long as there are children enough to 
have an effective school.

Health Instruction 
The reports as given by the school physician (Dr. Alson) 
and school nurse, (Miss Lawson) concerning health instruction 
state that much constructive work in this important field has 
been done the past year. 


Nurse’s Report 

“During the month of January I was on duty until the 
twenty fourth, at which time I went to Simmons College to take 
the four months course in Public Health Nursing, having re- 
ceived a scholarship of $500 from the State Department of 
Public Health. 

During my absence Mrs. Alice Gebo carried on the work. 
Mrs. Gebo did the preliminary work for the diptheria toxide 
clinic which was conducted through the cooperation of the 
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Franklin Red Cross Chapter. Sixty-six had dental work done at 
this time. 


During the summer vacation one girl and three boys at- 
tended the Greenfield Health Camp. 


In September hearing tests were given by the audiometer. 
One child had impaired hearing. 


I assisted Dr. John Olson, the school physician, in making 
the physical examinations. 


Dr. Olson’s report is as follows: 
180 homes of school children visited. 
40 tonsillectonnic by the Franklin County Hospital 
Clinic. 
6—tonsillectonnic by the family physician. 
6—Children were taken to the chest clinic. 
2—children were taken to an eye specialist. 


In November the tuberculin test was given to 131 children, 
ten of these were taken to be X-rayed by people of the town who 
are interested in the health work.” 


Doctor’s Report 


Dr. Olson states that a total of 217 school children were 
quite thoroughly examined by him with the aid of Miss Lawson, 
school nurse. He found a surprisingly large number of defects 
among these children, which impressed him as being inconsistent 
with the growth and development of the school children from 
the rural districts as compared with those in the cities. Much en- 
couragement and instruction has been given the parents of these 
children by him and the school nurse when the opportunities 
presented themselves, in order that they may help in decreasing 
this number of defects that are representative of future ill health 
when these children become men and women. 
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Music 
The music supervisor for the school union, Colin B. Rich- 
mond, has reported to the superintendent of schools as follows: 
Mr. Colin Richmond, supervisor of music, reports, 


“Direct approach towards individual response has been 
maintained. This individual approach has not alone elevated the 
musical tone of the whole group, but it has brought pupils up out 

of the group who have been endowed with outstanding talent. 
Several of the teachers, because of their especial ability and 
musical training stand out in what they have accomplished with 
the pupils. 

Four-part singing in some of the eighth grade groups has 
been continued. Pupils from these groups are now prepared to 
sing in public program. It is my intention that these groups form 
the muscles of a chorus for the spring festival. 


On the instrumental side of the music program, there has 
been a steady increase in the number of pupils in the elementary 
schools taking instrumental work. 


The enrollment shows fifty-eight actively engaged in this 
type of work; from the Crittenden School, 14: Buckland Center, 
LeHich Street, 1>Baker, 172 Consolidated, 13 Colrain Center, 
6::Griswold, 3: South, 3. These pupils meet once each week in 
their respective schools and again on Saturday morning in a 
group. 

Another group of beginners in instrumental work will start 
in January. At the Consolicated school there is already an 
orchestra. This in a large measure has been made possible by 
active participation on the part of the teacher, Miss Ross. I feel 
that much credit is due her for this work. 
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At the Academy there are eighty pupils enrolled in the 
chorus. The orchestra is beginning to show up satisfactorily. 
Three new pupils have been added to the string section. The 
Band made a creditable showing at the Spring Festival, at the 
Greenfield Fair and in the Armistice Day parade.” 


Art and Penmanship 


Mr. George MacLean, supervisor of art and penmanship for 
the three towns states: 


“The work in the primary grades has largely consisted of 
the drawing of simple objects. Color was taught in most of the 
regular lessons rather than a separate color lesson. Construction 
work was confined to simple gifts made for the holidays or 
projects connected with other studies. 


In the intermediate grades, the rules of perspective were 
followed with emphasis on the third dimension. Each pupil 
above the fourth grade was encouraged to make a poster for the 
M. S. P. C. A. contest in April. Picture appreciation was con- 
tinued with the use of colored reproductions of famous masters. 


At the high school each pupil was given an opportunity in 
the creative classes to pursue the type of work that most inter- 
ested him. Some worked in charcoal, pencil, crayon, pastelles, 
water-color, tempera, pen and ink.”

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and accounts 
of the town of Colrain for the year ending December 31, 1937, and submit 
the following report thereon: ; 

The financial transactions, as entered on the records of the several 
departments receiving or disbursing town funds or sending out bills for 
collection, were examined and checked in detail. 

The surety bonds of the town officials for the faithful performance 
of their duties were examined and found to be in proper form. 

The receipts for licenses issued by the board of selectmen were checked 
with the record of licenses granted, and the payments to the treasurer 
were verified. 

Ledger accounts were compiled and a balance sheet, which is append- 
ed to this report, was prepared showing the financial condition of the town 
on December 31, 1937. 

In checking the amounts expended from each appropriation with the 
town clerk’s record of appropriations voted, it was noted that expenditures 
for Chapter 81 and 90 highway work were $2,746.29 in excess of the 
amounts available, and attention is called to the fact that expenditures for 
Chapter 81 and 90 highways may not exceed the amount of the appropria- 
tions voted by the town, together with the amount actually received by the 
town on account of allotments. Temporary loans issued in accordance 
with Section 6A, Chapter 44, General Laws, may be made in the event 
that reimbursements from the State and County are not received in time 
to provide funds for the payment of payrolls and invoices. 

Attention is called to Section 7, Chapter 413, Acts of 1936, which re- 
quires that the money received on account of Federal grants for aid to 
dependent children, shall be kept in a separate account and expended for 
the purposes specified by the State Department of Public Welfare. Pay- 
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ments on approved cases should be charged directly against this grant 
account and any balance in this account at the close of the year should be 
carried forward. 

The payments of debt and interest were compared with the amounts 
falling due, and with the cancelled securities on file. 

The books and accounts of the treasurer were examined and checked 
in detail. The receipts, as recorded, were compared with the records in 
the departments collecting money for the town and with the other sources 
from which money was paid into the town treasury. The payments were 
checked with the selectmen’s orders authorizing the disbursement of town 
funds. The cash book additions were verified and the cash balance on 
December 31, 1937, was proved by actual count of the cash in the office 
and by a reconciliation of the bank balances with statements received 
from the bank. 

The savings bank books representing the investment of the trust fund 
in the custody of the treasurer were examined and listed and the income 
was proved. 

The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked. The tax accounts outstanding at the time of the previous exam- 
ination were audited, and all subsequent commitments of town and district 
taxes were proved with the assessors’ warrants. The collections, as re- 
corded, were checked, the payments to the town and district treasurers 
were verified, the recorded abatements were compared with the assessors’ 
abatement records, and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 
The cash balance on December 31, 1937, was proved by actual count of the 
cash in the office. 

Verification of the outstanding accounts was obtained by sending 
notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the books as 
owing money to the town, and from the replies received it appears that 
the outstanding accounts, as listed, are correct. 

The receipts of the town clerk for dog and sporting licenses were 
checked with the records of licenses issued. The payments to the State 
and to the town treasurer were verified and the cash on hand was proved 
by actual count. J 

The accounts of the sealer of weights and measures were examined 
and proved. The receipts, as recorded, were checked with the record of 
work done, the payments to the treasurer being verified. 

The records of accounts receivable in the public welfare and old age 
assistance departments were examined. The departmental records of 
charges were analyzed, the recorded collections were compared with the 
payments to the treasurer, the disallowances and abatements were checked, 
and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 

_The securities, including savings bank books, representing the invest- 
ment of the Griswold Memorial Library fund in the custody of the library 
treasurer, were examined and listed. The income and withdrawals were 
proved, the receipts from the town and the librarian were verified, the 
recorded expenditures were compared with receipted invoices and cancelled 
checks on file, and the cash balance was proved by a reconciliation of the 
bank balance with a statement received from the bank. 

In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended tables showing a 
reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax and depart- 
mental accounts, as well as tables showing the condition of the trust funds. 

For the co-operation received from the several town officials while 
engaged in making the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and for 
myself, to express appreciation.

REPORT OF LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Griswold Memorial Library: 


Herewith is submitted the report of the Librarian for the year ending 


December 31, 1938. 


During the past year eighty-eight new books were purchased. In 


addition to these we received, as a gift from the Mass. Dept. of Education, 
through Miss E. Louise Jones, State Library Adviser, thirty new Juvenile 
books. These were all selected from the State Certificate Reading List, 
to be used as an aid to further the interest among the children for read- 
ing of good books. Mr. Fred Merrifield of Colrain also presented us with 
eighteen adult books, thus making a total addition of one hundred thirty- 
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six books last year. We have also entered thirteen magazine subscriptions 
for the ensuing year. 


Sixty-one five-book and ten Honor, or twenty-book, State Reading 
Certificates have been awarded to the school children. These were divided 
among three schools, as follows, South, thirty-four five-book and three 
Honor, Colrain Center, fourteen five-book and three Honor, and Griswold, 
thirteen five-book and four Honor. 


The total circulation for the past year has been 8,544, adult 5,918, 
juvenile 2,626. This is about 800 less than the circulation of the previous 
year, and it is mainly in the juvenile department. This may be due partly 
to poor traveling conditions, or to the fact, that, in many cases, the child 
lives beyond walking distance of the Library with no method of trans- 
portation. Perhaps, if there could be closer co-operation between the 
parent and the child, this difficulty might be overcome to a certain extent, 
and soon the Library habit would be established.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH 


The Board of Health appointed John H. Olson, M. D., as agent and 
reappointed Paul Doneilo as milk inspector. 

During the year there was the following number of cases of sickness 
reported: 

Measles 8; Dog Bite 1; Tuberculosis 2; Chicken Pox 27; Pertusis 
7; Streptococcus Throat 1; Lobar Pneumonia 3; Broncho Pneumonia 7; 
also at various times throughout the year there prevailed in the com- 
munity many cases of dysentery of rather a severe nature the exact 
number of which we were unable to ascertain in view of the fact that 
there has been a strong tendency on the part of the inhabitants of the 
town, to neglect the important act of reporting these cases. There was 
also a considerable number of cases of yellow jaundice during the latter 
months of the year, and it has been impossible for us to maintain accur- 
ate figures on these cases as many of them have not been reported. 


The Board expreses its sincere desire that the townsfolk be more 
cooperative in the future in reporting all such cases in order that more 
accurate figures may be tabulated, as this is strictly in accord with legal 
requirements. 


The Chadwick test for tuberculosis was offered and performed by 
Dr. Walter Lee with rather gratifying results. 

A strenuous campaign was carried out in the early summer in order 
to bring the total number of diphtheria immunized children to a more 
satisfactory level. This work was offered by John H. Olson, M. D., as- 
sisted by Miss Madeline Lawson with very gratifying results as the 
number of children immunized was 98 as compared with the low figures 
of former years. It is our aim that the town of Colrain shall rank among 
the highest instead of the lowest as far as total percentage of immunized 
children is concerned. It would seem that a natural desire of parents 
concerning the health and welfare of their children and a certain amount 
of municipal pride should be sufficient to put Colrain at the very head 
of the list in the year of 1939. 

The board wishes to thank Dr. Walter Lee and Paul Doneilo for 
their very cooperative attitude and work in investigating the sources of 
infection in a number of cases of baccilary dysentery and jaundice.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Colrain: 


Another fiscal school year has just closed and we find ourselves look- 
ing forward to another year. 


The school buildings remain the same as last year, only necessary 
repairs having been made, with the exception of the Foundry School. 
The building was painted, a rear exit made, and a board walk built to 
the toilets in the rear. The expense was borne by the Quintus Allen Fund. 
Extensive alterations were considered but were given up because of the ex- 
pense and the necessity of meeting state specifications. We would like to 
give the rooms more light but to do that the state would require a heating 
plant, flush toilets, etc. 


Consolidation in Colrain has been a much talked of subject. The 
School Committee believe it is not feasible now, or in the near future, 
because of the expense of a modern up-to-date building and the condition 
and character of the hill roads especially in winter. 
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The recent hurricane and flood put us to a great deal of inconveniece 
and some expense. The Center School was the only one flooded. Some 
books and supplies were lost. The road situation made it difficult to 
transport pupils, especially from Adamsville and to High School. We 
wish to express our thanks to parents, pupils and bus drivers for their 
patience and cooperation during the few days that followed the flood. 


At present 98 are attending High School, the largest number in the 
history of the town. We have tried to reduce the budget but because of 
the larger number of pupils we shall require the following appropriations 
to meet school expenses for the coming year.

The vocational appropriation is less because of a reduction in tuition. 
This year we shall turn back to the town about $1,105 from last year’s 
total appropriation. 


We should like, at this time, to commend Superintendent Buker, our 
teachers and supervisors on their efficiency in school work and their in- 
terest in making: our schools as attractive and pleasant to work in as 
possible. We should also like to commend the Tax Payers’ Association 
and offer our cooperation in an effort for greater value per dollar spent.

It is my purpose in this annual report to state the major activities 
of the year and to suggest our future needs.

Our secondary membership is 50% greater than seven years ago. Our 
elementary population is about the same as in 1932. Therefore, it would 
seem as if we had reached our maximum secondary enrollment. 


Repairs and Maintenance 


The major repairs have been discussed in the School Committee’s 
report. The usual minor repairs were made during the summer. Due to 
the flood in September it was necessary to thoroughly clean and fumigate 
the Center building. 


The coming year we should increase the natural lighting of the 
Center School and remove the toilets from the basement in this building, 
placing them in the room in the rear of the classroom, a room which has 
been used for storage. This would overcome the sewerage problem which 
we have in this building. The cost of these improvements could be met 
with the Quintus Allen Fund. We have $765.20 in this fund. 


The natural lighting in the Spurr, Foundry and Shattuckville is be- 
low par and should be changed in the near future, if approval could be 
obtained of the State Department of Public Buildings, without being 
obliged to remodel the entire building. 


Teacher Changes 


Miss Rebecca Faunce resigned to accept a position in Concord, Miss 
Bertha Ellis, a position in Easthampton and Miss Muriel Sherman left 
our system and is now teaching in Vermont. 


Miss Thelma Meadon, an experienced teacher was elected to fill the 
Colrain Center vacancy. Miss Elizabeth Marshall, also a teacher of 
several years experience was elected to fill the South School position, and 
Miss Nellie Clark, a 1938 graduate of the four year course at Fitchburg 
Teachers’ College, the Adamsville School position. 


Vocational Education 


The statutes of Massachusetts define vocational education as in- 
struction given in agriculture, household arts, trades and general shop. 


Colrain has enrolled at Arms Academy in agriculture 12, in house- 
hold arts 13, in trades 1 at Greenfield High School, in the shop or general 
vocational course 7, college 8, commercial 35 and general 22 pupils. 
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The tuition rates for the various curricula at Arms Academy are:

The state reimburses the town one half of the above tuition amounts. 
The state also reimburses the town for all transportation for secondary 
pupils as follows: in full for pupils receiving 40 cents per day and three- 
fourth of the amount above 40 cents per day up to 80 cents. To illus- 
trate: when a parent receives 50 cents per day for transportation of his 
son, the state pays 47% cents of this amount. 


Measures 


Parents are continually asking, “Are our schools more efficient than 
when we were pupils?” Their parents and grandparents asked the same 
question. One of the best measures which we have to answer this question 
is the grade of work our Colrain graduates are able to do in secondary 
schools. At Arms Academy several scholastic honors have recently been 
won by Colrain pupils. For the past year many of the dramatic, musical 
and athletic honors have been awarded to the Colrain pupils. In higher 
institutions, colleges and other post-secondary schools, our graduates 
have done commendable work. In our own schools the teachers have more 
professional training for their work than ever before. Our inexperienced 
teachers are graduates of four year teacher training institutions. 


The equipment and buildings are in good condition. The health of 
our pupils and the excellent assistance from adults, such as the P.T.A. 
and Red Cross are more conducive to a higher grade of work than in 
the past. 


The standardized tests given show that our pupils are above the 
average in general scholarship. 


These are but a few measures which could be mentioned in regard to 
the present standard of our schools. When the time comes for reducing 
the number of grades per teacher we will be able to make further pro- 
gress,

Miss Lawson, the district nurse reports: 


1. Physical examinations were made by Dr. John Olson and the school 
nurse. 


2. 160 home visits were made. 30 tonsillectiomies, 6 children to eye 
specialist, 3 to cardiac clinic, 3 to pediatic clinic and 6 to tuberculosis 
clinic. 

3. Health films were given in the schools, and several health talks and 
rules and regulations pertaining to hygiene were given. The usual 
classroom inspections were held. 


4. A diptheria toxiod clinic was conducted. 86 received toxiod treat- 
ment. The town is now 95% protected against diptheria. A well child 
conference was held. A dentist, a nutritionist and a nurse from the 
State Department of Health assisted. 88 children attended this clinic. 


5. Three girls attended the Health Camp in Greenfield during the sum- 
mer. In October a dental clinic was held through the cooperation of 
the Franklin Red Cross Chapter. 68 children had dental work done. 
In November a hearing test was given to the third grade pupils. The 
audiometer was used. 


6. During the year about 58% defects have been corrected. 


Art and Penmanship 


Mr. George W. MacLean, supervisor of art and penmanship for the 
three towns, states: 


“In the primary grades my aim was to have the children express 
themselves with different media through story illustration, drawn either 
from personal experience or from the imagination. Through story illus- 
tration the children were taught simple perspective, simple composition, 
and (the function of) color. In many instances the use of cut-paper, by 
eliminating the non-essentials, taught them to execute simple forms with 
good proportion. Cut-paper work was also utilized in the making of 
designs and posters. The use of scissors without a line to cut on gave the 
pupil a feeling for line and mass. Neatness was stressed in pasting the 
cut objects. 
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Perspective drawing was taught in the elementary grades, as well 
as figures, applied design, landscape, story illustration, poster layouts, 
etc. Whenever possible, these lessons were correlated with other studies, 
such as geography, history, civics, hygiene, etc. Various media were used. 
Composition and mass were studied in all work; color in some. In ad- 
dition picture study was introduced to develop an appreciation of the 
fine arts, and the pupils made many different articles, varying the ma- 
terials to suit the project. 


Penmanship in all the grades has been satisfactory. When writing 
for me, the pupils try to conform to my requests for good position and 
arm movement. It is natural that while writing lessons other than mine 
they lapse into finger movement. Many teachers are striving to correct 
the ‘changing over” from finger to arm movement and are finding fruits 
of their labors. I know that the writing as a whole has improved. This 
“control” of the arm cannot be mastered all at once, but continuous effort 
on our part will result in good penmanship.” 


Music 


Mr. Colin Richmond, Supervisor of Music, reports: 


“Reviewing the vocal phase of the work I find much to feel pleased 
about. With the approach towards individual response, started in 1935 
and steadily maintained, the effect is now becoming evident to consider- 
able extent. This effect is best noticed by purity of tone produced, when 
a group of pupils perform together. 


The elementary instrumental groups have been heard this past year 
publicly at the May Festival Concert, in Greenfield at the Teachers’ An- 
nual meeting in the Greenfield High School auditorium, Promotion ex- 
ercises in both Colrain and Shelburne Falls. The majority of the group 
of instrumental pupils (all of those in the “A” group) are equipped with 
skirts or trousers of heavy white whip-cord with royal blue stripe, white 
broadcloth shirts or blouses with royal blue, silk ties.”

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of the 
books and accounts of the town of Colrain for the year ending December 
31, 1938, and submit the following report thereon: 


The financial transactions as recorded in the books of the several de- 
ments collecting or disbursing money for the town or sending out bills for 
collection were examined, checked, and verified. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer were examined and checked. 
The recorded receipts were compared with the departmental records of 
payments to the treasurer and with the other sources from which money 
was paid into the town treasury, while the payments were checked with 
the selectmen’s orders. The cash book footings were verified, and the cash 
balance on December 31, 1938, was proved by a reconciliation of the bank 
balance with a statement received from the bank of deposit and by actual 
count of the cash in the office. 


The surety bonds of the treasurer, collector, and town clerk for the 
faithful performance of their duties were examined and found to be in 
proper form. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked. The town and district taxes outstanding at the time of the pre- 
vious examination were audited and all subsequent commitment lists were 
proved with the assessors’ warrants. The recorded collections were 
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checked, the payments to the treasurer were compared with the books of 
the town and district treasurers and the abatements as entered were checked 
with the assessors’ record of abatements granted. The outstanding accounts 
were listed and proved, and the cash on hand was verified by actual count. 


The outstanding accounts were further verified by mailing notices to a 
number of persons whose names appeared on the books as owing money 
to the town, and from the replies received it appears that the outstanding 
accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The receipts for licenses issued by the board of selectmen were checked 
with the record of licenses granted and the payments to the treasurer were 
verified. The surety bonds filed with the town by individuals to whom 
liquor licenses were granted were examined and checked with the record 
of licenses issued. 


The accounts of the sealer of weights and measures were examined 
and checked. The recorded receipts were compared with the records of 
fees charged and the cash on hand was proved by actual count. 


The financial records of the town clerk were examined and checked in 
detail. The receipts on account of dog and sporting licenses were checked 
with the records of licenses issued. The payments to the Division of Fish- 
eries and Game and to the town treasurer were verified, while the cash on 
hand December 31, 1938, was proved by actual count of the cash in the 
office. 


The records of accounts receivable of the public welfare department 
were examined. The record of charges were analyzed, the collections as 
recorded were compared with the payments to the treasurer, the abate- 
ments and disallowances were checked, and the outstanding accounts were 
listed and proved. 


The books and accounts of the library treasurer were examined and 
checked. The recorded receipts were checked and the payments were 
proved by a comparison with the orders of the trustees and the cancelled 
checks on file. The cash balance on December 31, 1938, was proved by a 
reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement furnished by the bank 
of deposit. 


The securities, including savings bank books, representing the invest- 
ment of trust funds in the custody of the town treasurer and the treasurer 
of Griswold Memorial Library were examined and listed. The income was 
proved and the payments were verified. 


Ledger accounts were compiled, and a balance sheet, which is append- 
ed to this report, was prepared showing the financial condition of the town 
on December 31, 1938. In addition to the balance sheet, there are ap- 
pended tables showing the reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, stmmaries 
of the tax and departmental accounts, as well as tables showing the tran- 
sactions and condition of the trust funds. 


While engaged in making: the audit, cooperation was received from the 
several town officials, for which, on behalf of my assistants and for myself, 
I wish to express appreciation.

To the Trustees of the Griswold Memorial Library: 


Herewith is submitted the report of the Librarian for the year ending 
December 31, 1939. 


During the past year ninety-nine new books have been added to the 
Library, of these, sixty-five were fiction, fourteen non-fiction and twenty 
juveniles. Thirteen books have been re-bound and fifty discarded. From 
Mass. Dept. of Education, Division of Public Libraries, we have had a three 
month’s loan, subject to renewal, of twenty-five books on the State Reading 
List for the grades. 

We have entered subscriptions for the following magazines, Atlantic, 
Harper’s, National Geographic, American, Good Housekeeping, Ladies’ 
Home Journal, Parents, American Boy, McCall’s, Woman’s Home Com- 
panion, Popular Science and Children’s Activities. We have also received 
a gilt subscription for the Readers Digest. 

The total circulation for the year has been 7,735 volumes, 5,426 adult 
and 2,309 juvenile.

REPORT OF DISTRICT NURSE 


I hereby submit my report for the year, September 1938 to September, 
9. 


The Colrain Nursing Association has contracts with the John Hancock 
and Metropolitan Life Insurance Companies. The town people who hold 
weekly policies in either of these Companies receive nursing service which 
is paid for by the Company. There are rules and regulations which govern 
visits to these policy holders. 


Of the number of cases given care most of them are paid for by insur- 
ance policy. About one-fourth of the other cases carried, pay fifty cents 
per visit which does not adequately cover the cost of the visit. The fees 
are for the purchasing of car, its maintenance, garage rent, telephone and 
supplies used by the nurse. I have included in this report a statistical re- 
port of cases and visits by the month with record of the paid and free visits. 


Health supervision service is part of the Health Education program 
reaching adults, school children and teachers, infants and pre-school chil- 
dren. This is all free service. 


Clinic Service, which is mostly free, covers cases of orthopedic defects, 
tuberculosis, cancer, diphtheria immunization, pediatric. The dental and 
tonsil clinics are conducted for the benefit of those children who need cor- 
rections made, at a minimal cost to parents. 
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School Health Service is principally an educational program. This 
statistical report may be found under the general report of the Superintend- 


ent of Schools. 


I wish to express my gratitude for the support and cooperation given 
me by those who have made the general Health program possible.

REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH 


Paul Donielo was reappointed as milk inspector and Dr. John H. Olson 
as agent of Board of Health. 


During the year there has been the following number of cases of sick- 
ness reported: measles 149, whooping cough 38, scarlet fever 27, chicken 
pox 3, broncho pneumonia 8, lobar pneumonia 4, streptococcus throat 1. 
There has been a decidedly improved tendency on the part of the heads of the 
various households, to report cases of contagious diseases; the Board 
appreciates this and wishes to thank those who cooperated so well in this 
respect. . 


During the present year the Board wishes to conduct an investigation 
as to the causative factors in the “so-called” 24-hour intestinal grippe and 
desires that all afflicted this way obtain stool specimen containers from Dr. 
Olson in order that the specimens may be sent away for examination. 


The diphtheria toxoid clinics were held and 41 children were immunized. 
This places Colrain near the head of the list of towns as far as percentage 
of immunized children is concerned. There will be another clinic this sum- 
mer and we hope to be able to immunize all the remaining children under 
12 years that have not as yet had this benefit.

REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committe and Citizens of Colrain: 


Our fiscal year of 1939 is now past. However, it seems necessary to 
record the more important events, and to suggest our needs for 1940. 


Repairs 


The major repairs were made at the Griswoldville, Adamsville, Spurr, 
and Shattuckville Schools. 

The water supply at Griswoldville building was increased by a larger 
pipe. We now have sufficient water for our needs. The Griswoldville 
Manufacturing Company assisted in making this much needed change. 

At the Adamsville building the ceiling in the older part of the room 
was replaced and decorated. 

The west sill at the Shattuckville School was replaced and the west 
side of the building was shingled. In the spring, further repairs to the 
foundation of this building will need attention. 

At the Spurr School the school room was painted. 

The coming year major repairs should be made on the Center 
building. The toilets ought to be taken from the basement and the light- 
ing of both rooms increased. 

At the Foundry building both rooms need increased lighting and re- 
decorating. 


Recognized Educational Principles for the Modern School 


The teacher of this day is, often times, expected to carry on far too 
many outside activities for the children. Many agencies, outside the 
school are endeavoring to turn over their work to the public school. This 
condition is not good for a democratic state. The home, the church, and 
other character building agencies must carry on their share in training 
future American citizens. ; 


There are, however, six outstanding cardinal principles, which the 
school should always foster. 


1. The Promotion of Citizenship for an American Democracy. 
The Importance of Health. 

The Command of the Fundamentals. 

Worthy Home Membership. 

Vocational Activities. 

6. Worthy Use of Leisure. 

Ethical character should play a part in all the above principles. 


The teachers of Colrain are doing a fine piece of work in meeting 
the above challenges.

Receipts for Schools 


The receipts for 1939 from the state and sources other than from local 
taxation were $15,419.83. This is $1,063.43 more than in 1938. 
We have received from local taxation for the six years, for the 
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regular school budget, 1934, $16,611.71; 1935, $16,938.30; 1936, $17,666.51; 
1937, $17,443.58; 1938, $17,637.95; 1939, 16,980.69. 


Average for six years—$17,213.12. 


Teacher Changes 


During the year we had two changes, Miss Edith Fiske resigned to 
accept a position at Buckland Center. The vacancy was filled by Miss 
Pauline Hempel, a four year graduate of Hyannis Teacher’s College. 


Miss Olive Hosford, a teacher with several years of successful ex- 
perience, resigned at the Foundry School to accept a position in Con- 
necticut. Miss Mildred Jacob was transferred from the Shattuckville 
School to fill this vacancy. 


Miss Helen Baker, a teacher of experience was. elected to fill the 
vacancy at Shattuckville. 


Parent-Teacher Association 


The Griswold-Shattuckville Parent-Teacher Association is assisting 
these two schools in many ways. The school officials and teachers wish 
there were similar organizations in other parts of the town. 


At the South School an informal organization of parents and teachers 
are accomplishing equal results. 


Health 


Dr. John H. Olson, school physician, makes the following report: 


The children in the schools of Colrain were examined during the 
months of October and May for their biannual routine physical examina- 
tion and notations of defects recorded. 


On several instances during the school term, there was rather a 
severe outbreak of scarlet fever, measles, and whooping cough, during 
which time visits were made to the schools by the school nurse and school 
physician, and the children’s noses and throats examined in an attempt 
to minimize the extent of these epidemics. It was a lamentable fact that 
so many children of necessity had to lose time from school owing to 
illnesses of this nature. However, this fact is not without its virtue, in 
that, for several years to come a majority of children in the town will be 
immune and such extensive outbreaks should not be experienced. 


Recommendations for improving drinking water supply in several 
of the schools were made. 


I feel that as a result of the usual notification to the parents of de- 
fects found, on the regular biannual examination there continues to be 
very praiseworthy cooperation on the part of most parents and a_ de- 
cided improvement noted in the general physical welfare and develop- 
ment in most of the children of Colrain. 


Mrs. Madeline L. Smith, School Nurse, reports: 


In January 1939 the schools were closed on account of the number 
of cases of scarlet fever and measles among the school children. School 
inspections were made frequently during the winter months. 
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I assisted Dr. John H. Olson who made the physical examination of 
all the school children in May and December. The pupils were found to 
be in good physical condition because defects found in former years have 
been corrected. It is gratifying to know that only one child needs vac- 
cination this year. This pupil comes from another state. 


In June, the diphtheria clinic was conducted by Dr. Olson. Thirty 
children were immunized, leaving the town approximately 94% protected 
against diphtheria. 


During the fall months all the children were weighed and measured 
and the routine inspections were made in all the schools. 


The dental clinic was held through the cooperation of the Franklin 
County Chapter Red Cross. Fifty-four children had work done. The re- 
port showed an improvement in the children’s teeth this year because 
a dental clinic has been conducted for several successive years. 


The following definite points to be noted: 


Two girls attended Health Camp eight weeks. 
Eleven tonsillectomies : 

Three children attended Pediatric clinic. 

Seven children attended tuberculosis clinic. 

Four children to eye specialist—glasses received. 
Four impetigo cases. 

Five classroom discussions. 

Hundred and two home visits made.

In closing my report, I wish to thank Mr. Buker, School Committee 
and town’s people for all their kind support and cooperation in making 
this year’s program possible. 
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Art And Penmanship 


Mr. George W. MacLean, supervisor of art and penmanship, reports 
as follows: 


In reporting the work done in freehand drawing and penmanship 
under my instruction I am advising you that the work was carried out 
along the same general lines as in previous years. 


In almost all cases corresponding grades had the benefit of the same 
instruction. During the year certain classes excelled in execution of the 
lessons. At the South School Mrs. Elva Goodell’s class correlated art 
work with geography. 


Some pupils entered the annual poster contest conducted by the 
Mins iG: 


A large exhibition of the pupil’s work in freehand drawing, pen- 
manship, and mechanical drawing was held in Science Hall last May. 
It was very well attended, yet more people should avail themselves of 
the opportunity to see just what sort of work is being done by the pupils. 


I submitted a representation of the children’s work to the Deerfield 
Art Association in Hall Tavern, Charlemont. 


Control of “arm movement” is still being sought in the penmanship 
classes. I see a marked improvement where the teacher and pupil have 
worked for better results. 


Music 


Mr. Colin B. Richmond, supervisor of music reports that: 
1. The system of work in effect since 1935 is being maintained. 


2. The music texts have been supplementary with much original 
and modern material. 


3. There are fifty two pupils in the elementary schools taking 
instrumental instruction and thirty-four in the high school. 


4. There have been several public performances by the band. 


5. Citations of merit were given several groups at the Mass- 
achusetts Music Festival. 


6. One hundred forty nine pupils are registered in chorus at the 
Academy. This is the largest number ever to take this course.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and accounts of 


the town of Colrain for the year ending December 31, 1939, and submit the 
following report thereon: 


The financial transactions, as entered on the records of the severai 
departments receiving or disbursing town funds, or sending out bills for 
collection, were examined and checked in detail. 


Ledger accounts were compiled, and a balance sheet, which is appended 
to this report, was prepared showing the financial condition of the town 
on December 31, 1939. The balance sheet indicates that the town is in 
excellent financial condition. 


The receipts for licenses issued by the selectmen were checked with 
the records of licenses granted, the payments to the treasurer were verified 
and the surety bonds filed with the town by individuals to whom liquor 
licenses were granted were examined and es with the record of 
licenses issued. , 


The books and accounts of the treasurer were examined and checked. 
The receipts, as recorded, were compared with the records in the depart- 
ments collecting money for the town and with the other sources from 
which money was paid into the town treasury. The payments were com- 
pared with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the disbursement of town 
funds, the cash book additions were verified, and the cash balance on 
December 31, 1939, was proved by actual count of the cash in the office 
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and by a reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement furnished by 
the depository. 


The tax title deeds in the custody of the town counsel were listed and 
checked with the accounts of the treasurer and the collector. 


The payments on account of debt and interest were compared with the 
amounts falling due during the period covered by the audit and with the 
cancelled securities on file. 


The savings bank books representing the investment of trust funds 
in custody of the treasurer were examined and listed, the income being 
proved and the withdrawals being verified. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked. The tax accounts outstanding at the time of the previous exam- 
ination were audited and all subsequent commitments of town and district 
taxes were added and proved with the assessors’ warrants. The collections, 
as recorded, were compared with the payments to the town and district 
treasurers’ cash book records of receipts, and the abatements as entered 
were checked with the assessors’ record of abatements granted. The out- 
standing accounts were listed and proved, and the cash on hand December 
31, 1939, was verified by actual count. 


Verification of the outstanding accounts was made by sending notices 
to a number of persons whose namees appeared on the books as owing 
money to the town, and from the replies received it appears that the out- 
standing accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The surety bonds of the town officials required to furnish them for the 
faithful performance of their duties were examined and found to be in proper 
form. 


The accounts of the public welfare department, including the bureau 
of old age assistance, were examined. The departmental records of charges 
were analyzed, the recorded collections were compared with the payments 
to the treasurer, and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 


The recorded receipts of the sealer of weights and measures were com- 
pared with the record of fees charged and the payments to the treasurer 
were verified. 


The receipts of the town clerk for dog and sporting licenses were 
checked with the records of licenses issued and the payments to the State 
and to the town treasurer were verified. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer of the Griswold Memorial 
Library were examined and checked. The recorded receipts from the town, 
from trust fund income, etc., were checked, the payments were compared 
with the trustees’ orders and cancelled checks on file, and the cash balance 
December 31, 1939, was proved by reconciliation of the bank balance with 
a statement received from the depository. The savings bank books and 
securities representing the investment of the Griswold Memorial Library 
Fund were listed, the income was proved, and the payments were verified. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are tables 
showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax and 
departmental accounts, as well as tables showing the transactions and con- 
dition of the trust funds.

REPORT OF LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Griswold Memorial Library: 


Herewith is submitted the report of the Librarian for the year ending 
December 31, 1940. 


During the past year one hundred and five news books have been 
purchased, sixty-three adult fiction, fifteen non-fiction and twenty-seven 
juveniles. We also have had a gift of two books in memory of Mrs. Myra 
Clarke Avery. Eighty-four books have been discarded. We have sub- 
scribed for fourteen magazines, this year adding two, “Jack and Jill” 
and ‘Wee Wisdom” to the juvenile department. 


The children have maintained an active interest in the State Certi- 
fied Reading and have been given sixty-five Five-book and eight Honor

or Twenty-book Certificates, which have been awarded as follows: Gris- 
wold School, all to Fourth grade children with the exception of one from 
the Sixth grade, thirty-two Five-book and six Honor, South School, 
twenty-eight Five-book and two Honor and Center School, five Five- 
book. 

The total circulation for the year was 8,132 books and magazines, 
adult 5,365 and juvenile 2,767 

The WPA-State Bookmobile, sponsored by the Board of Free Pub- 
lic Library Commissioners of the Division of Public Libraries, has made 
‘ four visits to town, and has left deposits of books at all the schools, 
several neighborhood centers, and the Library, and thus supplements 
the books that we lack, and, by going to the different parts of town, it is 
hoped that it will give service to people who ‘are unable to get to the 
Library. The reports for September, October and November show that 
377 adult and 690 juvenile books were distributed by the Bookmobile in 
those three months. This circulation is credited to the Public Library.

REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Colrain: 
Teacher Changes 


Miss Mary Dean, a teacher with several years of successful expe- 
rience in the schools of Colrain, resigned to accept a position in the Shel- 
burne school system. Miss Nellie Clark, who had completed two years of 
successful experience at Adamsville School, resigned to accept a position 
in the same system. Misses Baker and Thouin resigned to be married. 


Mr. Leon Hill, a teacher of experience, was elected as teaching prin- 
cipal of the Foundry School. Misses Charlotte Hunt and Eleanor Wheel- 
er, both recent graduates of the North Adams Teachers’ College, were 
elected to the Adamsville and Shattuckville vacancies. Mr. Sheldon 
Porter, who had taught at Hawley, was elected to the Griswold posi- 
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tion. Miss Mildred Boyd, a graduate of the North Adams Teachers’ Col- 
lege, class of 1938, was elected to the Spurr School to fill the vacancy 
left by Miss Pauline Hemple. 


I am pleased to report that these teachers are filling their positions 
satisfactorily. 


Repairs and Replacements 


The major repairs were made at the Foundry and Shattuckville 
buildings. Both rooms and hallways were painted and the pupils’ desks 
at the Foundry School were placed upon cleats. At the Shattuckville 
building, single movable desks were purchased. Twenty-four folding 
chairs were secured for the Colrain Center School. 


During the coming year, the school committee feels as though only 
such repairs should be made that are actually necessary. For the past 
eight years, due to Federal aid, the Quintus Allen Fund, and the regular 
school appropriations, our buildings are in good condition. 


We should, however, be planning to increase playground areas at 
the Foundry and Center Schools, to replace the box stoves at the Foun- 
dry building with a modern heating system, and to have running water 
placed in several of the buildings. 


The amount we are now paying for drinking cups each year would 
be eliminated if we had water in these buildings. 


Supplementary Reading 


Four years ago the school committee began to purchase books for a 
circulating library. Each year we have added additional books. Since 
September the Bookmobile has called each month at the schools. Never 
have the schools had so much high grade reading material as at the 
present time. Our children are certainly having reading advantages never 
before given to the Colrain pupils. May the teachers and pupils make the 
most of these reading opportunities ! 


Parent-Teacher Associations 


During the year associations have been formed at the Center and the 
Foundry, Churchill, Wilson Hill section. Now we have four active groups 
in town working enthusiastically for the interest of the schools. 


Professional Improvement 


All of our teachers read and study books and magazines connected 
with their profession. The entire group belongs to the local and county 
associations. Nearly all of them belong to the state association and about 
twenty-five per cent belong to the national association. During the year 
teachers’ conferences have been held with the superintendent of schools. 
Educators outside the school union have delivered several addresses be- 
fore the group. 

Our teachers are a conscientious and hard working group. 


Testing and Checking Our Schools 


Parents and citizens are always interested in comparing the schools 
of their day with those of the present. Are our schools more efficient now 
than when they were in school? 

May we take the years 1920 and 1940 for comparisons.

Is education overemphazied? Seventy-three per cent answered No. 


Has education improved since you were in school? Eighty-five per 
cent answered Yes. 

Do high schools prepare only for college? Thirty-four per cent said 
for coMege only. Thirty-four said for college and those who do not 
go. Eight per cent said for not going to college. Nineteen per cent 
expressed no opinion. 


Should youth discuss public issues in the schools? Seventy-two per 
cent said Yes. 


Should teachers discuss public issues in high schools? Sixty-seven 
per cent said Yes. 


Do teachers favor the upper economic groups. Forty-seven per cent 
said No. 


Is too much spent for schools? Forty-seven per said “about right.” 


Should families with low income be helped to educate their children. 
Seventy-two per cent approved the idea of government support. 


Do you think that there are quite a few in high school who would be 
better off at work? Fifty-four per cent said Yes. 


Should the government provide work for youth? Eighty-two per cent 
approved of a special part time work for youth. 


From the above measures I feel certain that we have made educa- 


tional progress during the past two decades. The additional costs have 
been justified. 


Mr. George MacLean, Supervisor of Art and Penmanship reports as 


follows: 
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At the Public Library at Shelburne Falls there were displayed 
Hallowe’en witches made by the pupils of Miss Marion Woodard, and 
several full-rigged Viking ships constructed by the pupils of Miss Mar- 
garet MacLeod’s class. Christmas figures have been displayed at a local 
store. These were prepared by Miss Woodard’s class. 


Miss Dean’s class at Foundry School, Colrain, did some excellent 
lessons in lettering. Each pupil chose his own poem and after the draft- 
ing was made, the lettering was done with a lettering pen; completing 
the work with a hand decorated background. As these were done on thin 
transparent paper, and not framed, I did not wish to damage them by 
putting them on display because the pupils wish to keep them and I want 
them for the school exhibition in May. 


Miss Wiljanen’s class at the Colrain Center School made some very 
effective all-over patterns. The work was done very painstakingly. Mrs. 
Goodell’s class at the South School made cut-outs of Indians. These were 
bold cuttings of black, mounted on colored backgrounds. 


In all the schools constructed articles were made for gifts. These 
included bookcovers, brush holders, desk pads, memo pads, hot dish mats, 
etc. 


Penmanship continues to improve. High School teachers have no- 
ticed a marked improvement in penmanship, especially in Grade IX. 


The mechanical drawing class is now at work on individual prob- 
lems; making working drawings, tracings,, and blue prints of different 
pieces of period furniture for Mr. Rolfe to use in his classes. 


Mr. MacLean reports that already he can see marked improvement 
by consolidating the High Street and Buckland Center Schools. Both 
teachers in this school are doing fine work. 


Mr. Colin B. Richmond, Supervisor of Music, reports: 


“Tn January music theory was started in all the schools to run con- 
current with the vocal and the instrumental work. 


Beginning in February, the older group (Grade 8) began to work 
on promotion program music. The younger group worked on seasonal 
song material. The instrumental pupils at the Academy started on music 
for the One Act Plays. 


March saw work on the Spring Music Festival with a continuation 
of work started the previous month. 


In April, a supplementary program of music appreciation was intro- 


duced. 


May brought the schools into the final phase of music and festival 
work. 


June was given over to final tests and vocal and instrumental music 
for the commencement program. 


With the start of school in September much work was done with the 
Academy Band. During the month all pupils were classified in voice and 
instrument. This phase of work continued into October. 


In November all pupils were well established in their own type of 
work. 


Immediately after the Thanksgiving recess, Christmas music was 
carried out in all the schools. 
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Various groups have performed publicly throughout the year, bring- 
ing credit to themselves and to their respective schools. 


The Arms Chorus and the Orchestra took part on many occasions. 
The chorus group was divided into two sections, due to the large en- 
rollment. 


The large number of pupils doing elementary instrumental work re- 
quires more of my time, for most of the work is individual instruction. 


I am sincerely grateful for the loyalty and cooperation on the part of 
all the teachers and all those who have assisted in anyway.” 


The Colrain substitute nurse, Mrs. Hazel Pickwell, presents the fol- 
lowing: 


“This report covers the work from September to January. 


A dental clinic was conducted by Dr. Hall, who examined 222 chil- 
dren and did dental work on 54. Thirty have had work done by other 
dentists. 


I assisted Dr. Olson with the physical examination of 223 children. 
One child was found with a very bad heart condition and was taken to 
the pediatoric clinic. One was taken to the orthopedic clinic. Later this 
case attended a clinic for crippled children. Three have attended the ton- 
sil and adenoid clinic. 


I have visited the schools at frequent intervals and have found sev- 
eral cases of impetigo and pediculi. These cases were immediately cor- 
rected. 


All children were weighed and measured in September.”

REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


In the spring and fall of 1940 all the schools in Colrain were visited 
for the purpose of performing the usual physical examination on the 
pupils. Physical defect slips were sent to the parents of the respective 
children in whom defects were found. The parental response to these 
notifications of existing defects in the children, continues to be very good 
and the defects are gradually being eleminated with a general improve- 
ment in the health status of most of the children. Avitaminosis, anemia, 
malnutrition, malformations, carious and irregular teeth, itch, lice, im- 
petigo, allergy, abnormal heart conditions, bad tonsils and adenoids, and 
others were all included in the various defects noted. 


There were no outbreaks of contagious diseases in the schools during 
this year. 


Recommendations for improved drinking water facilities in the 
schools have been made.

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of the 
books and accounts of the town of Colrain for the year ending December 
31,-1940, and submit the following report thereon: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the several 
departments receiving or disbursing money for the town or sending out 
bills for collection, were examined and checked. 


The surety bonds of the treasurer, tax collector, and town clerk for 
the faithful performance of their duties were examined and found to be 
in proper form. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer were examined and checked. 
The recorded receipts were compared with the departmental records of 
payments to the treasurer and with the other sources from which money 
was paid to the town. The payments were checked with the selectmen’s 
warrants, the cash book was footed, and the cash balance on December 
31, 1940, was proved by actual count of the cash in the office and by rec- 
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onciliation of the bank balance with a statement received from the de- 
pository. 


The records of licenses granted by the selectmen were checked with 
the record of licenses issued. The payments to the treasurer were verified, 
and the surety bonds filed with the town by individuals to whom liquor 
licenses were issued were examined and checked. 


The tax title record in the custody of the treasurer was examined 
and checked with the accounts of the tax collector. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked. The tax accounts outstanding according to the previous exam- 
ination were audited and all subsequent commitments of town and dis- 
trict taxes were verified by a comparison with the warrants issued by 
the assessors for their collection. The recorded collections were checked, 
the payments to the town and district treasurers were verified, the abate- 
ments were compared with the assessors’ record of abatements granted, 
and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. The cash on hand 
December 31, 1940, was verified by actual count. 


The outstanding accounts were further verified by mailing notices to 
a number of persons whose names appeared on the books as owing money 
to the town, the replies received thereto indicating that the accounts, as 
listed, are correct. 


The accounts of the sealer of weights and measures were examined 
and checked. The recorded receipts were compared with the record of 
fees charged, the payments to the treasurer were verified, and the cash 
on hand December 31, 1940, was proved by actual count. 


The financial accounts of the town clerk were examined and checked. 
The receipts for dog and sporting licenses were checked with the record 
of licenses issued. The payments to the treasurer and to the Division of 
Fisheries and Game were verified and the cash on hand December 31, 
1940, was proved by actual count. 


The records of bills sent out for collection by the public welfare de- 
partment, including the bureau of old age assistance, were examined. 
The recorded charges, collections, and disallowances were checked, the 
payments to the treasurer were verified, and the outstanding accounts 
were listed and’ proved. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the investment 
of trust funds in the custody of the town treasurer and treasurer of the 
Griswold Memorial Library were examined and listed. The income was 
proved and the withdrawals and transfers were verified. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer of the Griswold Memorial 
Library were examined and checked. The receipts from the town appro- 
priation, investment income, and transfers from the funds were verified, 
while the payments were checked to the trustees’ records of disburse- 
ments authorized and with the cancelled checks on file. The cash balance 
December 31, 1940, was proved by reconciliation of the bank balance with 
a statement received from the bank of deposit. 


Ledger accounts were compiled, and a balance sheet, which is ap- 
pended to this report, was prepared showing the financial condition of 
the town on December 31, 1940. In addition to the balance sheet, there 
are appended to this report tables showing a reconciliation of the treas- 
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urer’s cash, summaries of the tax departmental accounts, as well as tables 
showing the transactions and condition of the trust funds. 


While engaged in making the audit, cooperation was received from 
all the town officials, for which, on behalf of my assistants and for my- 
self, I wish to express appreciation.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Griswold Memorial Library: 


Herewith is submitted the report of the Librarian for the year ending 
December 31, 1941. 


One hundred and fifty-two new books, eighty-five adult, and sixty 
seven juvenile, have been purchased during the past year. We have re- 
ceived a gift of two books of adult non-fiction and a subscription to the 
“Reader’s Digest” from Clarke Maynard of Great Neck, Long Island in 
memory of his aunt, Myra Clarke Avery. Thirteen books have been re- 
bound. Magazine subscriptions have been re-newed. “Open Road for 
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Boys” has been substituted for “American Boy”, which has discontinued 
publication. Two hundred and fifty-eight books have been discarded. 
This has given some additional shelf room, but we still need more cases 
for books. 


The WPA-State Bescmobile has made us ten visits, and left at the 
schools, Library, and centers in different parts of the town a total of 
3,669 books, adult 1,878, juvenile 1,791. 


The total circulation of books and magazines for the year was 9,751, 
adult 6,222, juvenile 3,529. 


The Library has been open the usual days, with the exception of 
legal holidays. The hours have remained the same, 2.30 to 5.30 and 
6.30 to 8.00 P.M., but, during most of the school year, the door has been 
open at 2.00 o’clock on Tuesdays to accommodate the school children. 
This has been voluntary service. Although the building is open to the 
publlic only nine hours a week, there is work that has to be done outside 
of Library hours, ordering and cataloging books, writing of certificates, 
various reports, etc. 


One hundred and six Five-book and sixteen Honor or Twenty-book 
State Reading Certificates have been received by the schools as follows: 
South, forty-two Five-book and nine Honor, Griswold, thirty-six Five 
book and four Honor, Center, twenty-one Five-book and three Honor 
and Foundry, seven Five-book. This is nearly double the number of 
certificates given out during the previous year, and seems to be a visible 
evidence of one of the benefits of the Bookmobile, which has distributed 
to the schools a larger number and greater variety of books than we are 
able to do from our own Library.

Year 1941 


During the year of 1941 the following contagious diseases were report- 
ed to the Board of Health. 


German Measles 24 Scarlet Fever 4 
Chicken Pox 34. Whooping Cough 1 
Pneumonia 5 Erysipelas 1 


The diphtheria toxoid clinics were held in the town hall. There was 
very good attendance. 


In view of the fact that our country is now in a state of war with nations 
that may resort to the use of bacterial warfare it is going to be extremely 
important that all cases of dysentery or any other strange or unusual type 
of illness whether under the care of a physician or not be reported to the 
Board of Health promptly. This matter is a requirement of the public 
health department of the state and will be enforced, violators will be dealt 
with in accordance with law. 


There seems to be a growing tendency for new dumps to be springing 
up around the town; this practice will have to stop as these small dumps 
are not properly cared for and in their present state are potential sources 
for the spread of sickness This is one way we can all help to preserve our 
health and thereby contribute to winning the war in which we are now 
engaged.

I hereby sumit my report for the year 1941. 


The Colrain Nursing Association has contracts with two insurance 
companies, John Hancock and Metropolitan Life Insurance Company, which 
enables people holding policies with either of these companies to have nurs- 
ing service paid for by the company. However, due to the present con- 
ditions, several restrictions have been placed on their rules and regulations, 
governing this nursing service. 


There was a tuberculosis reclassification this year in which all of the old 
cases in this town were re-classified. 


The association had an opportunity to purchase in a large quantity a 
standard cod liver oil perle thus lowering the cost which enabled us to dis~ 
tribute them among the families in town at a nominal price. This has not 
been completed, but is well under way.

To the School Committee and Citizens of Colrain: 


Teacher Changes 


During the year, Miss Elizabeth Marshall, Mr. Leon Hill, Miss 
Thelma Meadon, Miss Gertrude Wiljamen (now Mrs. Streeter), Miss 
Mildred Jacob, and Frank Houghton have left our school system. Mr. 
lg ita was with us only two months, having recently been classified 
in 1A. 


The teachers filling the above vacancies are: Miss Christine Pike at 
the South School; Miss Mildred Taft, who will begin her duties 
January 5, 1942 at the Foundry: Miss Lillian Matzke at the Foundry 
School; Miss Lillian Emery at the Center School; and Mrs. Ralph 
Streeter will return to the Center School as a substitute teacher.

National Crisis 


Our schools must be kept open during this world crisis. It is very 
essential that our children’s education should not be interrupted unless 
conditions become very serious. The teachers and school officials must 
carry on as under normal conditions. 


Repairs and Replacements 


The financial aid received from the P. T. A. groups and the income 
received from the Quintus Allen Fund have assisted the school com- 
mittee in making many repairs .and in purchasing material and equipment 
that otherwise could not have been procured. 


Also the parents and friends of the Shattuckville School have erected 
a retaining wall at the rear of the building and leveled off the land back 
of this wall. This space will be used for a small playground. 


The School Committee has engaged a local carpenter to cut a rear 
door in the Shattuckville School building in order that the pupils of 
this school may enter the new playground. 


Resignation of Fred Ware 


Mr. Ware resigned in March. He had served the Colrain schools as 
janitor of the Center, Foundry and Griswold Schools for eighteen years. 
Mr. Ware was a very loyal and conscientious janitor. 


School Lunches 


The parents and the P. T. A. groups are serving lunches in several 
of the schools during. the winter months. Pupils and parents of these 
children realize the health gained from these lunches. 


Curriculum 
Reading : 


This subject is one of the most important given in the elementary 
schools. The first year the children are taught to recognize above five 
hundred words, as found in any of the modern first grade readers. This 
number increases from year to year until at the end of the eight years, 
the a pupil’s reading vocabulary is from four to five thousand 
words. 


During the second and third grades phonics is introduced. At the 
beginning of the fourth grade the use of diacritical marks are studied. 
The understanding of what is read is emphasized by means of many 
tests and devices now found in the reading books. 


Standardized tests are given twice a year in this subject in grades 
3—8, inclusively. 


Arithmetic: 


Oral and some written arithmetic is offered in grade 1, Formal 
arithmetic begins in grade 2. Pupils have arithmetic books to use in 
Grade 3. From here through the elementary school, the subject is studied 
each school day. Pupils are tested in January and June by means of 
standardized tests. 


English: 


Several subjects may be listed under the heading of English, such 
as spelling, penmanship, literature, oral and written compositions, formai 
grammar, and reading. 
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Each day several phases of the subject are taught. Formal grammar 
is begun in grade 6. Spelling is started the second semester of grade 1, 
penmanship at the beginning of grade 1. Informal literature begins in 
grade 3, and formal literature in grade 7 

Several subjects related to health and citizenship are also taught in 
each grade of the elementary schools. 


Supervisors’ Reports 
I present a synopsis of the following reports: 
Mr. George MacLean—Supervisor of Art and Penmanship: 


“Pupils have been taught to express themselves through pictorial 
representation. The subject matter came from personal experiences, 
imaginations, and story illustrations. In expressions; pencil, crayon, 
brush and cut paper were used. 

In the upper grades parallel, angular, and circular perspectives have 
been taught. 

In penmanship lessons have been given in the formation of letters, 
emphasing size, shape and correct writing positions.” 


Colin Richmond—Supervisor of Music: 


“The types of musical education found in the schools are vocal and 
instrumental. 

We offer vocal instruction in all the schools of the union. The in- 
strumental instruction is entirely carried out by the supervisor. 

The song material offered in the elementary schools relates to real 
child life activities. The junior pupils are given material suited to 
adolescent life.” ; 


Nurse’s Report for Colrain by Miss Kathleen King: 


“The routine physical examinations were made in the spring and 
fall by Dr. John Olson and the school nurse, which showed the children 
with very few defects, and in good physical condition. 

In September, the children in all of the schools were tested with the 
audiometer for hearing. A dental clinic was held in November and 
December through the cooperation of the Franklin Red Cross Chapter. 
48 children had work done. Three girls and one boy attended the health 
camp in Greenfield during the summer. 


In July and August the diphtheria toxoid clinic was conducted. 
15 children received the inoculations. 


Several of the schools serve hot lunches during the winter months. 
The children in these schools were weighed before and after them—most 
of them showed quite a bit of gain. 


The state nutritionist has made several home visits with the school 
nurse in regard to proper nutrition.” 


The children were given routine inspections for communicable 
disease folowing vacations.

Sir: 
As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and accounts of 


the town of Colrain for the year ending December 31, 1941, and submit the 
following report thereon. 


The financial transactions, as entered on the records of the several de- 
partments receiving or disbursing town funds or sending out bills for collec- 
tion, were examined and checked in detail. 


Ledger accounts were compiled, and a balance sheet, which is appended 
to this report, was prepared showing the financial condition of the town on 
December 31, 1941. 


The surety bonds of the town officials required to furnish them for the 
faithful performance of their duties were examined and found to be in 
proper form. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer were examined and checked. 
The receipts, as recorded, were compared with the records in the depart- 
ments collecting money for the town and with the other sources from which 
money was paid into the town treasury, while the payments were compared 
with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the disbursement of town funds. 
The cash book was footed, and the cash balance on December 31, 1941, was 
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proved by actual count of the cash in the office and by reconciliation of the 
bank balance with a statement furnished by the depository. 


The tax title record in the custody of the treasurer was examined and 
checked with the accounts of the tax collector. 


The payments on account of debt and interest were compared with the 
amounts falling due during the period covered by the audit and with the 
cancelled securities on file. 


The savings bank books representing the investment of trust funds | in 
the custody of the treasurer were examined and listed, the income being 
proved and withdrawals being verified 


It was noted that an appropriation of $300 to be raised by taxation was 
voted at a special town meeting held after the tax rate for 1941 had been 
fixed. While liabilities could have been incurred against this appropriation 
in 1941, no expenditures should have been made therefrom until 1942, the 
year in which the appropriation is to be raised by taxation and in which 
temporary loans in anticipation of 1942 revenue may be issued. 


It was also noted that the town voted an appropriation of $350 at the 
annual town meeting in 1941 for the payment of previous year’s bills. In 
the future, appropriations for unpaid bills should be made in accordance 
with the provisions of Chapter 179, Acts of 1941. 


It is recommended that the selectmen keep a complete record of amounts 
charged against each appropriation, so as to enable the town officials to as- 
certain at any time the aggregate expenditures from each appropriation and 
the unexpended balances. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and checked. 
The tax accounts outstanding according to the previous examination were 
audited, and all subsequent commitments of town and district taxes were 
verified by comparison with the warrants issued by the assessors for their 
collection. The recorded collections were checked, the payments to the town 
and district treasurers were verified, the abatements were compared with 
the assessors’ record of abatements granted, the outstanding accounts were 
listed and proved, and the cash on hand January 3, 1942, was verified by 
actual count. 


The outstanding accounts were verified by mailing notices to a number 
of persons whose name appeared on the books as owing money to the town, 
the replies received thereto indicating that the outstanding accounts, as listed, 
are correct. 


The receipts for licenses issued by the selectmen were checked with the 
records of licenses granted, the payments to the treasurer were verified, and 
the surety bonds filed with the town by individuals to whom liquor licenses 
were granted were examined and checked with the record of licenses issued. 


The receipts of the town clerk for dog and sporting licenses were check- 
ed with the records of licenses issued and the payments to the State and to 
the town treasurer were verified. 


The recorded receipts of the sealer of weights and measures were com- 
pared with the record of fees charged and the payments to the treasurer 
were verified. 


The accounts of the public welfare and soldiers’ relief department were 
examined. The recorded charges and collections were checked, the payments 
to the treasurer were verified, and the outstanding accounts were listed and 
proved. 
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The books and accounts of the treasurer of the Griswold Memorial 
Library were examined and checked. The receipts from the town appropria- 
tion, investment income, etc., were verified and the payments were checked 
to the trustees’ records of disbursements authorized and with the cancelled 
checks on file. The cash balance January 3, 1942, was proved by reconcilia- 
tion of the bank balance with a statement received from the bank of deposit. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are tables 
showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax and 
departmental accounts, as well as tables showing the transactions and con- 
dition of the trust funds. 


For the cooperation received from the several town officials while en- 
gaged in making the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and for myself, 
to express appreciation.

To the Trustees of the Griswold Memorial Library: 


Herewith is submitted the report of the Librarian for the year ending 
December 31, 1942. 


One hundred and thirty-nine books, one hundred and three adult, 
and thirty-six juvenile, have been purchased during the year. All mag- 
azines, with the exception of “Parents,” have been re-newel, and we have 
continued to receive “The Reader’s Digest” as a gift from Clarke May- 
nard in memory of his aunt Myra Clarke Avery. 


One hundred and seventeen Five-book and sixteen Honor or Twenty- 
book State Reading Certificates have been awarded to the schools as 
follows; Foundry, seventy-one Five-book and eight Honor, South, twenty- 
three Five-book and five Honor, Griswold, thirteen Five-book and three 
Honor, Spurr, six Five-book and Shattuckville, four Five-book. Much 
credit is due Mrs. Pearl Germain for arousing interest in reading among 
the children in the schools where she has substituted and served as a 
regular teacher. 


The Library circulation of books and magazines was 5,266, adult 
4,004, juvenile 1,262 and the WPA Bookmobile 3,489, adult, 1,889, juvenile 
1,600, which gives the Library credit for a circulation of 8,755. The Book- 
mobile service has been temporarily suspended, as Mr. Hill, the Librarian 
has resigned to go into defense work, but, as soon as a suitable person 
can be found to carry on the work, this service will be resumed.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and accounts of 
the town of Colrain for the year ending December 31, 1942, and submit the 
following report thereon. 

The financial transactions, as entered on the records of the several de- 
partments receiving or disbursing town funds or sending out bills for col- 
lection, were examined and checked in detail. 

Ledger accounts were compiled, and a balance sheet, which is appended 
to this report, was prepared showing the financial condition of the town on 
December 31, 1942. 

The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and check- 
ed. The tax accounts outstanding according to the previous examination 
and all subsequent commitments of the town and district taxes, were audit- 
ed and verified by comparison with the warrants issued by the assessors for 
their collection. The recorded collections were checked, the payments to the 
town and district treasurers were verified, the abatements were compared 
with the assessors’ record of abatements granted, the outstanding accounts 
were listed and proved, and the cash on hand December 31, 1942, was veri- 
fied by actual count. 

The outstanding accounts were verified by mailing notices to a number 
of persons whose names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, 
the replies received thereto indicating that the outstanding accounts, as list- 
ed, are correct. 

The computation of the tax rate by the assessors was checked and it was 
noted that an appropriation of $300 voted at a special meeting on March 29, 
1941, and the sum of $641.50 voted at a meeting held on September 3, 1941, 
were not included in the determination of the 1942 tax rate. 
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Attention is called to Section 15A, Chapter 41, General Laws, which re- 
quires the town clerk, as soon as a vote appropriatinng money becomes ef- 
fective, to certify to the assessors each appropriation in detail and the pro- 
vision made for meeting same. The provision of Section 23, Chapter 59, Gen- 
eral Laws, should be fully compiled with by the assessors in determining the 
annual tax levy. 


A comparison of the amounts expended from each appropriation with the 
town clerk’s record of appropriations voted by the town, showed overdrafts 
amounting to $175.82. The incurring of liabilities in excess of appropriations 
is a violation of Section 31, Chapter 44, General Laws. 


It is again recommended that the selectmen keep a complete record of 
amounts charged against each appropriation, so as to enable the town offi- 
cials to ascertain at any time the aggregate expenditures from each appro- 
priation and the unexpended balances. 


The receipts for licenses issued by the selectmen were checked with the 
records of licenses granted, the payments to the treasurer were verified, and 
the surety bonds filed with the town by individuals to whom liquor licenses 
were granted were examined and checked with the record of licenses issued. 


The accounts of the public welfare department, including old age as- 
sistence and aid to dependent children, were examined. The recorded char- 
ges and the collections were checked, the payments to the treasurer were 
verified, and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 


The surety bonds of the town officials required to furnish them for the 
faithful performance of their duties were examined and found to be in prop- 
er form. 


The transfers from the reserve fund were compared with the authoriza- 
tion for transfers given by the finance committee as recorded in the town 
clerk’s record book. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer were examined and checked. 
The recorded receipts were compared with the records in the departments 
collecting money for the town and with the other sources from which money 
was paid into the town treasury, while the payments were checked with the 
selectmen’s warrants. The cash book additions were verified and the cash 
balance on December 31, 1942 was proved by reconciliation of the bank bal- 
ance with a statement received from the depository and by actual count of 
the cash in the office. 


The payments on account of debt and interest were compared with the 
amounts falling due during the period covered by the audit and with can- 
celled securities on file. 


The tax title record in the custody of the treasurer was examined and 
checked with the accounts of the tax collector. 


The savings bank books representing the investment of the trust funds 
in the custody of the treasurer were examined and listed, the income being 
proved and withdrawals being verified. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer of the Griswold Memorial Li- 
brary were examined and checked. The receipts from the town appropria- 
tion, investment income, etc., were verified, and the payments were checked 
to the trustees’ records of authorized disbursements and with the cancelled 
checks on file. The securities in the custody of the library treasurer were 
examined and listed. The cash balance December 31, 1942, was proved by 
reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement received from the bank 
of deposit. 


The receipts of the town clerk for dog and sporting licenses were 
checked with the records of licenses issued, and the payments to the Division 
of Fisheries and Game and to the town treasurer were verified. 


The recorded receipts of the sealer of weights and measures were com- 
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pared with the record of work done and the payments to the treasurer were 
verified. It is recommended that the sealer pay over monthly all money re- 
ceived by him, as required by Section 34, Chapter 98, General Laws. 

Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are tables 
showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax and 
departmental accounts, as well as tables showing the transactions and the 
condition of the trust funds. 

For the cooperation received from the several town officials while en- 
gaged in making the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and for my- 
self, to express appreciation.

REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Colrain: 


Teacher Changes 


Over a period of years, a school system that has annually a few 
teacher changes, profits in many ways. This past year we have had sever- 
al changes. Miss Margaret Clark, Mrs. Pearl Germain and Mrs. Evelyn 
Roberts, experienced teachers, and Misses Sessler, Taft and Wells (un- 
experienced) have filled the vacancies. I hope we will not have as many 
resignations the comming year, altho we are very fortunate in having 
employed such an excellent group of teachers. 


Schools in Times of War 


Schools must make adjustments in times of war. This year our pupils 
and teachers have taken over many activities unknown a year ago. Teach- 
ers have sold defense stamps, salvaged metals of various kinds, gathered 
waste paper and served on several registration days. Recently we have 
been asked to urge children and parents to put into circulation their 
pennies and nickels, distribute literature for several organizations which 
are contributing to the world crisis, sell seeds to the farmers, and do 
many other things too numerous to record. 
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Our School Committee saw early in the year these additional duties 
and so during the last registration for rationing fuel, employed substitute 
teachers to assist the rationing boards in order that schools might con- 
tinue in session. This was much appreciated by the parents and teachers. 


The school personnel is most desirous of doing its part in bringing 
this war to an end. It realizes, however, that its first job is in the class- 
room. We must not neglect in the elementary schools to teach the fund- 
amentals; reading, writing and arithmetic, English and the American 
Way of Life. 


School Buildings 


We have made the usual summer repairs. The repairs most needed 
in the buildings are improving the heating and toilet conditions. I realize 
these cannot be made during the war. Box stoves and the old fashioned 
toilets are things of the past in public schools. 


Electric lights have been installed in the Spurr School. This com- 
pletes the wiring of the school buildings in use. The coming year we 
should paint the two rooms at the South School, change some of the 
windows at the Griswold School, buff several desks, add electric clocks, 
if available, purchase more double windows, build a few extra cupboards, 
and carry on the usual minor repairs. 


Supervisors’ Reports 


Mr. George MacLean—Supervisor of Art and Penmanship: 


“T have given lessons in pencil and crayon drawing; water-color and 
tempera painting, Paper cutting has been employed in making designs 
and poster work. Different materials have been used to make useful 
articles This work is beneficial to the pupil as it requires planning and 
constructing aiming for accuracy and neat work. 


Penmanship lessons require continual practice for the correct hand- 
ling of the pen and training the arm for good movement which ultimately 
results in more uniform and legible writing. 


Colin B. Richmond—Supervisor of Music: 


“First let me speak of the Elementary school work; The program 
this past year has of necessity been changed somewhat. Changed as a 
result of conditions found universally in a nation at war. These con- 
ditions have affected not alone the student group and their way of thought 
and action but also, to some considerable extent, the teaching force, as 
the teaching personnel changed from time to time. 


I find no complaint with the pupil attitude to music, rather do I wish 
to commend it. There have been many evidences of especially good ap- 
plication and result. The fine spirit of cooperation and the will to succeed 
in-the face of adverse conditions was evidenced at the promotion pro- 
gram last June. This fine spirit has been manifest in an even greater 
measure in the programs the children have prepared in the schools of our 
Union, for public performance, at this past Christmas time. I should like 
to make mention of just three of these Christmas public programs, that 
to my mind were outstanding. First—a program put on by the pupils of 
the Colrain Center School under teacher guidence; Second—the program 
by the pupils of the Shelburne Consolidated School under the guidance 
of the teachers of that school and given in the Shelburne Center Church, 
and Third—the program by the pupils of the Griswold School with their 
teachers’ guidance. There were a number of other programs to which the 
public were invited at Christmas, programs prepared by the teachers and 
students of the other schools. Each one was well prepared and equally 
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well given, I do mention the three above, however, as being of especial 
merit and execution. 


The work from January through June followed rather generally the 
proceedure and pattern of a peace-time program, excepting of course the 
promotion programs, the music of which was largely national in charact- 
er. The work from September has been strongly influenced by the tenor 
of the war psychology. Almost with the beginning of school in September 
a study program of American music in peace and war was entered upon. 
The period immediately following the classification and grading of stud- 
ents of all grades during the month of September, roughly from the last 
of that month to the first of November was given over almost entirely to 
a detailed and careful study of a choice of present day songs being used 
by the various branches of our armed forces. Songs that are bound to 
become a part of our national tradition. Following that period of study 
the music of Thanksgiving was entered upon, then came the preparation 
of the Christmas programs. 


The instrumental work has continued essentially as it has been in 
the past bound however, by certain limitations and restrictions. The desire 
to learn to play an instrument by the pupils is as keen as ever and those 
lucky enough to have instruments are, on the whole, doing satisfactorily. 
Pupils doing unsatisfactory work are those who lack initiative and per- 
severance, and not required by the parent to do conscientious daily prac- 
tice at home. It matters little how painstaking and thorough the instruc- 
tion may be to the pupil for unless that pupil diligently applies himself 
to the mastering of the lesson by daily practice the effort of the in- 
structor is lost and the investment in the instrument made by the parent 
futile. If the pupil lacks “stick-to-itiveness,” practice upon the instrument 
will maintain only so long as the instrument remains a novelty. When 
this wears off and the pupil finds himself face to face with the proposition 
that it takes work to progress, the instrument usually becomes as a mill- 
stone around his neck and so unpurposeful blowing as he may then do 
upon the instrument becomes a sore aggravation to the parent. Fortun- 
ately this type of pupil is limited to a very few. The greater number of 
pupils are apparently sincere in their desire to learn to play the instru- 
ment of their choice and are doing well, with some becoming really ac- 
complished for their age. I am particularly pleased to have a class in in- 
strument work (beginners) at the Griswold School this year. One other 
limitation is the increasing difficulty encountered in getting instruments 
and, then, the government ruling on instalment buying. The strict cur- 
tailing of automobile travelling has made it impossible to get the whole 
group of instrumentalists together for weekly rehearsal and demonstra- 
tion. To take the place of this meeting we now have group meetings in 
the various schools where the pupils have progressed far enough to be 
able to play together. One such group is outstanding in its accomplish- 
ment and ability to work together, namely at the South School in Colrain, 
they are really doing a nice job there. The difficulties enumerated above 
are not peculiar to our school union but are country wide. 

The teaching staff is cooperative and for the most part conscientious, 
they get results commensurate with the thought, time and effort they put 
into their music work. Several of the teachers are not prepared in music 
work at all and other teachers in the building are usually put in charge 
of the music work of that room, this plan works out with reasonable 
success. 


Nurse’s Report of Colrain by Miss Kathleen King: 


The school program chosen this year is (1) proper nutrition (2) proper 
hours of rest (3) daily inspection for cleanliness. 


In October the children in all of the schools were tested with the 
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audiometer for hearing. 164 were tested with 34 needing retests, which is 
yet to be done. A special hearing test was done on two children, who were 
as a result found defective, whereby proper measurers have been taken. 
Two boys and two girls attended the health camp in Greenfield this 
summer. 


All of the school children were weighed and measured in the fall, 
and the usual routine inspections following vacation for communicable 
disease were done. 

In April and May the immunization clinic for diphtheria was held with 
35 children treated. 

The well child conference for preschool children was held in July 
with the assistance of the State Department of Public Health and the 
fine cooperation of the 3 Parent Teacher Associations. 82 children were 
examined. Many follow up home visits have been made. 


The State Nutritionist has made several home visits with the school 
nurse in regard to proper nutrition. 


The psychiatric clinic was held in the fall with 10° children examined. 


(1) 17. tonsillectomies 


(2) 5 children to Pediatric clinics 

(3) 4 children to crippled children’s clinics 

(4) 7 children to tuberculosis clinics 

(5) 2 children to dentists 

(6) 2 children to eye specialists (1 obtained glasses)

Transportation of Pupils 


In April bids were requested for transporting the High School pupils. 
Robert Thompson, who had been transporting these pupils for many 
years did not ask for a new contract. Mr. Thompson was efficient and 
very conscientious during all these years. Donald Shearer received the 
contract for this route. The other bus drivers are Frank Brown, Walter 
Brown, John Galvin and Fred Hall. Sydney Cromack has transported 
a Sullivan children to the Spurr School for twelve weeks during the 
all term. 


Vocational Education 


Colrain has 12 boys taking the regular General Vocational Course, 4 
girls taking the Household Arts and 10 boys and 2 girls taking the Agri- 
cultural. Arms Academy has some excellent instruction in these fields. 


Teachers’ Meetings 


Due to transportation difficulties it becomes necessary to reduce the 
number of union meetings with teachers. Bulletins and small group 
gatherings are being substituted. The teachers are continuing their pro- 
fessional reading during the school year. 


Air Raid Instructions 


It seems to be the consensus of opinion that in Colrain it is much 
wiser to send children home in times of emergency, if time permits, than 
to keep them in the school buildings. Our school buildings are not con- 
structed to withstand much bombing. The bus drivers are subject to call 
and will do all they can to assist during any emergency 
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Standardized Tests 


From reliable sources I note that these young men who have entered 
the service from school systems which have had standardized, intel- 
ligence, achievement and aptitude tests are more readily and _ satisfac- 
torily classified. 


In the Colrain system we have been giving such tests for several 
years. This year pupils are being tested by the Superintendent in one 
subject at a time. Teachers are giving extra help to those pupils who are 
below the standard. 


Supplementary Agencies 


Several adult agencies have continued to assist our pupils in many 
ways, .such as helping to defray the expenses of clinics, removing the 
pupils’ physical defects, providing school lunches, purchasing equipment 
for the schools and meeting the cost of the telephones. Parents and school 
officials appreciate such cooperation and financial aid. 


Attendance 


Parents and pupils are to be commended in maintaining such an ex- 
cellent attendance record. The attendance officer reports that there are 
but a very few parents who do not fully realize the importance of sending 
their children regularly to school. Illness, severe weather and death in 
a family are the only real reasons for absence.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Griswold Memorial Library: 


Herewith is submitted the report of the Librarian for the year 
ending December 31, 1943. 


Owing to the fuel shortage, it was necessary to close the Library 
from the middle of January to the first of April, when it was re- 
opened for one day a week until the first of June, at which time it 
returned to the regular schedule, and, to give better service, has re- 
mained open each day during the Librarian’s supper hour. 


Due to existing conditions, the circulation has not been as large 
as in previous years, the total circulation of books and magazines for 
the year being 4,731, adult 2,995, juvenile 1,736. The Bookmobile, 
which last year ceased to function as a WPA project, resumed its 
service under the direction of the Mass. Division of Public Libraries 
and made its first visit to the town in July, and, since then, has come 


fi 


at stated intervals, leaving total deposits of 1,473 books at the Libra- 
ry, schools and various homes. 


One hundred and twenty-eight books, sixty-eight adult and sixty 
juvenile have been purchased and one hundred and eight-five books 
have been discarded. Magazines have been re-newed, with the ex- 
ception of “Wee Wisdom” and “Open Road for Boys” and Clarke 
Maynard has continued the gift of “The Reader’s Digest” in memory 
of his aunt Myra Clarke Avery. 


School children have been awarded fifty-nine Five-book and nine 
Honor or Twenty-book State Reading Certificates, with Griswold 
School taking the lead. The schools represented are Griswold, twenty- 
nine Five-book and five Honor; South, twelve Five-book and three 
Honor; Center, ten Five-book; Foundry, five Five-book, and Shattuck- 
ville, three Five-book and one Honor. As it has been difficult for the 
children to get to the Library, the Librarian has miade it a part of 
her service to obtain and return books for them.

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of the 
books and accounts of the town of Colrain for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1943, and submit the following report thereon: 


The records of financial transactions of the several departments 
receiving or disbursing town funds or sending out bills for collection 
were examined and checked in detail. 


The surety bonds of the treasurer, town clerk, and tax collector 
for the faithful performance of their duties were examined and found 
to be in proper form. 


Ledger accounts were compiled, and a balance sheet, which is 
appended to this report, was prepared showing the financial condition 
of the town on December 31, 1943. The balance sheet shows that the 
town is in excellent financial condition. 


The receipts for licenses issued by the selectmen were checked 
with the record of licenses granted. The payments to the treasurer 
were verified and the surety bonds filed with the town by individuals 
to whom liquor licenses were granted were examined and checked 
with the record of licenses issued. 


It is again recommended that the selectmen keep a complete 
record of appropriations and charges against each appropriation, so 
that information will be available at all times relative to the aggre- 
gate expenditures from each appropriation and the unexpended 
balances. 
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The books and accounts of the treasurer were examined and 
checked in detail. The receipts as recorded were analyzed and com- 
pared with the records of the departments collecting money for the 
town and with the other sources from which money was paid into the 
town treasury. The payments were checked with the selectmen’s war- 
rants authorizing the disbursement of town funds, the cash book ad- 
ditions were verified, and the cash balance on December 31, 1943, was 
proved by reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement re- 
ceived from the depository and by actual count of the cash in the 
office. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the invest- 
ment of the trust funds in custody of the treasurer were examined 
and listed, the income being proved and the withdrawals verified. 


The deductions on account of federal taxes were checked from 
the pay-rolls to individual payment cards kept by the treasurer, the 
payments to the internal revenue collector being checked with the 
selectmen’s warrants and cancelled checks on file. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked. The tax accounts outstanding according to the previous ex- 
amination, and all subsequent commitment lists of town and district 
taxes, were audited and verified by comparison with the warrants is- 
sued by the assessors for their collection. The recorded collections 
were checked, the payments to the town and district treasurers were 
verified, the abatements were compared with the assessors’ record of 
abatements granted, the outstanding accounts were listed and proved, 
and the cash on hand December 31, 1948, was verified by actual count. 


Verification of the outstanding accounts was made by sending 
notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the books 
as owing money to the town, and from the replies received it appears 
that the outstanding accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The financial accounts of the town clerk were checked. The re- 
ceipts for dog and sporting licenses were checked with the records of 
licenses issued, and the payments to the treasurer and to the Division 
of Fisheries and Game were verified. 


The appropriations as voted by the town and recorded in the 
town clerk’s record book were checked with the amount used by the 
assessors in fixing the 1948 tax rate. 


The transfers from the reserve fund were compared with the 
authorizations for transfers given by the finance committee as record- 
ed in the town clerk’s record book. 


The recorded receipts of the sealer of weights and measures 
were compared with the record of work done and the payments to 
the treasurer were verified. 


The records of charges for use of town-owned highway equip- 
ment were compared with the pay-rolls of the highway department. 
The recorded collections were checked and the payments to the town 
treasurer were verified. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer of the Griswold Memo- 
rial Library were examined and checked. The receipts from the town 
appropriation, investment income, etc., were verified, and the pay- 
ments were checked to the trustees’ records of authorized disburse- 
ments and with the cancelled checks on file. The securities and sav- 
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ings bank books in the custody of the library treasurer were examined 
and listed. The cash balance December 31, 1948, was proved by re- 
conciliation of the bank balance with a statement received from the 
bank of deposit. 


The records of the health, public welfare, and school departments 
were examined and checked. The records of the charges were com- 
pared with the duplicate bills and audited pay-roll sheets on file, the 
recorded collections were checked with the payments to the treasurer, 
and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 


The work of all departments was found to have been performed 
in an efficient and accurate manner, thereby facilitating the work of 
the audit. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to this re- 
port tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, sum- 
maries of the tax and departmental accounts, as well as tables show- 
ing the transactions and condition of the trust funds. 


While engaged in making the audit, cooperation was received 
from all town officials, for which, on behalf of my assistants and for 
myself, I wish to express appreciation.

REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Colrain: 
I wish to call to your attention in this report the major events 
of the year and those future problems which we need to study. 
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1. Teacher Changes 


Four teachers resigned during the year. All of them secured 
positions in other towns of the state at a larger salary. However, 
we have been very fortunate in securing three experienced teachers 
to fill three of the vacancies. 


2. Budget 


The budget for 1948 has just carried us along. Salaries and fuel 
increases were higher than we anticipated in December 1942. 


3. Agencies 


Several supplementary agencies within the town have assisted 
the schools in various ways. The pupils have had additional supplies 
and many repairs were made from these aids. All the schools but one 
now have a P. T. Association. This association is doing splendid work. 


4. Transportation of Pupils 


The bus drivers have carried out their contracts very satisfac- 
torily. The drivers are Donald Shearer, Frank Brown, Walter Brown, 
John Galvin, Fred Hall, and Ward Cromack. ) 


5. Professional Meetings 


Two of the teachers are taking a professional course at Green- 
field. All teachers have attended conferences called by the superin- 
tendent. Some have had visiting days and much professional read- 
ing and study have been carried on throughout the year. 


6. Community Leadership 


Several of the teachers are active in community affairs. The 
entire group assisted in the ration program. Such service is always 
appreciated by the local citizens. 


7. Scholarship 


By means of checks, tests, and regular visits pupils are required 
to meet certain standards before promotions are made. 

We have found that each year a few pupils are advanced to the 
next grade due to other than academic standards. There is about two 
to five per cent of the school population who cannot meet the grade 
standards, but on account of their physical, social, and chronological 
ages these pupils should be allowed to omit certain subjects in or- 
der to remain with their class. 


8. After the War 


The government will very likely assist towns and cities in many 
kinds of projects. Colrain should begin to study its needs. Several 
of the school buildings should be discarded for a central building 
with modern eguipment and playground space. 

It is not economically sound to bring each one of the buildings 
up to a standard that is now found in many of the neighboring 
towns. Furthermore we cannot expect to give our children an edu- 
cation on a par with other towns when teachers are required to teach 
from four to six grades. 


9. Teacher Shortage 


It is becoming each year more difficult to secure well trained 
teachers. The teachers colleges will turn out a smaller class in 1944 
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than for many years. These graduates will accept positions in cen- 
tral and consolidated schools in preference to one or two room schools. 
If we had not had in this vicinity several ex-teachers our schools 
this year would have geen taught by untrained people. 
Citizens, we should be sending from this town each year one or 
two high school graduates to the teacher colleges. This year one has 
enrolled in the North Adam’s ‘'eacher College. 


10. The 1943 Salary Law (by the State Legislature) 


All beginning teachers in Massachusetts are to receive $1,200 in 
towns with a valuation of $2,500,000 or over. In towns with a lesser 
valuation $1,000. Due to the shortage of teachers the latter towns 
are required to pay the $1,200. 

We cannot expect our experienced teachers to teach for $1,250, 
which is now the maximum salary. 


11. Fuel 


A few years ago we could secure wood for $8.00 per cord. This 
year we have paid $15.00, and probably the price will be higher the 
coming year. The same holds true with coal. 


12. Budget for 1944 


It is not difficult for one to understand that if we are to main- 
tain the same number of schools the budget will be more. The school 
committee is recommending $35,967. |

District Nurse’s Report - Mrs. Kathleen F. Cromack 


The school program chosen for this year was (1) a good nutri- 
tious breakfast, (2) regular visits to the dentist. 


The annual school examinations were done by the school phy- 
sician, with the predominating defects in the teeth. The audiometer 
testing has not been done this year but will be as soon as possible. 


A boy and a girl attended the Greenfield health camp. 
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All the children were weighed and measured in the spring and 
fall. Also the first aid kits were supplied. 


In July the immunization clinic for dyptheria was held with 28 
children treated. 


The well child conference for pre-school children was held in 
July with the assistance of the State Department of Public Health 
and the three Parent Teachers Association. 62 children were examined. 
Follow up home visits have been made by the District Nurse and 
the State Nutritionist. 


With the cooperation of the Parent Teachers Association and 
the teachers we are trying to have hot lunches in all of the schools.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Griswold Memorial Library: 

Herewith is submitted the report of the Librarian for the year ending 
December 31, 1944. ; 

During the past year one hundred and forty-nine books, sixty-three adult 
and eighty-six juvenile have been added to the Library, and six hundred and 
fifty-two books have been discarded. The following magazines have been 
renewed, Harpers, Atlantic, National Geographic, American, Good House- 
keeping, Ladies’ Home Journal, McCalls, Woman’s Home Companion, Pop- 
ular Science and Children’s Activities. We have received from Clarke May- 
nard of Great Neck, Long Island, a two year subscription to ‘‘The Reader’s 
Digest” in memory of his mother, Mary Clarke Maynard and his aunt, Myra 
Clarke Avery. We have also received from Mrs. Minnie Cary of Greenfield 
a copy of ‘““Catamount Hill Association’ and several books from the estate 
of Mrs. Clara Dennison. 

The Library circulation of books and magazines was 4,692, adult 3,222, 
juvenile 1,470. The State Bookmobile has made seven visits to the town, 
leaving 3,042 books during the year. As these are credited to the Library, it 
makes a total circulation of 7,734. 

Among the children there has been a decided increase in reading for State 
Certificates, one hundred and forty-six Five-book and thirteen Honor or 
Twenty-book Certificates having been awarded to five schools, as follows: 
South, fifty-two Five-book and seven Honor, Griswold, thirty-seven Five- 
book and four Honor, Center, thirty-six Five-book and two Honor, Foundry, 
sixteen Five-book and Shattuckville five Five-book. 

We deeply appreciate the faithful service given us by Mr. Fred Ware, 
who resigned after serving as janitor for many years.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books and accounts of 
the treasurer and town clerk of the town of Colrain for the period from Febru- 
ary 20, 1944, and of the general accounts of the town from January 1, 1944, 
to December 31, 1944, made in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 44, 
General Laws. This is in the form of a report made to me by Mr. Herman B. 
Dine, Assistant Director of Accounts.

Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and accounts of 
the treasurer and town clerk of the town of Colrain for the period from Febru- 
ary 20, 1944, the date of the previous examination, to December 31, 1944, 
and of the general accounts of the town from January 1, 1944, to December 31, 
1944, the following report being submitted thereon: 


The financial transactions as entered on the records of the several de- 
partments receiving or disbursing town funds, or sending out bills for collec- 
tion, were examined and checked in detail. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and checked 
in detail. The accounts outstanding at the time of the previous examination 
and all subsequent commitment lists of the town and district taxes were 
audited and reconciled with the assessors’ warrants. The collections, as re- 
corded, were checked, the payments to the town and district treasurers were 
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verified, the abatements as recorded were proved with the assessors’ records 
of abatements granted, and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 


As a verification of the outstanding accounts, notices were sent to a 
number of persons whose names appeared on the books as owing money to 
the town and fire district, and from the replies received it appears that the 
outstanding accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The collector is to be commended for the promptness with which tax 
collections have been made, there being no taxes prior to 1944 outstanding. 


The transfers from the reserve fund were compared with the authoriza- 
tions for transfers given by the finance committee as recorded in the town 
clerk’s record book. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer were examined and checked in 
detail. The recorded receipts were compared with the records of the depart- 
ments making payments to the treasurer and with other sources from which 
money was paid into the treasury. The payments were checked with the 
selectmen’s warrants, the cash book additions were verified, and the cash 
balance December 31, 1944, was proved by reconciliation of the bank balance 
with a statement received from the depository and by actual count of the cash 
in the office. 


The records of pay-roll deductions on account of federal withholding 
taxes as kept by the treasurer were examined and checked. The payments 
to the depository were verified with the selectmen’s warrants and cancelled 
checks on file, and the balance in the general treasury December 31, 1944, 
was proved. 


The securities, including savings bank books, representing the invest- 
ment of trust funds in the custody of the treasurer were examined and listed, 
the income being proved and the withdrawals verified. It is recommended 
that the bequests received by the treasurer in 1944 be accepted by vote of 
the town. 


The surety bonds of the town officials required to furnish them for the 
faithful performance of their duties were examined and found to be in proper 
form. 


The records of charges for the use of town-owned highway equipment 
were compared with the pay-rolls of the highway department. The recorded 
collections were checked and the payments to the treasurer verified. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer of the Griswold Memorial li- 
brary were examined and checked. The receipts from the town appropriation, 
investment income, and library fines were verified, and the payments were 
checked to the trustees’ records of authorized disbursements and with the 
cancelled checks on file. The securities and savings bank books in the custody 
of the library treasurer were examined and listed. The cash balance Decem- 
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ber 31, 1944, was proved by reconciliation of the bank balance with a state- 
ment received from the bank of deposit. The surety bond of the library 
treasurer for the faithful performance of his duties was examined and found 
to be in proper form. 


The receipts for licenses issued by the selectmen were checked with the 
record of licenses granted. The payments to the treasurer were verified and 
the surety bonds filed with the town by individuals to whom liquor licenses 
were granted were examined and checked with the record of licenses issued. 


The recorded receipts of the sealer of weights and measures were com- 
pared with the record of work done and the payments to the treasurer were 
verified. 


The records of bills sent out for collection by the public welfare (including 
the bureau of old age assistance and aid to dependent children), soldiers’ 
benefits, and school departments were examined and checked. The records 
of the charges were compared with the duplicate bills and audited pay-roll 
sheets on file, the recorded collections were checked with the payments to 
the treasurer, and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 


It is recommended that duplicate bills be made for rentals of highway 
equipment to individuals and other towns, so that a complete audit of this 
account may be made. 


The recorded receipts of the school department for miscellaneous sales 
and collections were examined and checked, and the payments to the treasurer 
were verified. 


The financial records of the town clerk were examined and checked. The 
receipts for dog and sporting licenses were checked with the record of licenses 
issued, the payments to the treasurer and to the Division of Fisheries and 
Game were verified, and the cash on hand December 31, 1944, was proved by 
actual count. 


The appropriations as voted by the town and recorded in the town clerk’s 
records were checked with the amount used by the assessors in fixing the 1944 
tax rate. 


In connection with appropriations for bills of a prior year, attention is 
called to Chapter 179, Acts of 1941, which requires certain certificates to be 
filed, and which provides that such appropriations may only be made by a 
four-fifths vote at an annual town meeting, or by a nine-tenths vote at a 
special meeting. 


It is recommended that greater care be used by the assessors in the prepa- 
ration of the tax commitment list to the collector, as it was found that the 1944 
commitment was $100 less than the amount of the assessors’ warrant. After 
checking the commitment list in detail with the assessors’ valuation book, it 
was found that $100 had been omitted from a tax in the commitment book. 
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The taxpayer involved was contacted and it was explained that an error had 
been made in his bill with the result that a corrected bill was mailed to him by 
the collector. It is also recommended that the collector prove the commitment 
list upon receipt from the assessors, so that errors may be promptly located 
and corrected. 


Ledger accounts were compiled, and a balance sheet, which is appended 
to this report, was prepared showing the financial condition of the town on 
December 31, 1944. The balance sheet indicates that the town is in excellent 
financial condition. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to this report tables 
showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax and 
departmental accounts, as well as tables showing the transactions and condi- 
tion of the trust funds. 


For the cooperation received from the several town officials while engaged 
in making the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and for myself, to 
express appreciation.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and citizens of Colrain: 
I submit to you a report of the leading activities of the year. 
Teacher Changes 


At the Griswold School, Mrs. Clarice Streeter resigned after serving suc- 
cessfully in the town for over twenty years. Colrain lost a valuable teacher. 
Mrs. Muriel Muir, at the same school, did not wish to return because of her 
home duties. Miss Margaret Clark was transferred from the Adamsville 
school to this school. Miss Doris Coleman from Vermont, was elected to fill 
the vacancy in the upper grades. 


At the Foundry School, Miss Honkonen resigned to be married. Miss 
Mary Kelley, a graduate of Fitchburg Teachers’ College, was elected to this 
position. 


Mrs. Louise White, a former teacher, was elected to fill the position at 
the Adamsville school. 


Miss Mary Judge, a graduate of Massachusetts State College, was elected 
for the Spurr School. 


At the South School, Mrs. Elva Goodell decided to retire after having 
served successfully for many years in the Colrain schools. Mrs. Margaret 
Jones, a former teacher in the school union, accepted the position. 


Mrs. Alice Nutting, who taught in the first four grades at the South 
school, declined reelection. Miss Martha Stein, a teacher of experience, ac- 
cepted the position. 
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Repairs 
Mr. Edmund Thompson did most of the repairs, such as cleaning and 
painting. The coming year we should continue along the same line. After 
the war, modern heating systems should be placed in the Shattuckville, Foun- 
dry and Spurr schools. These projects will incur a considerable expense. In 
addition to changing over the interior of the buildings, playground space should 
be provided at all schools as soon as possible. - 


Professional Improvement 


Four of the teachers have taken University Extension Courses at Green- 
field. The school department has financed the registration fee and the teachers 
have paid the remaining cost. Several teachers’ conferences have been held 
as usual during the year with the Superintendent of schools. In November 
the teachers attended the Franklin County Teachers’ Association. 


Parent Teachers’ Associations 


These associations have assisted the schools in many ways. Supplemen- 
tary reading books and playground equipment have been furnished, school 
lunches served, library furniture provided and various activities sponsored 
by these organizations. 


The Curriculum 


The curriculum suggested by the State Department of Education is being 
followed. The department has revised several courses and as soon as printed 
they will be distributed. We are using the Gates-Huber system in reading, 
the Study Arithmetics, the Atwood Thomas Geographies, the Horn Ash- 
baugh Spellers and now are introducing the Tressler, Bardwell and Falk books 
in English. In the social science field we are using the Wilson History in 
Grade III, the Keltey’s History for grades IV and V, Barker’s Bulpean 
History for grade VI, and Southworth’s for grades VII and VIII. . 


In Art a special course has been developed by the Supervisor. The 
Economy System in penmanship is used, and in Music, the Music Series. 


Supervisor of Art and Penmanship—George MacLean 


‘Each teacher in the primary and elementary grades has an outline for 
the drawing to be done in the classes. This outline contains lessons in picture 
representation, figure and nature drawing, poster making, lettering, color, 
construction, etc. I think the classes are doing as well as can be expected. 


Penmanship lessons have consisted of letter formation, writing of words 
and sentences. The comparative writings of the same wording that is done 
three or four times a year, each year the pupil is in school, shows up en tia, 
the improvement in many pupils’ penmanship.” CB ati 


} 
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Supervisor of Music—Colin B. Richmond 


“Several teachers and pupils have presented public programs in music 
which were a credit to the schools. 


Rhythm bands are carried out in some of the schools. 
Fifteen students are taking instrumental instruction. 


Outlines for all grades have been completed. The vocal work in many of 
the rooms is up to a high standard.” 


District Nurse Report—Hazel Pickwell 


‘The school program chosen for this year is (1) proper nutrition, (2) fre- 
quent visits to the dentist. 


All children have been weighed and measured, and routine inspections 
following vacations were given. 


In the spring the children were tested for hearing with the audiometer. 
The machine was not working properly therefore more children than usual 
needed a retest. This was done before the close of school with a much better 
test. 


The immunization clinic for diphtheria was held in May and June with 
19 children immunized 


The well children’s conference for pre-school children was held in July 
with the assistance of the three Parent Teachers’ Associations and the State 
Department of Public Health. 7 : 


The Massachusetts Vision testing apparatus purchased by the three Col- 
rain Parent Teachers’ Associations and the Colrain District Nurses Associa- 
tion was used for the first time this year. 218 children were tested. 33 showed 
major defects. Many follow up home visits have been made. 


There was no Greenfield Health camp this summer. 


Accomplishments: 14 tonsillectomies, 7 children to crippled children’s 
clinic, 2 children to tuberculosis clinic, 1 child to eye specialist, 1 child to 
hospital (eye and ear infirmary) 1 child given emergency first aid at Boston, 
143 home visits. 223 no. of school children.”’ 


Teacher Shortage 


Our former teachers, returning to the classroom, have kept the schools 
open. They are all serving the schools efficiently. The Teachers’ Colleges 
report that there will be very few rural teacher graduates available for 1945. 
School officials and citizens must continue to work with the teachers as they 
have the past few years, if experienced and successful teachers are to be 
retained. 
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Transportation of Pupils 


The following drivers have been employed, Donald Shearer carries pupils 
to Arms Academy. Frank Brown transported Wilson Hill pupils from January 
to July to the Foundry School. Since September he has carried these pupils 
to Adamsville. Walter Brown has had the Churchill and Adamsville routes, 
transporting these pupils to the Foundry School. John Galvin carries the 
Christian Hill pupils to the Spurr School. Fred Hall transports all pupils in 
the eastern part of the town to the South School. Ward Cromack takes two 
pupils to the Center School. 


Tuition Rates

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Griswold Memorial Library: 

Herewith is submitted the report of the Librarian for the year ending 
December 31, 1945. 

During the past year the Library circulation of books and magazines was 
5,515, adult 3,087, juvenile 2,428. The State Bookmobile made eight visits 
to the Library, schools and private homes, leaving 2,690 books, both adult 
and juvenile, making a total circulation of 8,205. 

The Griswold School should be commended for the interest they have 
shown in reading during the last year, and the State Certificates have been 
awarded to the schools as follows: Griswold, seventy-eight Five-book and eight 
Honor or Twenty-book Certificates; South, thirty-one Five-book and five 
Honor; Center, twenty-eight Five-book and three Honor; Foundry, eighteen 
Five-book; Shattuckville, thirteen Five-book and one Honor and Adamsville, 
one Five-book, making a total of one hundred sixty-nine Five-book and 
seventeen Honor Certificates, which is an increase over the previous year. 

One hundred and thirty-four books, seventy-eight adult and fifty-six 
juvenile have been added to the Library and twenty-six books have been dis- 
carded. We have renewed all magazines and have added Look magazine to 
our list for next year. 

We are indebted to Clarke Maynard, supervisor of music in the Public 
Schools of Wilmington Delaware, for the gift of six books and the Reader’s 
Digest in memory of his mother, Mary Clarke Maynard and his aunt, Myra 
Clarke Avery. Mr. Maynard plans to present the Library with six books each 
year, these books to be purchased at the discretion of the Librarian. He has 
also given the Library a sectional bookcase for this Memorial Collection and 
plans to have a suitable plate made to mark the case. The interest that 
Mr. Maynard has taken in our Library is greatly appreciated.

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Colrain for the year ending December 31, 1945, 
and submit the following report thereon: ; 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the several depart-: 
ments collecting or disbursing money for the town or sending out bills for col- 
lection, were examined, checked, and verified. 


Ledger accounts were compiled, and a balance sheet, which is appended 
to this report, was prepared showing the financial condition of the town on 
December 31, 1945. The balance sheet indicates that the town is in excellent 
financial condition. 
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The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and checked 
in detail. The receipts, as recorded, were compared with the departmental 
records of payments to the treasurer and with other sources from which money 
was paid into the treasury. The payments were checked with the warrants 
approved by the selectmen, the cash book was footed, and the cash balance on 
December 31, 1945 was proved by reconciliation of the bank balance with a 
statement furnished by the bank of deposit and by actual count of cash in the 
office. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal taxes, as kept by 
the treasurer, were examined and checked. The payments to the Collector of 
Internal Revenue and the depository were verified with the selectmen’s war- 
rants and cancelled checks on file. 


The securities, including savings bank books, representing the invest- 
ment of trust funds in the custody of the treasurer were examined and listed, 
the income being proved and the withdrawals verified. 


The surety bonds of the treasurer, tax collector, town clerk, and the 
library treasurer for the faithful performance of their duties were examined 
and found to be in proper form. 


The financial records of the town clerk were examined and checked. The 
receipts for dog and sporting licenses were checked with the record of licenses 
granted, the payments to the treasurer and to the Division of Fisheries and 
Game being verified. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer of the Griswold Memorial Li- 
brary were examined and checked. The receipts from the town appropriation, 
investment income, etc., were verified, and the payments were checked to the 
trustees’ records of authorized disbursements and with the cancelled checks on 
file. The securities and savings bank books in the custody of the library treas- 
urer were examined and listed. The balance on December 31, 1945 was proved 
by reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement received from the de- 
pository and by actual count of the cash in the office. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and checked 
in detail. The town and district taxes outstanding according to the previous 
examination, as well as all subsequent commitments, were audited and proved 
with the assessors’ warrants. The recorded collections were checked, the pay- 
ments to the town and district treasurers were verified, and the recorded 
abatements were compared with the records of abatements granted by the 
board of assessors. The outstanding accounts were listed and proved, and the 
cash balance on December 31, 1945 was proved by actual count of the cash in 
the office.

The outstanding accounts were verified by mailing notices to a number of 
persons whose names appeared on the books as owing money to the town and 
the district, and from the replies received it appears that the outstanding 
accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The collector is again to be commended for the promptness with which 
tax collections have been made, there being only a small amount of 1945 taxes 
outstanding on the audit date. 


The records of charges for the use of town-owned highway equipment 
were compared with the payrolls of the highway department. The recorded 
collections were checked and the payments to the treasurer were verified. 


The transfers from the reserve fund were compared with the authoriza- 
tions for transfers given by the finance committee as recorded by the town 
clerk. 


The selectmen’s records of licenses granted were checked with the records 
of licenses issued and the payments to the treasurer were verified. 


The records of bills sent out for collection by the highway, public welfare, 
soldiers’ benefits, and school departments were examined and checked. The 
departmental records of charges were analyzed, the recorded collections were 
compared with the payments to the treasurer, the disallowances and abate- 
ments were checked, and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 


The accounts of the sealer of weights and measures were examined and 
checked. The recorded receipts were compared with the record of fees charged 
and the payments to the treasurer were verified. 


The appropriations, as voted by the town and recorded in the town clerk’s 
records, were checked with the amount used by the assessors in fixing the 
1945 tax rate. 


The records of miscellaneous receipts of the school department were 
examined and checked and the payments to the treasurer were verified. 


The care and accuracy with which the officials have kept their accounts 
greatly facilitated the work of the audit. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to this report tables 
showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax and de- 
partmental accounts, as well as tables showing the transactions of the trust 
funds.

Supervisor of Art and Penmanship—Mr. George MacLean 


“The drawing lessons that I have given in the elementary grades have 
been along the same lines as in previous years. It has been my aim to teach 
the children to develop originality employing art principles rather than have 
them become skillful copyists. 


The children have worked in different media so they may acquaint them- 
selves with various techniques. Many children find that they work better in 
one medium than another. I believe that paper-cutting of original forms and 
patterns for designs develops co-ordination of eye and hand and at. the same 
time makes the pupil mindful of form and mass, and when he places these 
shapes in orderly arrangement he unconsciously acquires art qualities that 
must always be considered in the making of good design. 


I have tried to vary the subject matter and whenever possible correlated 
my art work with other school subjects such as making posters, illustrations, 
COVES, CLC, 


The pupils in my penmanship classes try to carry out my instructions 
during the time I am with them. The majority of these pupils do not carry 
over these instructions into other lessons that require penmanship.” 


Supervisor of Music—Mr. Colin B. Richmond 


‘‘At the Center School all the pupils that started instrumental instruction 
last year (with the exception of one), have continued and one new student has 
been added. For the first time in several years an instrumental class has been 
started in this schoo. 


The music group in the instrumental section at the South School is the 
largest ever. There are eight very active and interested participants in this 


group. 
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At the Foundry School the rhythm band is progressing very nicely. Also 
a similar band at the Shattuckville School is well advanced. This is the second 
year for the latter group. 


The overall picture in vocal music in the Colrain schools is in a better 
position than at any time during the past years of the war.” 


District Nurse—Mrs. Hazel Pickwell, R.N. 
The school program for this year is ‘‘good health’’. 


The annual physical examinations have been given by the school physician 
assisted by the nurse, with few major defects. 


The routine weighing and measuring of the children is done each spring 
and fall, showing a gain, with very few exceptions. 


In the spring the children were tested with the audiometer, for hearing, 
Very few showed major defects. 


The diphtheria immunization clinic was held in June and July with 19 
children immunized. 


The well child conference for preschool children was held in July with the 
assistance of the Parent Teachers Associations and the State Department of 
Public Health. Sixty-nine children were examined. 


One girl attended the Greenfield Health Camp. 


The Massachusetts Vision testing apparatus is now being used in the 
schools. °

Looking Ahead 


To modernize the Foundry, Shattuckville, and Spurr schools would make 
it necessary to invest several thousands of dollars. If that were done we would 
still have several grades in each room. To me such an educational investment 
would be unwise. 
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What then are the alternatives? 
(1) Add rooms to the Griswold and Center schools. 


(2) Transport pupils so that no teacher would have more than two or 
three grades. 


(3) Plan for a central school. It is expected that Federal Funds may be 
available for towns whose valuation is low. 


What plan would be necessary to inform the citizens concerning the 
above project? 


The School Committee, the Selectmen, and the Finance Committee 
should first make a study of such a project. The citizens, through the various 
organizations and clubs, could then discuss the recommendations of the town 
officials. Then the final move would be to have the people express their views 
upon the same at a town meeting. 


Citizens, is it not the time to discuss such a project? 


A Sound Moving Picture Machine 


The time has come when Colrain should have a sound moving picture 
machine to use in the schools and for the several organizations of the town. I 
trust that in the coming year we may be able to purchase one. The Quintus 
Allen Fund could be used to assist in buying this machine. 


A Charter of Education for Rural Children 


This charter was adopted by the First White House Conference on Rural 
Education. 


1. Every rural child has the right to a satisfactory, modern elementary 
education. 


2. Every rural child has the right to a satisfactory, modern secondary 
education. 


3. Every rural child has the right through his school to health services, 
educational and vocational guidance, library facilities, recreational activities, 
and, where needed, school lunches and pupil transportation facilities at public 
expense. 
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4. Every rural child has the right to teachers, supervisors, and administra- 
tors who know rural life and who are educated to deal effectively with the 
problems peculiar to rural schools. 


5. Every rural child has the right to a school that is open not less than 
nine months in each year for at least twelve years. 


6. Every rural child has the right to attend school in a satisfactory mod- 
ern building. 


7. Every rural child has the right through the school to participate in 
community life and culture. 


8. Every rural child has the right to have the tax resources of the com- 
munity, state, and nation to guarantee him an American standard of educa- 
tional opportunity. 


Colrain schools are providing many of these requisites. 
A Cooperative Town 


The town officials, the several organizations, and the citizens of Colrain 
have been most helpful in assisting our teachers, supervisors, and the superin- 
tendent of schools. , 


In concluding, I want to thank you all for making the schools a major 
interest.

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REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


O 


As this is the first annual report of the Colrain Fire Department, it 
will be necessary to go back a few years in order to bring to the attention 
of the citizens the progress made in regard to fire protection in Colrain 
over the past few years. 


Years ago there was a settlement on Catamount Hill. Today it has 
vanished. Due to lack of fire protection most of the houses burned to the 
ground in spite of the efforts of the bucket brigades. The first step for- 
ward for better fire protection was taken around 1900-1902 when the 
Citizens in Colrain Valley organized the Colrain Fire District. This was 
limited, however, to Colrain Center. The outlying districts were still un- 
protected. The town continued like this until 1944. 


One by one the farm buildings were being destroyed by fire. 


Early in 1944 a Town Fire Department was formed. The men were 
trained under the supervision of a state fire instructor. In July 1944 the 
Fire Department petitioned the Selectmen to call a special town meeting 
for the purpose of purchasing a fire truck. 


The town people, aware of the protection and savings afforded by a 
fire apparatus, voted in favor and the truck was purchased. 


Since the truck arrived in Colrain it has been called to 17 fires in the 
Town. Our first fire was the worst. Due to lack of hose, we were unable 
to reach the fire. Help was called from Shelburne and Greenfield at this 
fire. All other fires were handled by your own department. We feel as 
time passes that Colrain will continue to support the department in its 
needs. We are able now to call Greenfield or Shelburne for aid with no 
expense to the town or owner of property. This was accomplished through 
a mutual aid system. 


We have found that it is very difficult to get to a fire over the Colrain 
Mountain, due to the hard pull over the mountain with the heavy load on 
the truck. With the appropriation which we are asking this year, we in- 
tend to purchase a portable pump to assist us in reaching hard to get 
at water supplies. We also need rain coats and boots for better protec- 
ion to our firemen. 


Let us all work together in the coming year so that Colrain may have 
the best fire protection possible.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Griswold Memorial Library: 


Herewith is submitted the report of the Librarian for the year ending 
December 31, 1946. 

During the past year one hundred and thirty books, seventy-two adult 
and fifty-eight juvenile have been added to the Library. Thirteen of these 
books were gifts, six books and “Readers Digest” having been added to 
the Clarke Maynard Memorial Collection and seven juvenile books being 
given by Marylin Johnson, granddaughter of the late Herbert Hale. Nine- 
teen books have been re-bound and fifty-two discarded. 

The Library circulation of books and magazines for the year was 
6,570, adult 4,042, juvenile 2,528. The State Bookmobile made seven visits 
to the town leaving 2,701 books, adult 1,180, juvenile 1,521, making a total 
circulation of 9,271. 

One hundred and eighteen Five—book and thirteen Honor or Twenty— 
book State Reading Certificates have been awarded to the children of the 
schools as follows: Center, thirty-nine Five—book and one Honor, South, 
thirty-seven Five—book and six Honor, Griswold, twenty-nine Five—book 
and four Honor, Shattuckville, eleven Five—book and two Honor and 
Adamsville, two Five—book. Of these certificates eleven have been given 
to third grade children of Center and Shattuckville schools. 

The Library was closed for a two weeks vacation in August, and the 
Librarian attended the fall meeting of the Connecticut Valley Library Club 
held at Greenfield Library. 

The Library building is badly in need of repair, a portion of the 
ceiling having fallen in one room and all the ceilings have peeling paint 
and bad cracks. The roof has leaked for a long time and the finish is being 
spoiled on cases, floors and woodwork. During a recent bad storm the 
children’s room was so flooded that it was necessary to remove some of 
the books to keep them from being ruined. The whole interior needs re- 
decorating. The Librarian receives practically twenty-seven cents an hour 
for her time, which does not include extra clerical work such as ordering 
and cataloging books, necessary correspondence, etc. For over twenty- 
five years the only increase in the Librarian‘s salary has been the small 
matter of ten dollars. The cost of books is constantly increasing while 
the income from Library funds has been dwindling for some time. Where- 
as appropriations for other town projects have been increased from time to 
time that for the Library has remained stationary, therefor it seems that 
the time has come when this matter should be brought to the attention of 
the voters of the town, who should consider it a duty to show their ap- 
preciation for this generous gift of a once beautiful building by granting 
an appropriation sufficiently large so that it can be properly maintained.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH

The work of the Board of Health was performed as usual during the 
year. There were variable numbers of contagious diseases reported during 
the year, including chicken pox, whooping cough, scarlet fever, mumps, 
and measles; also several cases of malaria. 

The Well Child Conferences and Toxoid Clinics were conducted in the 
usual manner with a very good response on the part of parents of pre- 
school children. 


During the summer it became necessary for the Board to issue a 
boiling order to the users of water from the Colrain Fire District reser- 
voir due to the high degree of pollution. 

As the year drew to a close, arrangements were started to have the 
school children of Colrain receive booster shots of toxoid to increase 
their immunity against diphtheria, as this disease has become more prev- 
alent. 

Water supplies, dairy farms, dumps and sewage situations have been 
viewed by the Board. |

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS

To the School Committee and Citizens of Colrain: 
Schoolbuildings 


This year because of a decrease in enrollment, the Adamsville and 
Spurr Schools have been temporarily closed. 


The State Department of Public Safety has condemned the Shattuck- 
ville, Foundry, Adamsville, and South Schoolbuildings. The heating, 
ventilating, and plumbing facilities are inadequate. The enrollment at the 
Spurr was under ten, so we were allowed to use the building for a few 
weeks this fall. 


The Department of Public Safety is issuing every ninety days permits 
so that we may continue to use four of the above buildings because of ab- 
normal economic conditions pertaining to building material, and as the 
town voted at its last annual meeting to appoint a Fact Finding Committee 
to investigate school sites and schoolbuildings. 


Fact Finding Committee 


At the annual town meeting February 4, 1946 a very important vote 
was taken. This vote authorized the moderator to appoint a Fact Finding 
Committee to consider sites, schoolbuildings, and educational needs. 


This committee recently made its report which will be acted upon at a 
special town meeting January 6, 1947. 


Teachers 


A school system which has each year a large turnover of teachers can- 
not long do efficient work. 


Colrain has lost six teachers during the year. I wish to pay my re- 
spect to these teachers for the efficient services rendered and especially to 
Mrs. Gertrude Streeter and Mrs. Pearl Germain who have taught several 
years in the town. 


At the Foundry School Mrs. Louise Mason has done very efficient 
work for the past two years. Likewise Mrs. Louise White at the Adams- 
ville School, was a great asset to the system. 


Miss Coleman and Miss Hebard were conscientious and loyal teachers. 


Recently Colrain adopted a salary schedule which compares very 
favorably with others in this section of the state. It is hoped that this will 
assist the committee in securing and retaining efficient teachers. Although 
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it is estimated that we will not have enough trained teachers for our rural 
sections before 1950-1952. 


State Aid 


Several bills will be introduced in the 1947 legislature proposing 
more State Aid for public education. Colrain needs such aid, for the town 
is now raising for education a larger percent of its taxes than most of 
the towns of the state. 


Curriculum 


The curriculum has not changed to any degree during the year. The 
sound moving picture machine now allows the teachers to present a larger 
variety of pictures. 


Revised editions of arithmetic in grades three and four have been 
added. 


The Rinehart system of penmanship has been introduced. Once a 
month special teachers visit the schools and check the work taught the 
previous month, and outline plans for the next month. 


The cost for this instruction is five hundred dollars per year.

REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 1946 


Routine physical examinations were made on the pupils in all of the 
schools during the year and the parents were notified in the usual manner 


of the defects found. 


Epidemics of mumps, whooping cough, and measles were in evidence 
during the year with also a few instances of scarlet fever. Complete re- 
coveries ensued in all cases. The children of the South School were exam- 
ined and kept under observation for a week following an outbreak of 
scarlet fever in that school. 


In my opinion the general health of the pupils in our schools is 
showing a favorable trend despite the numerous shortages experienced 
during the war. The number and gravity of defects noted were less than 
previous years. The response shown by the parents regarding defect 
notices, continues to be very commendable. The benefit of pre-school ex- 
aminations is marked by the improved health status of our first graders. 


The cooperative attitude of the parents in having their children im- 
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munized against diphtheria in the past, is paying dividends now in that 
practically all of the children have some degree of immunity. It will be 
considered wise, however, to give all the children in the schools booster 
shots of toxoid after Xmas vacation in view of the unusual number of 
cases occurring throughout the country, and especially in Eastern Massa- 
chusetts. Therefore, the parents are urged to sign permission slips in order 
that their children will get benefit of increased and prolonged immunity 
against this dreaded disease. 


REPORT OF THE DISTRICT NURSE 1946 


This fall the physical examinations have been completed by Dr. Olson 
assisted by the nurse. Few major defects were noted. Those most frequent- 
ly noted were children who need dental care, and who need removal of 
tonsils. Three children were recommended to clinics. 


All children were weighed in the spring and fall, and have shown a 
gain throughout the year. 


The state audiometer was used this fall to test the hearing of all chil- 
dren except the first and second grades. A retest was given to children 
not having a good record, which showed three children with imperfect 
hearing. 


The Massachusetts Vision Test has been used this fall, and notices of 
vision defects sent home. Six children have obtained glasses because of 
this test. 


Two girls and one boy attended the Greenfield Health Camp for four 
weeks each. 


During the spring, the diphtheria immunization clinic was held for 
preschool children, and any other children who had not received the immu- 
nization. Twenty-nine children were inoculated. Five were of school age. 


The Well Child Conference for preschool children was held in July 
with the assistance of members of the Parent Teachers Associations, and 
the State Department of Public Health, and Dr. Olson as attending phys- 
ician. Eighty-two children attended.

Cooperating Agencies 
Several organizations have assisted the schools in various ways. The 
purchasing of a Sound Projection Machine, the supporting of school 
lunches, the securing of supplementary books and equipment, and the pro- 
viding of many social events for the teachers and pupils have been greatly 
appreciated. 


The Citizens of Colrain deserve much credit for such services. 


Music and Art 


Both supervisors, George MacLean, Supervisor of Art, and Colin 
Richmond, Supervisor of Music resigned. Both men had contributed much 
to the schools of the Union. Such instructors are difficult to replace. 


In August Stanléy Smithers, a graduate of Syracuse University, with 
several years of experience was elected Supervisor of Music. The Art 
position has not been filled. Mr. Smithers presents the following report. 


“In submitting my first report as Supervisor of Music, I would like 
to say that the status of the music program in Colrain is, on the whole, 
quite encouraging. The teachers have been and are continuing to be very 
helpful to me in carrying out my work. 


The vocal work is moving along nicely with a great deal of interest 
being shown by the pupils. 

There are fourteen boys and girls in the town who are taking part in 
the instrumental work; one at Griswoldville, six at the Center School and 
seven at the South School. This is encouraging, but I would be very happy 
to have more participation. If any parents would like to discuss this with 
me, relative to their own children, I would be glad to cooperate. Several 
members of the Center instrumental group have played at Church and 
School Entertainments. 


All the schools are at present working on Christmas programs and 
they promise to be of fine quality. 


I trust that by working together we shall be able to make music a 
vital and helpful part of our school program and community life.”

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and accounts 
of the town of Colrain for the year ending December 31, 1946, and submit 
the following report thereon: 


The records of financial transactions of the several departments re- 
ceiving or disbursing town funds or sending out bills for collection were 
examined and checked. 


The surety bonds of the town clerk, town treasurer, tax collector, and 
library treasurer were examined and found to be in proper form. 
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The receipts for licenses issued by the board of selectmen were 
checked with the record of licenses granted and the payments to the 
treasurer were verified. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked. The tax accounts outstanding at the time of the previous exam- 
ination and all subsequent commitments lists of poll, personal, real estate, 
and motor vehicle excise taxes, as well as district taxes, were audited 
and proved with the warrants given by the board of assessors. The re- 
corded collections were compared with the payments to the town and 
district treasurers, the recorded abatements were checked with the as- 
sessors’ record of abatements granted, the outstanding accounts were 
listed and proved, and tthe cash balance on January 4, 1947 was proved by 
actual count. 


Verification of the outstanding accounts was made by sending notices 
to a number of persons whose names appeared on the books as owing 
money to the town, the replies received thereto indicating that the ac- 
counts, as listed are correct. 


The tax collector is to be commended for the promptness with which 
taxes have been collected, there being no taxes outstanding prior to 1946. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and 
checked in detail. The recorded receipts were analyzed and checked with 
the records of the departments making payments to the treasurer and with 
the other sources from which money was paid into the town treasury, 
while the expenditures were compared with tthe selectmen’s warrants and 
with the classified record of payments. The cash balance on January 4, 
1947 was proved by reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement 
_ furnished by the bank and by actual count of the cash on hand. 


The securities and savings bank books representing the investment of 
trust funds in the custody of the town treasurer were examined and listed, 
the income being proved and the withdrawals being verified by compar- 
ison with the treasurer’s record of receipts. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of federal taxes were 
examined and checked. The payments to the depository and to the Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue were verified, and the amounts deducted from 
the employees’ salaries were listed and proved with the card record kept 
by the treasurer. . 


The financial transactions of the town clerk were examined and 
checked. The receipts for dog and sporting licenses were checked with 
the record of licenses issued, the payments to the State and the town 
treasurer were verified, and the cash on hand on January 4, 1947 was 
proved by actual count. 


The accounts of the sealer of weights and measures were examined. 
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The recorded receipts were checked with the record of work done and the 
payments to the treasurer were verified. 


The records of charges for the use of town-owned highway equip- 
ment were compared with the payrolls of the highway department. The 
recorded charges were listed and the payments to the treasurer were 
verified. 


The records of bills sent out for collection on account of highways, 
street lights, aid to dependent children, old age assistance, and school 
tuition were examined and checked. The charges were listed and added, 
the payments to the treasurer were verified, and the outstanding accounts 
were listed and proved. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer of the Griswold Memorial 
Library were examined and checked. The recorded receipts on account of 
miscellaneous sales, fines, investment income, etc., were checked. The 
payments were checked with the cancelled checks on file and with the 
trustee’s orders. The cash balance was proved by reconciliation of the 
bank balance with a statement furnished by the bank and by actual count 
of the cash on hand. 


The securities and savings bank books in custody of the library 
treasurer were examined and listed, the income was checked, and the 
warrants withdrawn and transferred to the treasurer’s income account 
were verified. 


Ledger accounts were compiled, and a balance sheet, which is ap- 
pended to this report, was prepared showing the financial condition of 
the town on December 31, 1946. 


The records of the several departments have been kept efficiently and 
accurately thereby greatly facilitating the work of the audit. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are tables 
showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax 
and departmental accounts, as well as tables showing the transactions and 
condition of the trust funds. 


For the cooperation received from all town officials while engaged 
in making the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and for myself, 
to express appreciation.

Librarian’s Report 


17S eae aa 


To the Trustees of the Griswold Memorial Library: | 


Herewith is submitted the report of the Librarian for the year ending 
December 31, 1947. 


During the past year eighty-three new books, nine of which were 
gifts, have been added to the Library, and seventy-one have been dis- 
carded. Magazine subscriptions with the exception of Harper’s have been 
re-newed. In keeping with the trend of the times there is a marked in- 
crease in the price of both books and magazines. 


Sixty Five-book and three Honor or Twenty-book State Reading Cer- 
tificates have been issued as follows: Center, thirty-six Five-book and 
one Honor, South, nineteen Five-book and two Honor and Griswold, five 
Five-book. Whereas the schools have had as large a circulation of books 
from both Library and Bookmobile as last year they have not reported on 
so many to the Librarian. We may be able to bring this matter to the 
attention of the teachers in order that encouragement may be given for 
making more book reports. 


Library circulation of books and magazines was 6,595, adult 3,754, 
juvenile 2,841. Bookmobile circulation was 2,305, adult 1,205, juvenile 
1,100, making a total of 8,900. The circulation of adult non-fiction was 
872. 


The State Bookmobile made seven visits to Library, schools,’ and 
homes last year, but, due to the resignation of the Librarian, Miss Mc- 
Cormick, this service has been temporarily discontinued, but, as soon as 
a new Librarian is secured, it is expected that the Bookmobile will re- 
sume its regular schedule.

Report ‘of 
School Building Committee 


FOR 1947 


At a special town meeting held January 6, the town voted not to 
purchase the schoolbuilding site recommended by the 1946 building com- 
mittee. 


It did vote that a new committee be appointed to act in conjunction 
with the school committee to consider additional sites. 


The 1947 committee elected Clifford Avery Chairman and Supt. W. H. 
Buker secretary. The other members appointed were Lawrence Lively, 
Raymond Nichols, Marshall Fairbanks, Mrs. Edith Lynde and Mrs. 
Louise O’Brien. Mrs. O’Brien was not able to serve and M. E. Page 
was appointed in her place. The members of the school committee were 
Rockwell Donelson, Mrs. Agnes Purington and Wilfred Miller. 


On May one, a special town meeting was called and the town voted 
to purchase the Brigham Site at $5,250.00. Also voted to take from 
surplus funds $4,000.00 for an architect. 


At this meeting the following vote was passed, “That the Building 
Committee bring in complete plans, specifications, and estimated cost of 


=*31°- 


construction, and to report not later than the next regular town meeting 
in February 1948, and for that purpose to appropriate the sum of $4,000.06 
from unappropriated funds in the treasury.” 


After interviewing three architects the committee elected Arthur 
Eldridge as architect. 


September 13 the committee and the architect visited several school- 
buildings in Massachusetts, Connecticut and New York. 


4 
The committee has met fourteen times to discuss the problem and 
have received many valued suggestions from many sources. 


The proposed building has nine classrooms, a gymnasium, adequate 
space for basketball, a shop room, a cafeteria, health rooms, a teachers’ 
room, a principal and a school committee room, and many other conven- 
iences found in a modern building. 


The proposed brick building has two stories and a basement. The 
grounds are large enough for a baseball field and other recreational fa- 
cilities. . 


At the February Annual Town Meeting the committee will present 
preliminary estimates as to the cost of the proposed building.

School Superintendent's Report 


OCI er eo 
To the School Committee and Citizens of Colrain: 


The year 1947 has been one of various activities. The most important 
one was concerning school buildings. The town during the year has se- 
cured a building lot at Colrain Center. The building committee has employed 
an architect to make plans and secure estimates as to the cost of a central 
building. This information will be available at the annual town meeting. 
The building committee requested of the legislature that the town’s borrow- 
ing capacity be increased in order to construct a building. The request was 
granted. ‘ 


Those who are best informed in economics believe that building costs 
will not be much lower in the near future. If they are right we should not 
postpone building, if it is financially possible to do so. Parents and school 
officials should not allow children to attend non-certified buildings much 
longer. The health and safety of our children is first and foremost. 


The Department of Public Safety has condemned the Shattuckville, 
Foundry and South Schools. These schools are being operated without 
certificates. The inspector of public buildings recently informed the writer 
that he was waiting to see what action the town would take at its annual 
meeting concerning constructing a central school. 


Transportation 


The second activity has been the change in the transportation of children 
in the east and west parts of the town. The committee employed Donald 
Shearer to transport these children, using one bus for each section. The 
children from the western area attend the Foundry and Center Schools, and 
those in East Colrain attend the South School. This change largely came 
about because the state had set up new standards for busses. The increased 
transportation reimbursement from the state will largely offset the increased 
cost of transportation to the town. 


Curriculum 


The third activity has been the introduction of a Program of Studies: 
(grades 1 - 3) prepared by the State Department of Education. Teachers 
are finding this program very helpful. 


The penmanship system is very worthwhile. This system is now used 
in nearly all the towns in this section of the state. 


The revised editions of the Study Arithmetics are being purchased for 
the intermediate grades. 
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A supervisor of Art was employed in September. In these few months 
one can see the vaiue of having a supervisor in this specialized field. Col- 
rains share in the supervisor’s salary is four hundred ninety-two dollars. 


Salaries and Wages 


The fourth major activity of the committee has been to adjust salaries 
to meet the demands of the day. In all cases it has been necessary to in- 
crease wages and salaries to meet changing economic conditions. The com- 
mittee has also found that the operating costs of the schools have increased 
from fifteen to twenty percent. 


Testing Program 


The purpose of a testing program is to assist pupils in securing more 
efficiently, an education, or we might say to become more useful citizens. 


In October, we test grades four, six and eight to determine the pupils’ 
general knowledge, gained from the classroom, the home, and society. This 
information is of great help to the teachers. 


At midyear we give standardized subject tests for the purpose of com- 
paring our teaching methods and subject matter with that of other school 
systems. After the midyear tests are scored, the teachers, during the re- 
mainder of the year give more individual attention to those pupils who 
need it.

Music and Art 


Stanley H. Smithers, Music Supervisor, reports: 


I feel that the music program in general is progressing satisfactorily, 
particularly the vocal aspect. 


Considerable emphasis has been placed on the reading of music. I am 
convinced that the students should be taught to understand music as well as 
to enjoy it, for I believe that understanding adds to the enjoyment. 


A great deal of two and three-part singing has been done in the upper 
erades, as was so admirably demonstrated by the large chorus which per- 
formed at the graduation exercises. 


During the year a record player was purchased and this will add to 
the appreciation program, particularly if we are able to purchase additional 
records. 


New music books have been placed in most of the rooms and it is hoped 
that additional ones can be added this year. These books were needed badly 
and are greatly appreciated. 


There are only twelve boys and girls in town who are taking part in 
the instrumental work. This is a decrease of two from last year. As the 
students move on to high school, it is very important that others begin in- 
struction. At present there are seven instrumentalists at the Center School, 
four at the South School, and only one at Griswold. I would like to in- 
crease this number if possible.

I would like to give a brief account of the work that the Colrain stu- 
dents are doing in the music program at Arms Academy. There are thirty 
members in the band at present, and one-third of these pupils are from 
Colrain. A like percentage of the hundred voice chorus would be accurate. 
These students are contributing much to the success of the music program 
at Arms. 


The band made thirteen public appearances during 1947, including all 
of the football games, the 4th of July parade, the Franklin County Fair and 
the Senior play. They gave a good account of themselves on all occasions. 


Through hard work and loyalty, and the generosity of the Alumni As- 
sociation, we have been able to purchase new capes and caps. 


The chorus needs additional boys’ voices very badly and any new mem- 
bers would be welcomed. 


Special mention should be made of the Spring Concert, where approxi- 
mately one hundred members of the band and chorus gave a fine account 
of themselves. They deserve a great deal of credit for their hard work. 


I would like to thank the teachers, school officials, and townspeople 
for their help and cooperation in the past. I shall continue to try and make 
music a vital and helpful part of our school and community life. 


John J. Shea, Art Supervisor, reports: 


Children in the first four grades have expressed themselves by means 
of representation. They have drawn boys and girls in various positions. 
They also are beginning to realize that each color has a different value. 
During September and October I took specimens from nature such as leaves, 
fruit, flowers, seedpots and sprays from trees and colorful vegetables. The 
students in all grades did extra outside drawing in observance of American 
Art Week, November 1-7. The month of December training was given them 
in terms of line, shape, form and color in order to create order and beauty. 


Health 
Mrs. Hazel Pickwell, R. N., School Nurse, reports: 


The school program for this year is “dental health.” 


The annual physical examinations have been completed this fall by Dr. 
Olson, assisted by the nurse. All children have been weighed and measured 
in the spring and fall. 


In the fall, all children except the first and second grades, were tested 
for hearing with the state audiometer. 


One boy attended the Greenfield Health Camp. 


The diphtheria immunization clinic for pre-school children and any 
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other children not yet immunized, was held in the spring by Dr. Olson, as- 
sisted by the nurse. Twenty-seven children received the series of three 
innoculations, and three of these were of school age. Forty-three children 
received the “booster” dose. During the winter months one hundred eighty- 
one school children received the “booster” dose. 


The Well Child Conference for pre-school children was held in June 
assisted by members of the Parent-Teachers Associations, the State De- 
partment of Public Health, and Dr. Olson as examining physician. Ninety- 
one children attended. Seven of these were to enter school in the fall.

The children in all the schools were given physical examinations by 
the school physician and school nurse according to the usual routine. 


The general health and development of the children was found to be 
predominantly good. Few defects of any consequence were found. The 
response on the part of the parents to defect notices, continues to be 
favorable. 


In the early part of the year all of the children were given booster 
doses of diphtheria toxoid because of the unusual number of cases of 
diphtheria developing in the state. 


The general state of good health of the majority of our children is 
very gratifying and I feel that an optimistic attitude is justifiable as far 
as further improvements are concerned, in view of the increased interest 
and enlightenment on the part of the children and their parents as pertains 
to factors relating to good health.

LIBRARIAN'S REPORT 


Herewith is submitted the report of the Librarian for the year ending 
December 31, 1948. 


During the past year ninety-four books, seventy-one adult and twenty- 
three juvenile, have been added to the library. Thirteen of these books 
were gifts, and donors were Mrs. Frank Apt, Mrs. Winnie Worden and 
Mr. Clarke Maynard. In addition to Mr. Maynard’s annual gift of six 
books, we have received from him a two-year subscription to “The Reader’s 
Digest”. Thirty-four books have been discarded. 


Library circulation of books and magazines was 5,921; adult 3,109, 
juvenile 2,812. Bookmobile circulation was 1,272; adult 577, juvenile 695, 
making a total circulation of 7,193. The circulation of adult non-fiction 
was 642 and juvenile 558. 7 


The State Bookmobile resumed its service in August after several 
months of inactivity, and since that time has made four visits to town. Miss 
Jane Lewis is the new librarian and Mr. Flood continues as clerk and 
chauffeur. 


Fifty-six Five-book and two Honor or Twenty-book Certificates have 
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been awarded to the school children as follows: Griswold, twenty-eight 
Five-book; Center, twenty Five-book and two Honor and South, eight 
Five-book. 


We appreciate the fact that necessary repairs have been made to the 
library roof, thereby eliminating further damage by rain and snow. Loose 
plaster has been removed and certain sections have been newly plastered, 
and we hope that, in the near future, the entire interior of the building can 
be re-decorated, so that once again we may be proud of the appearance of 
the library which Mr. Joseph Griswold so generously gave to the town.

The Building Committee reports that the following bill was pass- 
ed by the General Court of 1948. The effect of this legislation is to in- 
crease the borrowing capacity of the town by $185,000. 

Chapter 246 


“THE COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 


In the Year One Thousand Nine Hundred and Forty-eight 
AN ACT Authorizing The Town of Colrain To Borrow Money For 
School Purposes. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled and by the authority of the same, as follows: SEC- 
TION 1, Section 1 of chapter 505 of the acts of 1947 is hereby amended 
by striking out, in line 6, the words “one hundred and twenty-five” and 
inserting in place thereof the words:— one hundred and eighty-five, — 
so as to read as follows :— Section 1. For the purpose of acquiring land 
and constructing and originally equipping and furnishing a _ school 
building, the town of Colrain may borrow, from time to time, within a 
period of five years from the passage of this act, such sums of money 


as may be necessary, not exceeding, in the aggregate, one hundred and 
eight-five thousand dollars, and may issue bonds or notes therefor which 
shall bear on their face the words, Colrain School Loan, Act of 1947, 
Each authorized issue shall constitute a separate loan, and such loans 
shall be paid in not more than twenty years from their dates. Indebt- 
ness incurred under this act shall be in excess of the statutory limit but 
shall, except as provided herein, be subject to chapter forty-four of 
the General Laws, exclusive of the limitation contained in the first 
paragraph of section seven thereof. Section 2. This act shall be sub- 
mitted for acceptance to the voters of said town at any town meeting 
held within three years after its passage in the form of the following 
question which shall be placed on the official ballot for the election 
of town officers, if action is to be taken at an annual town meeting, or 
on a printed ballot to be prepared for use in connection with the voting 
list if action is taken at a special town meeting. “Shall an act passed 
by the general court in the year nineteen hundred and forty-eight, 
entitled, ‘An Act authorizing the town of Colrain to borrow money for 
school purposes’, be accepted?” If a majority of the votes in answer to 
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said question is in the affirmative, then the act shall thereupon become 
fully effective, but not otherwise.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


© 
To the School Committee and the Citizens of Colrain: 


I submit herewith a report of the public schools of Colrain for the 
year ending December 31, 1948. 


Curriculum study and revision must be a continuing program if 
we are to maintain satisfactory standards. Further study of Reading, 
Social Studies, Language, and Science is under consideration by the 
elementary teachers. Drastic changes are neither necessary nor desir- 
able. Minor changes in emphasis are of paramount importance. Since 
September particular attention has been given to the basic reading pro- 
gram. Miss Frances Harrington, Reading Consultant for Macmillan 
Company, spent a full week with the primary teachers, followed by a 
half day discussion attended by all the elementary teachers and Mrs. 
Haller of the Arms Academy faculty. 


New legislation repeals the provisions of Chapter 70 of the Gen- 
eral Laws whereby $6,500,000 of state income tax monies were dis- 
tributed to the towns and cities. A new Chapter 70, effective Jan. 1, 
1949 provides for the distribution of 15.5 millions of dollars on a equal- 
izing formula which in general will give more to poor towns than to 
wealthy towns. It provides’ that no town is to receive less “Schol Aid” 
than it received in 1948. 


There is considerable disagreement relative to whether there is 
more or less money available for schools. The formula for distribution 
of monies under the new Chapter 70 is intended to result in a more equit- 
able equalization of educational opportunity. Present indications are that 
Colrain will benefit from the act. 


SALARY POLICY 


The School Committee, with the Teachers’ Club cooperating, have 
developed a salary policy designed to be sensitive to the index of the 
cost of living. Two main features are (1) a schedule of beginning sal- 
aries based on the Index of the Cost of Living as published by the 
Massachusetts Department of Labor and Industries and the teacher’s 
preparation, and (2) a schedule of increments based on the teacher’s ex- 
perience and interest in professional improvement. 


It is hoped that this policy will keep local salaries in line with 
comparable opportunities in this area, and provide sufficient flexibility 
to attract and hold the servivces of desirable teachers. 
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It is gratifying to note that progress is being made toward the 
building of one adequate school plant. It is just not possible to expect 
teachers loaded with four grades and as many as 40 pupils to be able 
to adequately prepare the average child to do high school work. I would 
not care to infer that pupils will not do well in high school, but I would 
emphasize that they will have a much harder time to maintain stand- 
ards satisfactory to themselves and their parents. The building as plan- 
ned will enable Colrain to render an educational service equal to any 
offered in the modern schools now in operation.

Physical examinations were done on all the children in the schools 
of Colrain during 1948. These examinations were made by the school 
physician with the assistance of the school nurse. In the past these ex- 
aminations, although appropriate for the circumstances, never seemed 
quite adequate and in view of that fact a new procedure was adopted 
this year which proved to be a decided improvement. With the very 
excellent cooperation of a number of members of the Parent Teachers 
Association it was possible to bring all of the children to my office in 
small groups and the examinations conducted in a much more suit- 
able environment and to an adequate extent. 


The general health of the pupils and their status of physical de- 
velopment was found to be quite satisfactory on the whole.

The annual physical examinations have been completed this fall 
by Dr. Olson assisted by the nurse. All children were weighed and 
measured in the spring and fall. 


The audiometer loaned to us by the Massachusetts Department of Pub- 
lic Health, was used in the fall to test the hearing of all school chil- 
dren except the first and second grade. Few children showed a hear- 
ing loss. 


The Massachusetts Vision Test has been used to test 218 children. 
Several vision defects were noted. 


This year for the first time the immunization clinic for pre-school 
children included immunization for whooping cough and tetanus as well 
as diphtheria. 49 children attended. 


The Well Child Conference for preschool children was held in June 
with the assistance of the Parent Teacher Associations, the Massachu- 
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setts Department of Public Health, and Dr. Olson as examining phy- 
sician. 104 children attended. 14 of these entered the first grade this 
fall.

The music program is making satisfactoryy progress in general. 


The supply of new music books is now nearly complete. This has 
added a great deal to the enjoyment and success of the work. 


The continuance of music reading is begining to show results and 
will undoubtedly improve more. It is a phase of the work which I feel 
is important. 


Two and three part singing has been done in the upper grades with 
considerable success, as was again demonstrated at the graduation ex- 
ercises. 


The schools now have access to a complete course in Music Ap- 
preciation, consisting of 21 albums of fine records for all ages in the 
school. 


The instrumental program has not expanded as I had hoped it 
would. There are only eleven boys and girls in this work. Out of 
these eleven, nine are from the South School. This is a very commend- 
able average for that school. They are at present organizing a small 
band of their own and seem to be greatly interested in it. I would wel- 
come new instrumentalists in the other schools. There are many boys 
and girls with excellent ability who would do well in this work, 
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I would like to give a brief account of the work that the Colrain 
students are doing in the music program at Arms Academy. There are 
nine members of the band from Colrain. A large number of this town’s 
students are in the chorus and several of the twirlers and the ma- 
jorette are from Colrain. 


The band made nineteen public appearances in 1947, including the 
football games, the one act plays, the Franklin County Music Festiva], 
The Western Massachusetts Music Festival, Memorial Day and Fourth 
of July Parades, Field Day, Heath Fair, Franklin County Fair, Franklin 
County Teachers’ Convention and the Senior Play. 


The twirlers and the majorette have been outfitted in attractive 
new uniforms. 


Special mention should be made of the Spring Concert, and the 
two Festivals. All members of the musical organizations performed 
well and deserve a lot of credit for their work. 


The members of the band presented me with a very fine director’s 
uniform, for which I am deeply grateful. 


I would like to thank the teachers, school officials and towns- 
people for their help and cooperation in the past. I shall continue to do 
all in my power to promote the musical growth of the school and com- 
munity.

Art education in our schools aims to cultivate taste as an essential 
part of civilized life. Experiments with space and tone elements and 
design principles begin simply in Kindergarten and progress through 
all grades as a series of experiences in selection, organization, and sen- 
sitive, aesthetic judgment. 


Taste is an individual matter. A child’s likes and dislikes are 
quite different from the teacher’s; hence there can be no dictation of 
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adult standards. Much can be done, however, by sharing a sincere en- 
joyment of beauty whenever it is found. 


Painting gives pleasure to the beginner, just as strumming on the 
piano delights the player, even if no one else enjoys the results. It is 
our American nature to enjoy freedom, but we cannot afford to ignore 
the value of limitations which nature’s laws impose on every form of 
life. We can live useful and beautiful lives if we have regard for order 
as found in nature and used in all the arts. 


In order to make the work progressive we invite the children to 
widen the subject matter of their pictures and to tell more and more 
about people, and surroundings as they know them. 


My lessons offer varied themes which are well within the experi- 
ences of all children. They learn to notice the world around them, with 
more attention to facts and appearances when the teacher calls for more 
truth about colors, and shapes, more characteristic action, and more vi- 
vid imagination based on experiences. This cycle of impressions and 
expressions is built up as a part of the mental and emotional growth of 
each child. 


Pupils gave a good account of themselves in May when they ex- 
hibited many hundred drawings at their annual art exhibition. Many 
were recipients of art awards as presented by the Shelburne Community 
Art Center for outstanding work in art. Many more earned silver pins 
as awards in the nation wide S. P. C. A. poster contest. During the 
summer, pupils devoted time to drawing and painting as indicated by 
the large volume of work submitted this September. This year the rooms 
have their own “Beauty Spots” which is selected and arranged by the 
pupils, to prove their understanding of design. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


I recommend that an art program be started for Arms Academy 
students. I have made every effort to bring this about but to date the 
results are not encouraging. In my requisition of May, I recommended 
the repair of mechanical drawing instruments, drawing boards, T 
squares, desks, chairs and tables. 


I am pleased with the cooperation given me by teachers, school of- 
ficials and parents and I hope to continue and enlarge the art program 
for school and community life.

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of the 
books and accounts of the town of Colrain for the year ending December 
31, 1947, and submit the following report thereon: 


The financial transactions, as entered on the records of the sev- 
eral departments receiving or disbursing town funds or sending out 
bills for collection, were examined and checked in detail. Ledger ac- 
counts were compiled, and a balance sheet, which is appended to this 
report, was prepared showing the financial condition of the town on 
December 31, 1947. 
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; 

The books and accounts of the treasurer were examined and check- 
ed in detail. The recorded receipts were analyzed and compared with 
the records of the departments collecting money for the town and with 
the other sources from which money was paid into the town treasury. 
The payments were checked with the selectmen’s warrants, the cash 
book additions were verified, and the cash balance on January 3, 1948 
was proved by actual count of the cash in the office and by _ recon- 
ciliation of the bank balance with a statement received from the bank 
of deposit. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the investment 
of the trust funds in custody of the town treasurer were listed and 
checked. The income was proved and the withdrawals were verified by 
comparison with the treasurer’s record of receipts. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of federal taxes and 
the retirement systems as kept by the treasurer were examined and 
listed. The payments to the federal depository, as well as to the teachers’ 
retirement and the county retirement systems, were verified with the pay- 
rolls and cancelled checks on file. 


The records of charges for the use of town-owned highway equip- 
ment were compared with the payrolls of the highway department. The 
recorded collections were checked and the payments to the treasurer 
were verified. 


The records of the treasurer have been kept efficiently and ac- 
curately, thereby facilitating the work of the audit. 


The transfers from the reserve fund were compared with the auth- 
orizations for transfers given by the finance committee as recorded in 
the town clerk’s records. 


The surety bonds of the town officials required to furnish them 
for the faithful performance of their duties were examined and found 
to be in proper form. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and checked 
in detail. The tax accounts outstanding according to the previous exam- 
ination and all subsequent commitment lists of the town and district taxes 
were audited and verified by comparison with the warrants issued by the 
assessors for their collection. The recorded collections were checked, the 
payments to the town and district treasurers were verified, the abatements 
were compared with the assessors’ record of abatements granted, the out- 
standing accounts were listed and proved, and the cash balance on January 
3, 1948 was proved by actual count of the cash in the office. 


To verify the correctness of the outstanding tax accounts, notices were 
mailed to a number of persons whose names appeared on the books as owing 
money to the town, and from the replies received it appears that the out- 
standing accounts, as listed, are correct. 
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The promptness with which the tax collector collected the taxes is 
worthy of commendation, there being no taxes outstanding prior to 1947. 


The records of licenses granted by the selectmen were checked with the 
records of licenses issued by the selectmen’s clerk. The payments to the 
treasurer were verified, and the cash on hand on January 3, 1948 was 
proved by actual count. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer of the Griswold Memorial 
Library were examined and checked. The recorded receipts on account of 
miscellaneous sales, sale of securities, investment income, etc., were checked. 
The payments were checked with the cancelled checks on file and with the 
trustees’ orders, and the cash balance was proved by reconciliation of the 
bank balance with a statement furnished by the depository. 


The securities and savings bank books in custody of the library treas- 
urer were examined and the income was proved. 


The records of accounts receivable of the highway, public welfare, and 
school departments were examined and checked. The departmental com- 
mitments were analyzed, the recorded collections were compared with the 
payments to the treasurer, the abatements and disallowances were verified, 
and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 


The appropriations were listed from the town clerk’s record of town 
meetings and the amounts voted were compared with the aggregate ap- 
propriations raised by the assessors in the computation of the 1947 tax rate. 


The receipts of the town clerk for dog and sporting licenses were 
checked with the record of. licenses issued. The payments to the treasurer 
and to the Division of Fisheries and Game were verified, and the cash on 
hand on January 3, 1948 was proved by actual count. 


The recorded receipts for the sealing and adjusting of weights and 
measures were checked with the record of fees charged, and the payments 
to the treasurer were verified. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to this report 
tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, summaries of the 
tax and departmental accounts, as well as tables showing the transactions 
and condition of the trust funds. 


While engaged in making the audit, cooperation was received from all 
town officials, for which, on behalf of my assistant and for myself, I wish 
to express appreciation.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT 


To the Trustees of the Griswold Memorial Library: 


Herewith is submitted the report of the Librarian for the year ending 
December 31, 1949. 


The Library circulation of books and magazines for the past year was 
5,123, adult 3,053, juvenile 2,170. Bookmobile circulation was 2,895, adult 
1,517, juvenile 1,378, making a total of 8,018. A new Bookmobile was 
purchased during the year and was put into service this fall. Miss Jane 
Lewis, Librarian and Mr. Flood, Clerk and Chauffeur have made eight 
visits to town. 


One hundred and forty-five books, seventy-five adult and _ seventy 
juveniles have been added to the Library. Fifteen of these books were gifts, 
eight juveniles given by Mrs. Effie Kornstadt, one juvenile by Bruce John- 
son and six adult books to add to the Clarke Maynard collection given in 
memory of his mother, Mary Clarke Maynard and his aunt, Myra Clarke 
Avery. Ninety-one books have been discarded. 


The children have been awarded seventy-two five-book and six Honor 
or twenty-book State Reading Certificates as follows: Griswold, fifty-nine 
five book and five Honor, Center Primary five five-book and South eight 
five-book and one Honor. 


Much gratification has been expressed by the public over the appearance 
of the Library since it has been re-decorated, and it is a source of great 
satisfaction to all that this project has been completed.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Colrain: 


I submit herewith the report of the Public Schools of Colrain for the 
year ending December 31, 1949. 


Consolidation of the grades has attracted much attention this year. 
Last year it was noted that the enrollment would provide one grade for 
each of eight teachers if a method of collecting all pupils in each grade 
could be devised. The following table will provide a comparison of the 
organization for 1949-50.

The above consolidation was accomplished by using the two buses to 
redistribute the children after they had been gathered in groups at the 
school nearest their homes. I am sure that the improvement in the qual- 
ity of instruction will justify the inconvenience and loss of time involved. 
A new central school is the next logical step toward the elimination of 
the buildings now in use which the State Department of Safety will no 
longer approve as meeting the minimum standards of health and safety. 


The buildings at Griswoldville and at Colrain Center are approvable. 
I would recommend that the town now proceed to build a school to house 
grades one through six and if necessary continue to use Griswold 
School for the seventh and eighth grades until such time as a definite de- 
cision is reached relative to participation in a regional school plan. 


The 1949 Legislature provided in Chapter 638 of the Acts of 1949 the 
legal procedure for estabishing such a school. An article should be 
inserted in the warrant to give the voters a chance to take the first neces- 
sary step. This vote will not commit the town to any program. It will 
provide an opportunity for the town in cooperation with other towns in 
the area to explore the possible advantages and disadvantages of such a 
school development. If present thought trends continue a regional school 
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in this area would provide for grades seven through twelve. Manual 
training, home economics and physical education instruction for the seventh 
and eighth grades is very different from that needed by the first six grades. 
Boys and girls in this age group require shop experience and team play in 
physical education. There is also need for a more diversified academic 
curriculum. We do not have a sufficient number of pupils in any one town 
to make for efficient and economical instruction. Therefore participation in 
cooperative planning is highly desirable. 


Repairs this year have been kept at a minimum. Because the town 
has been considering a central school and the cost of improvements 
necessary to make several buildings acceptable to the State Department 
of Safety would be more than would be economical, it has seemed best 
to wait until the central school has been further considered. The stoker 
at Griswold was the only major repair job attempted. 


School aid legislation has resulted in a substantial increase in the 
amount of money received from the State Treasury. Starred items are 
based on the amount expended. The General School Fund is based on 
an equalization formula.

ART SUPERVISOR 


I submit herewith my third annual report as Art Supervisor. 


My primary purpose as Supervisor of Art Education is to utilize 
the child’s personal experiences, as a basis for his practical and aesthe- 
tic development. I recommend the world as his text book, and ask him 
to take his ideas to school and show them to his classmates in the form 
of pictures. If these pictures are vague, then I invite him to notice more 
carefully the shapes and colors. 

This is the natural way of gaining visual knowledge. It strengthens 
the imagination and fills the mind with clearer and more significant pic- 
tures. 


My art program suggests types of objects and dramatic incidents to 
be studied in order to broaden and balance the pupil’s interest, not to 
restrict his experiences. 


I believe that most of the children are learning to know and won- 
der at the life of trees, plants, animals and people as it goes on about 
them. They are beginning to understand man’s work by noticing the 
buildings, vehicles, clothing and utensils with which they equip them- 
selves for daily living. 


The children’s pictures express their ideas and they will naturally 
improve in truth and beauty as their thoughts become clearer and more 
orderly. Drawing pictures to express individual ideas is fundamentally 
educational. Copying or imitating has no comparable value because it 
lacks the element of personal discovery and invention. I know that a 
child absorbed in drawing is a happy child. I know, too, that self-expres- 
sion is self-improvement. 


In drawing, children learn to find satisfaction in creative rather 
than destructive action. Art is the opposite of vandalism, which breaks 
down and destroys. 


The annual art exhibition proved to be a success again this year. 
Children arranged and exhibited their most successful paintings and 
took pride in playing host to the many visitors. 


The Shelburne Falls Community Art Center has continued to pre- 
sent art supplies to children for improvement in art work. 


Again this year pupils won silver and bronze pins for S.P.C.A. 
poster contest national awards. These posters were exhibited in Boston 
where many local residents have reported seeing them. 


Many colorful water color renderings were displayed by the pupils 
at the Art Center in commemoration of American Art Week.

As recommended last year, an art program has been started at Arms 
Academy. Students may attend art classes during their home room 
periods on Tuesdays and Thursdays. 


I would like to report that the new schedule of one grade in each 
room has greatly improved the art program in the Colrain Schools. 


It would be impossible for a single art supervisor to carry out this 
program without the whole hearted cooperation of every classroom 
teacher, school official, and parent, for which I am deeply grateful.

SCHOOL NURSE 


The annual physical examinations are being done by Dr. Olson as- 
sisted by the nurse. All children were weighed and measured in the 
spring and fall. 


The Massachusetts Vision Test has been completed in all the 
schools. 243 children were tested. Several vision defects were noted 
and some children have obtained glasses. The hearing test has not been 
used. 


The immunization clinic this year included immunization for whoop- 
ing cough and tetanus, as well as diphtheria. This is the second year the 
triple immunization has been given. 68 children attended. 


The Well-Child Conference for pre-school children was held in June 
with the assistance of the Parent-Teacher Associations, Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health, and Dr. Olson as examining physician. 
123 children attended. 21 of these entered school in the fall.

MUSIC SUPERVISOR 


I would say that the music program in the Town of Colrain is pro- 
gressing satisfactorily. 


Since the consolidation of the schools each grade has a music text 
of its own. This is ideal. It promotes interest and better participations. 
Music reading is progressing very well in most cases, but others, I feel, 
can do better. In the eighth grade the students are engaging in four part 
singing, and doing it well. The progress in our part singing work was 
again demonstrated at the graduation exercises. 


Music Appreciation through the use of records is also receiving as 
much attention as time will permit. 


There are 16 students in the elementary schools taking lessons on a 
band instrument. This is an increase of five over last year. I hope this 
number will grow each year. 


The Colrain students at Arms Academy are doing well in the music 
program. There are eleven members of the band from Colrain as well 
as several twirlers and the majorette. A large number of this town’s 
students are in the 115 voice chorus. 


The band made 22 public appearances during 1949 including all 
of the football games. This year we are also playing at all of the home 
baskebtall games. Other appearances were at a Legion Auxiliary Meet- 
ing, Franklin County Music Festival, One Act Plays, Western Massa- 
chusetts Music Festival, Memorial Day Parade, Annual Spring Concert, 
Franklin County Fair, Booster Day Rally, Wilmington Fair, Halloween 
Parade and the Senior Play. 


I would like to thank the teachers, school officials and the people 
of Colrain for their continued support and cooperation. 


Believing that a musical community is a happier community, I shall 
continue to try and carry out a well balanced school music program to 
help facilitate this.
